Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Ivord  thy  God  in  vain. 
Remember  the  sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy. 
Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother. 
Thou  shalt  not  kill. 
Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 
Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbor. 
Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  house. 

Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  wife,  nor  his  manservant,  nor  his 
maidservant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  anything  that  is  thy  neighbor's.

THE  GREAT  COMMANDMENT. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord;  and  thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
•trength. — Deuteronomy  6:  ^,  5. 
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6. 

THE  TWO  GREAT  COMMANDMENTS. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Ivord  our  God  is  one  Lord;  and  thou  shalt  love  the 
Ivord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind, 
and  with  all  thy  strength.  This  is  the  first  and  great  commandment;  and  the 
second  is  like  unto  it.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these  two 
commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets. — Matthew  22:  37-40. 
Mark  12:  2g-ji. 

7. 

THE  NEW  COMMANDMENT. 

A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  that  ye  love  one  another,  as  I  have 
loved  you.  Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down  his  life 
for  his  friends.  Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you.  — 
John  ij:  34.     15:  12,  ij. 

8. 

EXHORTATIONS. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying: 

Speak  unto  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto 
them,  Ye  shall  be  holy,  for  I  the  Lord  your  God  am  holy.  Ye  shall  not 
steal,  neither  deal  falsely,  neither  lie  one  to  another.  And  }'e  shall  not  swear 
by  my  name  falsely,  neither  shalt  thou  profane  the  name  of  thy  God;  I  am 
the  Lord.  Thou  shalt  not  oppress  thy  neighbor,  neither  rob  him;  the  wages 
of  him  that  is  hired  shall  not  abide  with  thee  all  night  until  the  morning. 
Thou  shalt  not  curse  the  deaf,  nor  put  a  stumbling  block  before  the  blind, 
but  shalt  fear  thy  God;  I  am  the  Lord,  Ye  shall  do  no  unrighteousness  in 
judgment;  thou  shalt  not  respect  the  person  of  the  poor,  nor  honor  the  person 
of  the  mighty;  but  in  justice  shalt  thou  judge  thy  neighbor.  Thou  shalt  not 
go  up  and  down  as  a  tale  bearer  among  thy  people;  neither  shalt  thou  stand 
against  the  blood  of  thy  neighbor;  I  am  the  Lord.  Thou  shalt  not  hate  thy 
brother  in  thine  heart;  thou  shalt  rebuke  thy  neighbor,  but  not  suffer  sin  upon 
him.  Thou  shalt  not  avenge,  nor  bear  any  grudge  against  the  children  of  thy 
people,  but  thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself;  I  am  the  Lord.  There- 
fore shall  ye  observe  all  my  statutes,  and  all  my  judgments,  and  do  them;  I 
am  the  Lord. — Leviticus  ig:  /,  2,  11-18.  37. 


Now  therefore  hear,  O  Israel,  the  statutes  and  the  judgments  which  I 
teach  you,  for  to  do  them,  that  ye  may  live,  and  go  in  and  possess  the  land 
which  the  Lord  God  of  your  fathers  giveth  you.  Ye  shall  not  add  unto  the 
word  which  I  command  you,  neither  shall  ye  diminish  aught  from  it,  that  ye 
may  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  your  God  which  I  command  yon. 
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For  what  nation  is  there  so  great,  who  hath  God  so  nigh  unto  them,  as  is  the 
Ivord  our  God  in  all  things  that  we  call  upon  Him  for  ?  And  what  nation  is 
there  so  great,  that  hath  statutes  and  judgments  so  just  as  all  this  law,  which 
I  set  before  you  this  day  ?  Only  take  heed  to  thyself,  ar^d  keep  thy  soul  dil- 
igently, lest  thou  forget  the  things  which  thine  eyes  have  seen,  and  lest  they 
depart  from  thy  heart  all  the  days  of  thy  life;  but  teach  them  to  thy  sons, 
and  thy  sons'  sons.  Know  ye  therefore  this  day,  and  consider  in  thine 
heart,  that  the  I^ord  He  is  God  in  heaven  above,  and  upon  the  earth  beneath; 
and  there  is  none  else.  Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  His  statutes  and  His 
commandments,  which  I  command  Thee  this  day,  that  it  may  go  well  wdth 
thee,  and  wdth  thy  children  after  thee,  and  that  thou  mayest  prolong  thy  days 
upon  the  land,  which  the  L/ord  thy  God  giveth  thee,  for  ever. — Deuteronomy  4: 
1-40. 

10. 

Ye  shall  observe  to  do  therefore  as  the  Lord  your  God  hath  commanded 
you;  ye  shall  not  turn  aside  to  the  right  hand  or  to  the  left.  Ye  shall  walk 
in  all  the  ways  which  the  Ivord  yoxxr  God  hath  commanded  you,  that  ye  may 
live,  and  that  it  may  be  well  with  you,  and  that  ye  may  prolong  your  days  in 
the  land  which  ye  shall  possess.  Now  these  are  the  commandments,  the 
statutes,  and  the  judgments,  which  the  Lord  your  God  commanded  to  teach 
you,  that  ye  might  do  them  in  the  land  whither  ye  go  to  possess  it;  that  thou 
mightest  fear  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  keep  all  His  statutes  and  His  command- 
ments, which  I  command  thee,  thou,  and  thy  son,  and  thy  son's  son,  all  the 
days  of  th}-  life;  and  that  thy  days  may  be  prolonged.  Hear  therefore,  O 
.Israel,  and  observe  to  do  it;  that  it  may  be  w^ell  with  thee,  and  that  ye  may 
increase  mightily,  as  the  Lord  God  of  thy  fathers  hath  promised  thee,  in  the 
land  that  floweth  w4th  milk  and  honey. — Deuteronomy  5: 32,  ss;  6:  1-3. 

11. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord;  and  thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might. 
And  these  words,  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  shall  be  in  thy  heart;  and 
thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them 
when  thou  sittest  in  thy  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when 
thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest  up.  And  thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a 
sign  upon  thy  hand,  and  they  shall  be  as  frontlets  between  thine  eyes.  And 
thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  posts  of  thy  house,  and  on  thy  gates.  And 
it  shall  be  when  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  have  brought  thee  into  the  land 
which  He  sware  unto  thy  fathers,  beware  lest  thou  forget  the  Lord,  which 
brought  thee  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the  house  of  bondage. 
Thou  shalt  fear  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  serve  Him,  and  shalt  swear  by  His 
name.  Ye  shall  not  tempt  the  Lord  your  God,  as  ye  tempted  Him  in  Massah. 
Ye  shall  diligently  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  your  God,  and  His 
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testimonies,  and  His  statutes,  which  He  hath  commanded  thee.  And  thou 
shalt  do  what  is  right  and  good  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord;  that  it  may  be  well 
with  thee,  and  that  thou  may  est  go  in  and  possess  the  good  land  which  the 
Lord  sware  unto  thy  fathers.  Therefore  the  Lord  commanded  us  to  do  all 
these  statutes,  to  fear  the  Lord  our  God,  for  our  good  always,  that  He  might 
preserve  us  alive,  as  it  is  at  this  day. — Deuieronoiny  6:  4-24 

12. 

Know  3'e  therefore  that  the  Lord  thy  God,  He  is  God,  the  true  God. 
which  keepeth  covenant  and  mercy  with  them  that  love  Him  and  keep  His 
commandments  to  a  thousand  generations;  and  repayeth  them  that  hate  Him 
to  their  face,  to  destroy  them;  He  will  not  be  slack  to  him  that  hateth  Him, 
He  will  repay  him  to  his  face.  Thou  shalt  therefore  keep  the  command- 
ments, and  the  statutes,  and  the  judgments,  which  I  command  thee  this  day, 
to  do  them.  Wherefore  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  hearken  to  these  judg- 
ments, and  keep,  and  do  them,  that  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  keep  unto  thee 
the  covenant  and  the  mercy  which  He  sware  unto  thy  fathers;  and  He  will 
love  thee,  and  bless  thee,  and  multiply  thee;  He  will  also  bless  the  fruit  of 
thy  womb,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  thy  corn,  and  thy  wine,  and  thine  oil,  the 
increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the  flocks  of  thy  sheep,  in  the  land  which  He  sware 
unto  thy  fathers  to  give  thee. — Deuteronomy  y:  g  13. 

13. 

All  the  commandments  which  I  command  thee  this  day  shall  ye  observe 
to  do,  that  ye  may  live,  and  multiply,  and  go  in  and  possess  the  land  which 
the  Lord  sware  unto  your  fathers.  And  thou  shalt  remember  all  the  way 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  led  thee  these  forty  years  in  the  wilderness,  to 
humble  thee,  and  to  prove  thee,  to  know  what  was  in  thy  heart,  whether 
thou  wouldest  keep  His  commandments,  or  no.  Thou  shalt  also  consider  in 
thy  heart,  that  as  a  man  chasteneth  his  son,  so  the  Lord  thy  God  chasten eth 
thee.  Therefore  thou  shalt  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to 
walk  in  His  ways  and  to  fear  Him.  Beware  that  thou  forget  not  the  Lord 
thy  God,  in  not  keeping  His  commandments,  and  His  judgments  and  His 
statutes  which  I  command  thee  this  day;  lest  thy  heart  be  lifted  up  and  *h.oxi 
forget  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt, 
from  the  house  of  bondage;  and  thou  say  in  thy  heart,  my  power  and  the  might 
of  my  hand  hath  gotten  me  this  wealth.  But  thou  shalt  remember  the  Lord 
thy  God;  for  it  is  He  that  giveth  thee  power  to  get  wealth,  that  He  may 
establish  His  covenant  which  He  sware  unto  thy  fathers,  as  it  is  this  day. 
And  it  shall  be,  if  thou  do  at  all  forget  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  walk  after 
other  gods  and  serve  them  and  worship  them,  I  testify  against  you  this  day 
that  ye  shall  surely  perish.  As  the  nations  which  the  Lord  destroyed  before 
your  face,  so  shall  ye  perish;  because  ye  would  f  H  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
your  God. — Deuteronomy  8:  1-20. 
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14. 


And  now,  O  Israel ,  what  doth  the  Lord  thy  God  require  of  thee,  but  t^ 
fear  the  Ivord  thy  God,  to  walk  in  all  His  ways  and  to  love  Him,  and  to  serve 
the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul,  to  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  the  L/ord  and  His  statutes,  which  I  command  thee  this  day  for 
thy  gopd?  Behold,  the  heaven  and  the  heaven  of  heavens  is  the  Lord's  thy 
God,  and  the  earth  with  all  that  therein  is.  Only  the  Lord  had  a  delight  in 
thy  fathers  to  love  them,  and  He  chose  their  seed  after  them,  even  you  above 
all  people,  as  it  is  this  day.  Circumcise  therefore  the  foreskin  of  your  heart, 
and  be  no  more  stifTnecked.  For  the  Lord  your  God  is  God  of  gods,  and 
Lord  of  lords,  a  great  God,  a  mighty  and  a  terrible, which  regardeth  not  per- 
sons, nor  taketh  reward;  He  doth  execute  the  judgment  of  the  fatherless  and 
widow,  and  loveth  the  stranger,  in  giving  him  food  and  raiment.  Love  ye 
therefore  the  stranger;  for  ye  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt.  Thou 
shalt  fear  the  Lord  thy  God;  Him  shalt  thou  serve,  and  to  Him  shalt  thou 
cleave,  and  swear  by  His  name.  He  is  thy  praise,  and  He  is  thy  God,  that 
hath  done  for  thee  these  great  and  terrible  things  which  thine  eyes  have 
seen. — Deuteronomy  lo:  12-21. 

15. 

Ye  shall  hearken  diligently  unto  my  commandments  which  I  command 
you  this  day,  to  love  the  Lord  your  God,  and  to  serve  Him  with  all  your  heart 
and  with  all  your  soul.  Take  heed  to  yourselves,  that  your  heart  be  not 
deceived,  and  ye  turn  aside  and  serve  other  gods  and  worship  them;  and  the 
Lord's  wrath  be  kindled  against  3'ou,  and  He  shut  up  the  heaven,  that  there 
be  no  rain,  and  that  the  land  yield  not  her  fruit;  and  lest  ye  perish  quickly 
from  off  the  good  land  which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Behold  I  set  before  you 
this  day  a  blessing  and  a  curse;  a  blessing,  if  ye  obey  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord  yomr  God  which  I  command  you  this  day;  and  a  curse,  if  ye  will  not 
obey  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  your  God,  but  turn  aside  out  of  the  way 
which  I  command  you  this  day,  to  go  after  other  gods  which  ye  have  not 
known.  Therefore  ye  shall  observe  to  do  all  the  statutes  and  judgments 
which  I  set  before  you  this  day. — Deuteronomy  11:  13-32. 

16. 

Thou  shalt  hearken  to  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  keep  His  com- 
mandments and  His  statutes,  which  are  written  in  this  book  of  the  law;  and 
thou  shalt  turn  unto  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine  heart  and  with  all  thy 
soul.  For  this  commandment  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  it  is  not  hid- 
den from  thee,  neither  is  it  far  off.  It  is  not  in  heaven,  that  thou  shouldest 
say.  Who  shall  go  up  for  us  to  heaven  and  bring  it  unto  us,  that  we  may  hear 
it  and  do  it  ?  Neither  is  it  beyond  the  sea,  that  thou  shouldest  say,  Who  shall 
go  over  the  sea  for  us  and  bring  it  unto  us,  that  we  may  hear  it  and  do  it  ? 
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But  the  Word  is  nigh  unto  thee,  in  thy  mouth  and  in  thy  heart,  that  thou 
mayest  do  it.  See,  I  have  set  before  thee  this  day,  Hfe  and  good,_  and  death 
and  evil;  in  that  I  command  thee  this  day  to  love  the  L/ord  thy  God,  to  walk 
in  His  ways,  and  to  keep  His  commandments  and  His  statutes  and  His  judg- 
ments, that  thou  mayest  live  and  multiply;  and  the  Lord  thy  God  shall  bless 
thee  in  the  land  whither  thou  goest  to  possess  it.  But  if  thine  heart  turn 
away,  so  that  thou  wilt  not  hear,  but  shalt  be  drawn  away  and  worship  other 
gods  and  serve  them;  I  denounce  unto  you  this  day  that  ye  shall  surely  perish, 
and  that  ye  shall  not  prolong  your  days  upon  the  land,  whither  thou  passest 
over  Jordan  to  possess  it.  I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  record  this  day  against 
you,  that  I  have  set  before  you  life  and  death,  blessing  and  cursing;  therefore 
choose  life,  that  both  thou  and  thy  seed  may  live;  that  thou  mayest  love  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  that  thou  mayest  obey  His  voice,  and  that  thou  mayest 
cleave  unto  Him;  for  He  is  thy  life  and  the  length  of  thy  days;  that  thou 
mayest  dwell  in  the  land  which  the  Lord  sware  unto  thy  fathers,  to  Abraham, 
to  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob,  to  give  unto  them. — Deuteronomy  30:  10-20. 

17,

Thou  shalt  hearken  to  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  I 
command  thee  this  day,  to  observe  and  to  do  them.  And  thou  shalt  not  go 
aside  from  any  of  the  words  which  I  command  thee,  to  the  right  hand,  or  to 
the  left,  to  go  after  other  gods  to  serve  t\\&m..—DeiUeronomy  28:  13.  14. 

Thou  shalt  turn  to  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  shalt  obey  His  voice  according 
to  all  that  I  command  thee  this  day,  thou  and  thy  children,  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul.  And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise  thy 
heart,  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  Mye.— Deuteronomy  30:  2,  6. 

Therefore  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  keep  His  charge, 
and  His  statutes,  and  His  judgments,  and  His  commandments,  always. — 
Deuteronomy  11:  i. 
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These  are  the  statutes  and  judgments,  which  ye  shall  observe  to  do  in  the 
land,  which  the  Ivord  God  of  thy  fathers  giveth  thee  to  possess  it,  all  the 
days  that  ye  shall  live  upon  the  earth. — Deuteronomy  12:  i. 

Observe  and  hear  all  these  words  which  I  command  thee,  that  it  may  go 
well  with  thee,  and  with  thy  children  after  thee  for  ever,  when  thou  doest  that 
which  is  good  and  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Ivord  thy  G06.. —DeuleronoDiy  12:  28. 

Thou  shalt  keep  all  these  commandments  to  do  them,  w^hich  I  command 
thee  this  day,  to  love  the  Ivord  thy  God,  and  to  walk  in  His  ways  all  the  days 
of  thy  life. — Deuteronomy  ig:  g. 

Ye  shall  walk  after  the  Lord  your  God,  and  fear  Him,  and  keep  His  com- 
mandments, and  obey  His  voice,  and  ye  shall  serve  Him  and  cleave  unto 
Him. — Deuteronomy  ij:  4. 

For  the  Lord  your  God  trieth  you,  to  know  whether  ye  love  the  Lord 
your  God  with  all  your  heart,  and  with  all  your  soul. — Deuteronomy  13: 3. 

What  thing  soever  I  command  3'ou,  observe  to  do  it;  thou  shalt  not  add 
thereto,  nor  diminish  from  \t.— Deuteronomy  12: 32. 

Set  your  hearts  unto  all  the  words  which  I  testify  among  yon  this  day, 
which  ye  shall  command  your  children  to  observe  to  do,  all  the  words  of  this 
law. — Deuteronomy  32:  46. 

For  your  eyes  have  seen  all  the  great  work  of  the  Lord  which  He  hath 
done.  Therefore  shall  ye  keep  all  the  commandments  which  I  command  you 
this  day,  that  ye  may  be  strong,  and  that  ye  may  prolong  your  days  in  the 
land,  which  the  Lord  sware  unto  your  fathers  to  give  unto  them  and  to  their 
seed,  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey. — Deuteronomy  11:  7-g. 

Keep  therefore  the  words  of  this  covenant,  and  do  them,  that  ye  may 
prosper  in  all  that  ye  do. — Deuteronomy  2g:  g. 

Wash  you,  make  you  clean;  put  away  the  evil  of  your  doings  from  before 
mine  eyes;  cease  to  do  evil;  learn  to  do  well;  seek  judgment,  relieve  the 
oppressed,  judge  the  fatherless,  plead  the  cause  of  the  widow.  Come  now, 
and  let  us  reason  together,  saith  the  Lord;  though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet, 
they  shall  be  white  as  snow;  though  they  be  red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be 
as  wool. — Isaiah  i:  16-18. 

Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters,  and  he  that  hath  no 
money;  come  ye,  buy  and  eat;  yea,  come,  buy  wine  and  milk  without  money 
and  without  price.  Wherefore  do  ye  spend  money  for  that  which  is  not 
bread  ?  and  your  labor  for  that  which  satisfieth  not  ?  Hearken  diligently 
unto  me,  and  eat  ye  that  which  is  good,  and  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in 
fatness.  Incline  your  ear  and  come  unto  me;  hear,  and  3'our  soul  shall  live; 
and  I  will  make  an  everlasting  covenant  vdth  j'ou,  the  sure  mercies  of  David. 
Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  He  may  be  found,  call  ye  upon  Him  while  He  is  near. 
Let  the  \\ncked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts;  and 
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let  him  return  to  the  Ivord,  and  He  will  have  mercy  upon  him;  and  unto  our 
God,  for  He  will  abundantly  pardon.  For  my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts, 
neither  are  your  ways  my  ways,  saith  the  Ivord.  For  as  the  heavens  are  higher 
than  the  earth,  so  are  my  ways  higher  than  your  ways,  and  my  thoughts  than 
your  thoughts. — Isaiah  55/  /-p. 

Thus  saith  the  L/ord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  Amend  your  ways  and 
3^our  doings,  and  I  will  cause  you  to  dwell  in  this  place.  For  if  ye  thoroughly 
amend  your  ways  and  your  doings;  if  ye  thoroughly  execute  judgment  be- 
tween a  man  and  his  neighbor;  if  ye  oppress  not  the  stranger,  the  fatherless, 
and  the  widow,  and  shed  not  innocent  blood  in  this  place,  neither  walk  after 
other  gods  to  your  hurt;  then  will  I  cause  you  to  dwell  in  this  place,  in  the 
land  which  I  gave"to  your  fathers,  for  ever  and  ew^r.— Jeremiah  y:  j-/. 

Obey  my  voice,  and  I  will  be  3-our  God,  and  ye  shall  be  my  people;  and 
walk  3'e  in  all  the  ways  I  have  commanded  you,  that  it  may  be  well  unto 
yo\x. ^Jeremiah  y:  2j. 

Blessed  be  the  man  that  obeyeth  the  words  of  this  covenant,  which  I 
commanded  3'our  fathers  in  the  day  that  I  brought  them  forth  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  from  the  iron  furnace,  saying,  Obey  my  words  and  do  them,  ac- 
cording to  all  which  I  command  you;  so  shall  ye.  be  my  people,  and  I  will  be 
your  Oodi.— Jeremiah  11:3,  4. 

Return  ye  now,  every  man  from  his  evil  way,  and  amend  your  doings, 
and  go  not  after  other  gods  to  serve  them,  and  ye  shall  dwell  in  the  land 
which  I  have  given  to  you,  and  to  your  fathers.

The  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die.  The  son  shall  not  bear  the  iniquity 
of  the  father,  neither  shall  the  father  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  son;  the  justice 
of  the  just  shall  be  upon  him,  and  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  shall  be  upon 
him.  But  if  the  wicked  will  turn  from  all  his  sins  that  he  hath  committed, 
and  keep  all  my  statutes,  and  do  that  which  is  lawful  and  right,  he  shall 
surely  live,  he  shall  not  die.  All  his  transgressions  that  he  hath  committed, 
they  shall  not  be  mentioned  to  him;  in  his  righteousness  that  he  hath  done 
he  shall  live.  When  a  righteous  man  turneth  away  from  his  righteousness, 
and  committeth  iniquity,  and  dieth  in  them;  for  his  iniquity  that  he  hath  done 
he  shall  die.  Again,  when  the  wicked  man  turneth  away  from  his  wickedness 
that  he  hath  committed,  and  doeth  that  which  is  lawful  and  right,  he  shall 
save  his  soul  alive.  Because  he  considereth,  and  turneth  away  from  all  his 
transgressions  that  he  hath  committed,  he  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die. 
Therefore  I  wnll  judge  you,  O  house  of  Israel,  every  one  according  to  his 
ways,  saith  the  L^ord  God. — Ezekiel  18:  20-30,

Ivet  us  be  glad  and  rejoice,  and  give 
glory  to  Him;  for  the  marriage  of  the  Lamb  is  come,  and  His  wife  hath  made 
herself  ready.  And  to  her  was  granted  that  she  should  be  arrayed  in  fine 
linen,  clean  and  white;  for  the  fine  linen  is  the  righteousness  of  saints.  And 
He  saith  unto  me.  Write,  Blessed  are  they  which  are  called  unto  the  marriage 
supper  of  the  Ivamb.  And  He  saith  unto  me,  These  are  the  true  sayings  of 
Oo^.— Revelation  ig:  6-g. 

55. 

And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth;  for  the  first  heaven  and  the 
first  earth  were  passed  away;  and  there  was  no  more  sea.  And  I,  John,  saw 
the  holy  city,  New  Jerusalem,  coming  down  from  God  out  of  heaven,  prepared 
as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband.  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven 
saying.

And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the 
moon,  to  shine  in  it;  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the 
light  thereof.  And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved  shall  walk  in  the 
light  of  it;  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  do  bring  their  glory  and  honor  into  it. 
And  the  gates  of  it  shall  not  be  shut  at  all  by  da^^;  for  there  shall  be  no  night 
there.

And  behold,  I  come  quickly;  and  my  reward  is  with  me,  to  give  every 
man  according  as  his  work  shall  be.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  Beginning 
and  the  End,  the  First  and  the  Last.  Blessed  are  they  that  do  His  com- 
mandments, that  they  may  have  power  in  tlje  tree  of  life,  and  may  enter  in 
through  the  gates  into  the  city.— Revelation  22:  12-14.

I  believe  in  the  I/ord  Jesus  Christ,  the  almighty  and  everlasting  God,  the 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  the  Redeemer  and  Savior  of  the  world. 

I  believe  in  the  Sacred  Scripture,  the  Word  of  God,  the  Fountain  of 
wisdom,  the  Source  of  life,  and  the  Way  to  heaven. 

I  believe  in  the  Second  Coming  of  the  Ivord,  in  the  Spiritual  Sense  of  the 
Word,  and  in  the  Heavenly  Doctrine  of  the  New  Jerusalem. 

I  believe  in  the  New  Angelic  Heaven,  in  the  New  Christian  Church,  in 
the  communion  of  angels  and  men,  in  repentance  from  sin,  in  the  life  ot 
charity,  in  the  resurrection  of  man,  in  the  judgment  after  death,  and  in  the 
life  everlasting. 

2. 

The  Ivord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  one  only  God,  in  whom  is  the  Divine  Trinity 
of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit;  who  came  into  the  world  to  subjugate  the 
hells  and  glorify  His  Human;  who  removed  hell  from  man  by  combats  against 
it  and  victories  over  it;  who  reduced  hell  into  order  and  under  obedience  to 
Himself;  who  united  the  Human,  which  He  assumed  in  the  world,  to  the 
Divine  in  Himself;  who  admitted  temptations  into  His  Human,  even  to  the 
last  of  them,  which  was  the  Passion  of  the  Cross.  Without  this  Divine  W^ork 
no  mortal  could  have  been  saved,  and  they  are  saved  who  live  well  and  believe 
in  Him. 

3. 

I  believe  in  the  one  only  living  and  true  God,  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit;  who  as  God  incarnate  did  come  into 
the  world  and  take  upon  Himself  our  nature;  who  endured  temptation  even 
to  the  Passion  of  the  Cross,  and  overcame  the  hells;  who  glorified  His 
Human,  and  took  upon  Himself  all  power  in  heaven  and  on  earth.  Without 
Him  no  mortal  could  have  been  saved;  and  they  are  saved  who  believe  in  Him 
and  keep  the  commandments  of  His  Word. 
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There  is  one  God,  in  whom  is  the  Divine  Trinity  of  Father,  Son,  and 
Holy  Spirit;  and  this  one  God,  in  His  Divine  Human,  is  our  L/ord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  Sacred  Scripture  is  the  Word  of  God  and  ^he  Divine  Truth  itself, 
Divinely  inspired  and  holy  in  ever^^  syllable;  and  by  it  there  is  consociation 
with  the  angels  and  conjunction  with  God. 

Saving  faith  is  to  believe  in  the  Ivord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  follow  Him  by 
keeping  the  commandments  of  His  Word. 

All  religion  has  relation  to  life,  and  the  life  of  religion  is  to  do  good; 
whoever  lives  well  is  saved,  and  whoever  lives  ill  is  condemned. 

The  Second  Coming  of  the  Lord  is  not  a  coming  in  Person,  but  in  His 
W^ord,  which  is  from  Him  and  is  Himself. 

The  Ivord  in  His  Second  Coming  reveals  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word, 
whereby  a  New  Church  is  to  be  established  on  earth,  which  is  the  New 
Jerusalem. 

The  New  Church  is  the  crown  of  all  the  churches  that  have  hitherto  been 
in  the  world. 

5. 

There  is  one  God,  in  whom  is  the  Divine  Trinity,  and  the  I^ord  Jesus 
Christ  is  that  God. 

Saving  faith  is  to  believe  in  Him. 

Evil  is  to  be  shunned  because  it  is  of  the  devil  and  from  the  devil. 

Good  is  to  be  done  because  it  is  of  God  and  from  God. 

And  it  is  to  be  done  by  man  as  from  himself;  but  he  is  to  believe  that  it 
is  from  the  I/ord  in  him  and  by  him. 

6. 

The  Ivord  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ  is  the  God  of  heaven  and  earth,  the  God 
of  all  flesh,  the  God  of  the  vineyard  or  the  church,  the  God  of  faith,  the  Light 
itself,  the  Eternal  Life. 

The  Lord  is  the  Word,  which  in  the  beginning  was  with  God,  and  was 
God,  and  which  was  made  flesh  and  dwelt  among  us,  that  we  might  behold 
His  glory,  full  of  grace  and  truth. 

The  Lord  alone  is  Life,  and  men  and  angels  are  recipients  of  life  from 
Him,  and  they  are  so  far  recipients  as  they  live  the  life  of  religion,  which  is 
to  do  good. 

No  man  can  do  good,  which  is  good,  from  himself;  but  so  far  as  he  shuns 
evils  as  sins,  he  does  good,  not  from  himself,  but  from  the  Lord. 
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7. 

I  believe  in  the  Lord  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  one  God  and  one 
Ivord  in  one  Divine  Person;  who  is  Jehovah  God  in  the  human  form,  the  God 
of  heaven  and  earth,  and  the  only  object  of  our  love  and  worship;  who  came 
into  the  world  to  glorify  His  Human  and  redeem  and  save  the  human  race; 
and  all  are  saved  who  l^elieve  in  Him  and  keep  His  commandments, 

8. 

Jehovah  God  came  into  the  world  to  reduce  into  order  all  things  in 
heaven,  all  things  in  hell,  and  all  things  in  the  church;  for  the  power  of  hell 
did  then  prevail  over  the  power  of  heaven,  and  on  earth  the  power  of  evil 
over  the  power  of  good,  and  a  total  damnation  stood  before  the  doors  and 
threatened.  This  impending  damnation  the  Lord  removed  by  means  of  His 
Human,  and  thus  He  redeemed  angels  and  men;  and  in  His  Human  He 
united  Divine  Wisdom  to  Divine  Love,  and  in  His  glorified  Human  He  re- 
turned into  His  Divine,  in  which  He  was  from  eternity. 

Thus  it  is  that  \\-ithout  the  coming  of  the  Lord  into  the  world  no  man 
could  have  been  saved. 

It  is  similar  at  this  day;  wherefore  without  the  Lord's  coming  again  into 
the  world  in  the  Divine  Truth,  which  is  the  Word,  no  man  can  be  saved. 

9. 

The  Lord  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ  is  Love  itself  and  Mere}-  itself;  He 
has  all  wnsdom  and  all  knowledge,  and  is  everywhere  present.  He  alone  is 
Infinite  and  Eternal,  and  He  alone  has  power  to  save.  Conjunction  w*ith 
Him  is  eternal  life;  and  they  are  conjoined  with  Him  who  believe  in  Him 
and  keep  His  commandments. 

10. 

There  is  one  only  Lord  God,  the  Creator  of  the  universe,  the  Redeemer 
of  the  world,  and  the  Regenerator  of  men. 

There  is  one  only  Word  of  God,  the  Sacred  Scripture,  in  which  is  a 
spiritual  sense  now  revealed  by  the  Lord  out  of  heaven. 

There  is  one  only  sa\nng  faith,  which  is  with  those  who  acknowledge  the 
Lord  and  shun  evils  as  sins  against  Him. 

There  is  one  only  Father  in  heaven,  the  Lord  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ; 
md  one  only  church  on  earth,  the  New  Church,  w^hich  is  the  New  Jerusalem. 

11. 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  His  glorified  Human  is  the  true  and  living  God, 
who  is,  and  w^ho  was,  and  w^ho  is  to  come,  the  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  Begin- 
ning and  the  End,  the  First  and  the  Last,  the  Almighty;  who  is  from  eternity 
^o  eternity,  and  who  is  Infinity  and  Eternity  itself;  who  is  Love  itself,  and 
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Wisdom  itself,  and  Ivife  itself;  who  created  all  things  from  His  Divine  lyove 
by  His  Divine  Wisdom;  and  who  forms  an  angelic  heaven,  where  all  may  be 
conjoined  with  Him,  who  believe  in  Him  and  keep  the  precepts  of  life  com- 
manded in  His  Word. 

12. 

The  Lord  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ  came  into  the  world  to  deliver  men  on 
earth  and  angels  in  heaven  from  the  assault  and  violence  of  hell,  and  thus 
from  a  total  damnation  which  threatened  the  whole  human  race;  this  He  ac- 
complished by  combats  against  hell  and  by  victories  over  it,  reducing  it  into 
order  and  bringing  it  under  obedience  to  Himself.  By  this  deliverance  from 
universal  damnation,  by  His  combats  against  hell  and  victories  over  it,  by 
the  ordering  of  the  heavens,  and  by  the  establishment  of  a  New  Church  on 
earth,  the  Ivord  took  unto  Himself  the  power  of  saving  all  who  believe  in 
Him  and  keep  His  commandments. 


13. 

The  Lord,  by  His  coming,  acquired  to  Himself  Divine  Power  over  heaven, 
over  hell,  and  over  the  world;  and  by  the  Divine  Power  so  acquired.  He  holds 
hell  under  subjection  to  eternity,  preserves  the  order  and  integrity  of  the 
heavens,  conjoins  Himself  with  the  human  race,  and  saves  every  man  who 
believes  in  Him  and  keeps  His  commandments. 

14. 

The  Lord  came  into  the  world  to  save  the  human  race,  without  which  all 
men  would  have  perished  in  eternal  death;  and  He  saved  them  by  subjugating 
the  hells,  which  infested  every  man  coming  into  the  world  and  going  out  of 
the  world;  and  at  the  same  time  by  glorifying  His  Human,  whereby  He  is 
able  to  keep  the  hells  under  subjection  to  eternity. 

The  subjugation  of  the  hells  b}'  the  Lord,  and  the  glorification  of  His 
Human,  was  effected  by  temptations  admitted  into  His  Human,  and  by  con- 
tinual victories  then;  His  passion  on  the  cross  was  the  last  temptation  and 
full  victory. 

Unless  the  Lord  had  come  into  the  world,  and  been  made  man,  and  in 
this  manner  had  liberated  from  hell  all  those  who  believe  in  Him  and  love 
Him,  no  mortal  could  have  been  saved. 

This  is  what  is  meant,  when  it  is  said  that  without  the  Lord  there  is  no 
salvation. 


GENERAI.  DOCTRINE. 


I. 

ADVENT  OF  THE  LORD. 

1. 


The  Ivord  came  into  the  world  in  the  fulness  of  time,  when  He  was  no 
longer  known  by  the  Jews,  and  when  there  was  not  anything  of  the  Church 
remaining;  and  unless  He  had  then  come  into  the  world,  and  revealed  Him- 
self, all  mankind  would  have  perished  in  eternal  death. 

The  Lord  came  into  the  world  that  He  might  accomplish  the  Last  Judg- 
ment, and  thereby  subjugate  the  hells,  which  then  dominated  the  human 
race;  this  was  done  by  temptations  admitted  into  His  Human,  and  by  contin- 
ual victories  over  the  hells  then  assaulting  Him;  and  unless  the  hells  had 
been  thus  subjugated,  no  man  could  have  been  saved. 

The  Lord  came  into  the  world  to  glorify  His  Human,  or  unite  it  to  the 
Divine  which  was  in  Him  from  conception. 

The  Lord  came  into  the  world  to  institute  a  New  Church,  which  should 
acknowledge  Him  as  the  Redeemer  and  Savior,  and  be  redeemed  and  saved 
by  love  and  faith  in  Him. 

The  Lord  came  into  the  world  to  bring  heaven  into  order  and  make  it 
one  with  the  Church  on  earth. 

The  Passion  of  the  Cross  was  the  last  temptation  by  which  the  Lord  fully 
conquered  the  hells  and  fully  glorified  His  Human. 

2. 

The  human  race  on  this  earth  would  have  perished  if  the  Lord  had  not 
come  into  the  world  and  subjugated  the  hells,  and  at  the  same  time  glorified 
the  Human  which  He  then  assumed. 

If  the  Most  Ancient  Church  had  remained  in  its  state  of  integrity,  there 
would  have  been  no  need  for  the  Lord  to  be  born  a  man;  but  as  soon  as  that 
Church  began  to  fail,  it  was  foreseen  by  the  Lord  that  the  celestial  would 
utterly  perish  from  the  earth;  therefore  a  prediction  was  at  once  made  con- 
cerning the  Advent  of  the  Lord  into  the  world,  which  was  at  the  same  time  a 
promise  that  He  would  come  and  take  upon  Himself  a  human  nature  and 
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unite  it  to  the  Divine,  and  through  this  union  conjoin  the  human  race  to 
Himself  b}-  the  faith  of  love  and  charity. 

Unless  the  whole  process  of  the  I^ord's  glorification  had  been  presented 
to  view  in  the  Word  before  the  angels  of  heaven,  it  would  have  been  necessary 
lor  the  Ivord  to  come  into  the  world  immediately  after  the  fall  of  the  Most 
Ancient  Church;  and  moreover,  the  human  race  which  existed  at  that  time 
could  not  have  been  saved. 

The  Ivord  therefore  came  into  the  world,  and  put  on  the  human  state 
itself  with  all  its  infirmity,  in  order  that  by  temptation  combats  He  might 
subjugate  the  hells,  and  glorify  His  Human. 

Therefore,  unless  the  Ivord  had  come,  and  by  Redemption  and  the  Glori- 
fication of  His  Human  had  opened  the  interiors  of  the  Word  to  men,  all  com- 
munication with  heaven  by  the  Word  would  have  been  broken,  and  the  whole 
human  race  on  this  earth  would  have  perished. 


3. 

It  was  known  from  the  most  ancient  time  that  the  Lord  would  come  into 
the  w^orld  and  assume  a  Human  through  a  virgin  mother,  and  thus  put  on 
the  nature  of  man  with  all  its  hereditary  evil,  in  order  that  He  might  be 
tempted  as  to  the  Human,  and  by  temptation  subjugate  the  hells  and  glorify 
His  Human,  and  thus  save  the  human  race  which  had  removed  itself  so  far 
from  the  Supreme  Divine. 

The  whole  human  race,  and  the  Jewish  Church  especially,  had  at  length 
so  fallen  away  into  falsities  and  evils  that  every  rite  had  become  idolatrous,  and 
the  connection  between  mankind  and  heaven  was  altogether  broken  asunder; 
insomuch  that  all  men  must  have  perished,  because  there  was  no  church  as  a 
medium  of  connection  and  as  a  bond  of  union ;  therefore  the  Ivord  came  into 
the  world,  and  by  uniting  the  Human  Essence  to  the  Divine  in  Plimself, 
joined  heaven  with  earth,  and  at  the  same  time  established  a  New  Church 
which  was  called  the  Christian  Church,  whereby  men  might  be  associated 
with  the  angels  and  conjoined  with  the  Lord  through  the  faith  of  charity. 

The  secret,  therefore,  of  the  Lord's  coming  was  that  He  might  unite  in 
Himself  the  Divine  with  the  Human,  and  the  Human  with  the  Divine,  which 
could  not  have  been  effected  but  by  the  most  grievous  temptations  even  to  the 
Passion  of  the  Cross. 

By  the  union  so  effected,  salvation  was  extended  to  the  whole  human 
race,  in  which  there  was  no  longer  left  any  celestial  or  spiritual  good,  and 
not  even  any  natural  good. 

This  union  of  the  Divine  and  the  Human  in  the  Lord  is  what  saves  those 
who  believe  in  Him  and  live  according  to  His  commandments. 
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II. 

EVANGELIZATION. 
1. 

By  evangelization  is  meant  all  that  in  the  Word  which  treats  of  the  Lord, 
and  all  that  in  worship  which  represents  Him.  For  evangelization  is  the 
announcement  of  the  Lord,  of  His  advent,  and  of  the  things  which  are  from 
Him,  and  w^hich  belong  to  salvation  and  eternal  life. 

As  all  things  of  the  Word  in  its  inmost  sense  treat  of  the  Lord  alone,  and 
all  things  of  worship  represent  Him,  therefore  the  whole  Word  is  the  Evangel 
or  Gospel;  in  like  manner  all  worship,  which  is  performed  according  to  the 
things  commanded  in  the  Word;  and  as  priests  are  set  over  worship,  and  also 
teach,  therefore  by  their  ministry  is  signified  Worship  and  Evangelization. 

2. 

This  is  the  Gospel  which  the  Lord  commanded  to  be  preached  to  the 
w^hole  world: 

That  Jehovah  God  Himself  came  into  the  world  to  deliver  men  and 
angels  from  the  assault  and  violence  of  hell,  and  thus  from  damnation; 

That  He  effected  this  by  combats  against  hell,  and  by  victories  over  it; 
and  that  He  subjugated  hell,  reduced  it  to  order,  and  brought  it  under  sub- 
mission and  obedience; 

That  after  this  judgment  He  also  created,  that  is,  formed  a  New  Heaven, 
and  through  this  a  New  Church; 

That  by  these  things  Jehovah  God  put  Himself  in  the  power  of  saving  all 
who  believe  in  Him  and  do  His  commandments; 

That  thus  He  redeemed  all  in  the  universal  world  and  all  in  the  universal 
heaven; 

That  this  Gospel  is  for  those  who  repent,  but  not  for  those  who  from 
purpose  transgress  against  His  commandments. 

III. 

FAITH. 

1. 

Faith  is  the  internal  acknowledgment  of  truth,  and  is  not  given  w4th 
any  but  those  who  are  in  charity. 

The  Christian  Faith,  in  the  universal  idea,  is  this: 

The  Lord  from  eternity,  who  is  Jehovah,  came  into  the  w^orld  to  subju- 
gate the  hells,  and  glorify  His  Human;  and  without  this  no  mortal  could 
have  been  saved;  and  they  are  saved  who  believe  in  Him. 

Thus,  saving  faith  is  in  the  Lord  God  the  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  since  He 
is  the  visible  God  in  whom  is  the  invisible. 
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Faith  in  the  sum  is,  that  he  who  Hves  well  and  believes  aright  is  saved 
by  the  I^ord. 

Man  receives  faith  by  going  to  the  Ivord,  learning  truths  from  the  Word, 
and  living  according  to  them. 

"  Faith  without  charity  is  not  faith,  and  charity  without  faith  is  not  charity, 
and  neither  lives  except  from  the  Lord. 

The  Ivord,  charity,  and  faith  make  one,  as  life,  will,  and  understanding 
in  man;  and  if  they  are  divided,  each  perishes  like  a  pearl  reduced  to  powder. 

Charity  and  faith  are  together  in  good  works. 

Charity  alone  does  not  produce  good  works,  still  less  faith  alone,  but 
charity  and  faith  together. 

There  is  thus  the  one  only  true  faith,  which  is  in  the  Ivord  God  the  Savior 
Jesus  Christ;  and  it  is  with  those  who  believe  Him  to  be  the  Son  of  God,  the 
God  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  one  with  the  F'ather. 

IV. 

REPENTANCE. 

1. 

No  man  can  be  regenerated  until  the  grievous  evils,  which  make  him 
detestable  before  God,  ^are  removed,  and  they  are  removed  by  Repentance. 

Repentance  therefore  is  the  first  thing  of  the  Church;  but  the  oral  con- 
fession alone  that  one  is  a  sinner  is  not  Repentance. 

Man  is  born  into  evils  of  every  kind,  and  unless  they  are  removed  by 
Repentance,  he  remains  in  them,  and  cannot  be  saved. 

The  knowledge  of  sin,  and  the  exploration  of  some  one  sin  in  one's  self, 
begins  Repentance. 

Actual  Repentance  itself  is  to  explore  one's  self,  to  know  and  acknow- 
ledge one's  sins,  to  make  supplication  to  the  Ivord,  and  to  begin  a  new  life. 

Man  must  explore  not  only  the  acts  of  his  life,  but  also  the  intentions  of 
his  will,  and  make  confession  before  the  Ivord  God  the  Savior;  for  He  alone 
is  God,  and  He  alone  has  power  to  save. 

The  evils  which  are  to  be  removed  by  Repentance  are  those  which  are 
forbidden  in  the  commandments  of  the  Decalogue. 

These  are  in  general,  murder,  enmity,  hatred,  and  revenge;  adultery, 
and  all  obscene  and  lascivious  thought;  theft  and  all  fraudulent  and  unlawful 
gain;  false  witness,  and  all  lying,  hypocrisy, and  deceit;  also  the  lust  of  pos- 
sessing the  goods  of  others,  and  the  lust  of  ruling  over  them. 

If  evil  deeds  are  shunned,  and  not  at  the  same  time  the  lust  of  them, 
they  are  still  committed  in  spirit. 

No  one  can  shun  evil  and  do  good  from  himself,  but  from  the  lyord  alone. 
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2. 

The  commandments  of  the  Decalogue  contain  all  things  which  are  of 
love  to  God,  and  of  love  tovv^ards  the  neighbor. 

So  far  as  the  evils  which  are  forbidden  in  the  Decalogue  are  removed  by 
Repentance,  heaven  draws  near  and  man  looks  to  good. 

So  far  as  any  one  does  not  worship  other  gods,  he  worships  the  true  God. 

So  far  as  an\'  one  does  not  take  the  name  of  God  in  vain,  he  loves  the 
things  which  are  from  God. 

So  far  as  any  one  does  not  commit  murder,  nor  act  from  hatred  and 
revenge,  he  wills  well  to  his  neighbor. 

So  far  as  any  one  does  not  commit  adultery,  he  wills  to  live  in  chastity 
with  his  wife. 

So  far  as  any  one  does  not  steal,  he  acquires  sincerity. 

So  far  as  any  one  does  not  bear  false  witness,  he  wills  to  think  and  speak 
truth. 

So  far  as  any  one  does  not  covet  the  things  which  belong  to  his  neighbor, 
he  wills  that  the  neighbor  should  have  his  own. 

Two  Canons  are  to  be  added  for  the  nse  of  the  New  Church: 

First,  that  no  one  can  shun  evils  as  sins,  and  do  the  goods  which  are 
good  before  God,  from  himself;  but  so  far  as  he  shuns  evils  as  sins,  he  does 
good,  not  from  himself,  but  from  theXord. 

Second,  that  man  ought  to  shun  evils  as  sins,  and  fight  against  them,  as 
of  himself;  and  if  he  shuns  them  from  any  other  reason  whatsoever,  than 
because  they  are  sins,  he  does  not  shun  them,  but  only  causes  them  not  to 
appear  before  the  world. 


All  religion  has  relation  to  life,  and  the  life  of  religion  is  to  do  good.  ' 

No  one  can  do  good  which  is  good  from  himself  ;  but  so  far  as  he  shuns 
evils  as  sins  he  does  good,  not  from  himself,  but  from  the  Lord. 

If  any  one  does  good  before  he  shuns  evils  as  sins,  his  good  is  not  good. 

So  far  as  any  one  shuns  evils  as  sins,  he  loves  truths,  receives  faith,  and 
is  spiritual. 

Murders  adulteries,  thefts,  false  witness,  of  every  kind,  with  the  lust  of 
them,  are  the  evils  which  are  to  be  shunned  as  sins. 

No  one  can  shun  evils  as  sins,  so  as  to  hold  them  inwardly  in  aversion, 
except  by  fighting  against  them;  but  he  must  fight  against  them  as  of  himself, 
knowing,  acknowledging,  and  believing,  that  it  is  from  the  Lord. 
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V. 

REGENERATION. 
1. 

Man  must  be  born  again,  and  as  it  were  created  anew,  or  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Man  is  born  into  evils  of  ever\'  kind,  and  yet  he  is  born  for  heaven;  but 
be  cannot  come  into  heaven,  unless  he  become  spiritual,  which  is  effected 
'solely  by  Regeneration. 

The  natural  man,  with  its  lusts,  must  be  subdued,  subjugated,  and  inverted, 
or  he  cannot  approach  a  single  step  toward  heaven. 

Regeneration,  or  the  new  birth,  is  effected  by  the  Lord  alone  throvigh 
charity  and  faith,  with  the  cooperation  of  man. 

The  Ivord  alone  acts,  and  man  suffers  himself  to  be  acted  upon,  and  co- 
operates in  all  appearance  as  of  himself,  although  inwardly  from  the  l/ord. 

The  I/ord  is  continually  in  the  act  of  regenerating  man,  because  He  is 
continually  in  the  act  of  saving  him;  and  no  one  can  be  saved  unless  he  be 
regenerated. 

The  Lord  has  redeemed  all,  therefore  all  can  be  regenerated,  every  one 
according  to  his  state. 

The  first  act  of  the  new  birth  is  called  Reformation,  which  is  of  the  under- 
standing; and  the  second  is  called  Regeneration,  which  is  of  the  will  and 
thence  of  the  understanding. 

Man  is  given  the  faculty  of  elevating  the  understanding  almost  into  the 
light  in  which  the  angels  of  heaven  are,  in  order  that  he  may  see  what  he 
ought  to  will  and  do,  and  bring  himself  under  obedience  to  it. 

The  internal  man  is  first  reformed,  and  by  it  the  external,  and  thus  is 
man  regenerated. 

The  regenerate  man  receives  a  new  will  and  a  new  understanding,  and  is 
consociated  with  the  angels  of  heaven,  and  conjoined  with  the  Lord. 


All  those  who  are  to  be  regenerated  must  undergo  spiritual  temptations, 
which  are  induced  by  evil  spirits  with  those  who  are  in  good;  for  when  these 
spirits  excite  the  evils  of  man,  the  anxiety  of  temptation  arises. 

There  are  with  every  man  both  evil  and  good  spirits;  the  evil  spirits 
excite  his  evils,  and  the  good  spirits  his  goods,  whence  arise  collision  and 
combat,  causing  interior  anxiety  and  temptation. 

Temptation  is  distress  of  mind  arising  from  those  things  which  assault 
the  loves;  with  the  celestial,  whatever  assaults  their  love  to  the  Lord;  with 
the  spiritual,  whatever  assaults  their  love  to  the  neighbor;  with  the  natural, 
whatever  assaults  their  love  of  self  and  the  world. 
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Natural  temptations  take  place  when  a  man  suffers  as  to  his  body  or  the 
world,  from  disease,  misfortune,  persecution,  punishment,  and  the  like;  the 
anxieties  which  then  arise  are  what  are  meant  by  natural  temptations. 

The  anxiety  and  distress  of  spiritual  temptations  are  not  on  account  ot 
any  loss  of  natural  life,  but  of  faith  and  charity,  and  hence  of  salvation. 

Few  at  this  day  are  admitted  into  spiritual  temptations;  hence  they  are 
but  little  known;  for  there  is  scarcely  any  faith,  because  there  is  no  charity; 
and  the  church  is  at  its  end. 

In  all  spiritual  temptation  there  is  combat  or  resistance  to  that  which  as- 
saults the  love,  and  that  which  assaults  is  the  falsity  of  evil;  the  combat  is  by 
means  of  the  truth  of  faith  from  the  lyord . 

Man  is  not  admitted  into  combat  until  he  is  in  the  knowledges  of  truth 
and  good,  and  thence  has  obtained  some  spiritual  life;  wherefore  the  combats 
of  temptation  do  not  take  place  until  adult  age  is  reached. 

Temptations  are  not  caused  by  the  L/ord,  but  b}-  the  evil  in  man,  which 
evil  spirits  excite;  but  the  L/ord  permits  temptations  for  the  sake  of  the  end 
regarded,  which  is  the  removal  of  evil,  and  confirmation  in  good. 

In  all  temptation  there  is  doubt  concerning  the  end,  and  anxiety  even  to 
despair;  in  which  man  is  held  by  the  Lord,  until  there  is  complete  acknow- 
ledgment that  all  things  are  of  the  Lord's  mercy,  and  that  man  himself  is 
nothing  but  evil.  = ,  V  -t 

The  temptations  in  which  man  conquers  are  attended  with  this  effect, 
that  he  believes  others  to  be  more  worthy  than  himself,  and  that  he  himself  is 
rather  infernal  than  celestial. 

The  Lord  in  the  w^orld  glorified  His  Human,  or  made  it  Divine,  by  the 
combats  of  temptation;  in  like  manner  when  man  is  in  temptations  the  Lord 
fights  for  him,  and  overcomes  the  infernal  spirits  which  infest  him,  and 
glorifies  him  after  temptations,  or  renders  him  spiritual. 


Regeneration  cannot  be  effected  except  in  states  of  humiliation,  in  which 
man  acknowledges  that  in  himself  there  is  nothing  alive  and  nothing  good, 
but  that  everything  alive  and  everything  good  is  from  the  Lord. 

Humiliation  and  submission  are  the  essentials  of  all  worship,  and  worship 
without  them  is  not  worship,  but  merely  a  gesture,  in  which  there  is  nothing 
of  life;  for  life  from  the  Lord  inflows  only  into  the  humble  and  submissive 
heart. 

In  humiliation  man  is  in  the  annihilation  of  self,  yea,  in  self  aversion, 
thus  is  absent  from  himself,  and  is  then  in  a  state  of  receiving  life  from  the 
Lord;  for  nothing  of  the  love  of  self  or  of  the  world  then  opposes. 
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No  one  can  ever  be  in  true  humiliation  unless  he  knows,  acknowledges, 
and  believes  that  all  good  is  from  the  Lord,  and  all  evil  from  himself;  for  he 
then  acknowledges  that  the  Lord  is  the  all  in  all  with  him,  and  himself  respec- 
tively as  nothing;  without  this  acknowledgment  man  attributes  merit  to  him- 
self, and  claims  to  himself  the  truth  and  good  which  are  from  the  Lord. 

When  man  is  in  humiliation,  and  in  confession  of  heart  that  he  is  nothing 
but  evil,  he  then  acknowledges  that  salvation  is  of  the  L/ord's  mercy,  that  of 
himself  he  is  in  hell,  and  cannot  be  drawn  out  thence  but  by  the  Lord  alone. 

The  more  man  is  in  this  acknowledgment,  so  much  the  more  is  he  in  hu- 
miliation, consequently  so  much  the  more  in  adoration  and  true  worship,  and 
so  much  the  more  in  love  and  charity;  and  in  that  degree  is  he  a  regenerate 
man,  as  to  his  spirit  in  heaven,  conjoined  with  the  Lord. 

VI. 

HUMILIATION  OF  THE  LORD. 

1. 

The  Lord  had  two  states  during  His  life  in  the  world,  the  state  of  His 
Humiliation,  and  the  state  of  His  Glorification. 

When  He  was  in  His  state  of  Humiliation,  He  was,  as  it  were,  separate 
from  the  Divine;  in  this  state  He  could  be  assaulted  by  the  hells,  and  repro- 
bated by  men;  in  this  state  He  could  be  tempted  and  suffer,  even  to  the 
Passion  of  the  Cross;  in  this  state  He  prayed  to  the  Father  as  to  another,  or 
as  to  one  absent  and  remote  from  Himself;  for  He  was  then  in  the  infirm 
Human  derived  from  the  mother. 

When  He  was  in  His  state  of  Glorification,  or  when  He  was  conjoined 
with  His  Divine  Good,  He  could  not  be  tempted  by  devils  in  hell,  nor  suffer 
from  men  in  the  world;  for  the  Divine  Good  cannot  be  approached,  still  less 
assaulted. 

It  was  of  Divine  Order  that  the  Lord  should  pass  through  His  state  of 
Humiliation;  for  no  otherwise  could  He  have  subjugated  the  hells,  no  other- 
wise could  He  have  brought  hell  into  order  and  under  obedience,  no  otherwise 
could  He  have  become  Justice  and  Redemption,  no  otherwise  could  He  have 
saved  the  human  race,  which  had  removed  itself  so  far  away  from  the  Su- 
preme Divine. 

2. 

The  Lord's  whole  life,  from  His  earliest  childhood  to  the  last  hour  of 
His  life  in  the  world,  was  a  continual  temptation  and  a  continual  victory. 

He  fought  from  His  own  power  against  all  the  hells,  which  encompassed 
Him,  and  wholly  conquered  and  subdued  them;  and  because  He  at  the  same 
time  glorified  His  Human,  He  holds  the  hells  under  subjection  to  eternity. 
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He  fully  conquered  the  hells  and  glorified  His  Human  by  the  last  temp- 
tation, when  on  the  cross  He  prayed  for  His  enemies,  thus  for  all  on  the  face 
of  the  whole  earth. 

The  L/ord,  in  His  temptation  combats,  because  He  fought  from  pure  love 
for  the  whole  human  race,  could  not  otherwise  than  conquer. 

He  never  fought  for  Himself,  nor  that  He  might  become  greatest  in 
heaven,  scarcely  with  any  view  of  being  least,  but  that  all  others  might  have 
some  station  there,  and  be  saved. 

Thus  the  Lord's  temptations  were  the  most  grievous  of  all;  for  the  violence 
of  the  temptation  is  according  to  the  intensity  of  the  love;  against  His  love 
all  the  hells  fought  wnth  the  most  malignant  cunning  and  venom;  but  still 
the  Ivord  overcame  them  all  by  His  own  power. 

Unless  this  had  been  done,  no  flesh  could  have  been  saved;  for  the  hells 
are  ever  with  man,  and  have  dominion  over  him  so  far  as  the  Lord  does  not 
remove  them;  but  He  so  far  removes  them  as  man  desists  from  evil. 

Hence  the  Lord  alone  regenerates  man,  by  driving  away  the  hells  from 
him,  and  implanting  heaven  in  their  place;  for  as  the  Lord  subjugated  the 
hells,  and  made  His  Human  Divine,  so  He  subjugates  them  with  man,  and 
makes  him  spiritual. 

vn. 

REDEMPTION. 

1. 

The  Lord  came  into  the  world  when  the  Chiu-ch  was  wholly  devastated, 
and  damnation  threatened  the  whole  human  race. 

To  remove  this  impending  damnation,  the  Lord  took  upon  Himself  a 
Human  with  its  hereditary  evils,  humbled  Himself  before  the  Father,  entered 
into  combats  with  the  hells,  suffered  temptations  even  to  despair,  and  endured 
the  Passion  of  the  Cross,  thereby  fully  subjugating  the  hells  and  glorif>nng 
His  Human,  uniting  it  with  the  Divine  in  which  HeVas  from  eternity. 

He  executed  Judgment,  He  effected  Redemption,  He  brought  salvation 
to  man,  He  established  a  New  Heaven  and  a  New  Church,  and  He  conjoins 
with  Himself  all  who  are  willing  to  believe  in  His  name  and  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  His  Word. 

2. 

There  are  two  things  for  which  the  Lord  came  into  the  world,  and  by 
which  He  saved  men  and  angels, — Redemption  and  the  Glorification  of  His 
Human. 

Redemption  was  the  subjugation  of  the  hells,  the  ordination  of  the 
heavens,  and  thereby  a  preparation  for  a  new  spiritual  church  on  the  earth. 
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Without  Redemption  no  man  could  have  been  saved,  nor  could  the 
angels  have  subsisted  in  a  state  of  integrity. 

Redemption  was  a  work  purely  Divine,  and  could  not  have  been  ac- 
complished except  by  God  incarnate. 

God  not  incarnate  could  not  have  fought  against  the  hells,  and  conquered 
them;  God  not  incarnate  could  not  have  been  tempted,  and  still  less  suffer 
the  cross;  God  not  incarnate  could  not  have  been  seen  and  known,  could  not 
have  been  approached  and  worshipped,  and  could  not  have  conjoined  Him- 
self with  men,  and  men  with  Him. 

Faith  in  God  not  incarnate  is  not  possible,  because  it  is  faith  in  an 
invisible  God;  and  faith  in  an  invisible  God  is  no  faith;  for  what  is  invisible 
does  not  fall  into  any  idea  of  thought;  nor  can  there  be  any  conjunction  with 
an  invisible  God,  since  all  conjunction  is  by  the  thought  of  the  understanding 
and  at  the  same  time  by  the  affection  of  the  will. 

Redemption,  therefore,  could  not  have  been  effected  except  by  God 
incarnate,  and  salvation  could  not  otherwise  have  been  given. 

All  who  believe  in  God  incarnate,  and  who  at  the  same  time  live  the  life 
of  faith,  which  is  charity,  receive  eternal  life. 

God  incarnate  is  the  Ivord  God  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 

3. 

In  the  end  of  the  church,  which  was  the  fulness  of  time,  the  Ivord  came 
into  the  world  to  deliver  men  from  the  assault  and  violence  of  hell. 

The  Ivord  accomplished  this  deliverance  by  combats  against  hell,  and  by 
victories  over  it;  and  thus  He  subjugated  it,  reduced  it  into  order,  and 
brought  it  under  obedience  to  Himself. 

After  the  reduction  of  the  hells,  the  Lord  formed  a  New  Angelic  Heaven, 
and  a  New  Church  upon  the  earth;  and  thus  He  redeemed  all  in  the  world, 
and  all  in  heaven,  and  took  unto  Himself  the  power  of  saving  those  who 
believe  in  Him  and  keep  His  commandments. 


The  Last  Judgment  must  be  where  all  are  together,  thus  in  the  spiritual 
world,  and  not  upon  earth;  for  the  interiors  of  men  are  not  revealed  until 
after  death. 

The  Last  Judgment  takes  place  in  the  end  of  the  church,  when  there  is 
no  longer  any  faith  because  no  charity. 

The  Last  Judgment  has  been  accomplished;  the  evil  have  been  cast  into 
hell,  and  the  good  elevated  into  heaven;  and  a  New  Heaven  and  a  New 
Church  have  been  formed. 
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The  Last  Judgment  was  executed  upen  those  who  Hved  from  the  time  of 
the  Lord  to  the  present  day,  but  not  upon  those  who  lived  before;  for  a  Last 
Judgment  has  existed  twice  before  upon  this  earth. 

The  Last  Judgment  was  not  executed  upon  those  who  were  in  heaven, 
nor  upon  those  who  were  in  hell,  but  upon  those  who  were  in  the  midst 
between  heaven  and  hell,  and  there  had  made  to  themselves  imaginary 
heavens. 

The  Last  Judgment  takes  place  when  the  evil  are  multiplied  to  such  a 
degree  under  the  heavens  in  the  world  of  spirits,  that  the  angels  in  heaven 
cannot  subsist  in  the  state  of  their  love  and  wisdom ;  for  then  they  have  no 
support  and  foundation. 

The  Last  Judgment  takes  place  when  the  Lord  comes,  both  in  general 
and  in  particular;  in  general  when  He  comes  into  the  world,  and  in  partic- 
ular when  He  comes  to  each  man;  and  it  is  also  the  last  judgment  with  every 
man  when  he  dies;  for  he  then  passes  into  the  other  life,  and  is  judged  either 
to  heaven  or  to  heU. 

The  Last  Judgment  is  executed  by  the  Lord  alone,  who  then  appears  in 
His  Word,  and  manifests  Himself  as  the  God  of  heaven  and  earth. 


VIII. 

GLORIFICATION. 

1. 

The  Lord  from  eternity,  who  is  Jehovah,  came  into  the  world  to  subjugate 
the  hells  and  glorify  His  Human;  without  this  no  mortal  could  have  been 
saved,  but  all  would  have  perished  in  eternal  death. 

The  Human  which  the  Lord  took  upon  Himself  He  made  Divine  by 
means  of  temptation  combats,  the  last  of  which  was  the  Passion  of  the  Cross. 

^'       He  successively  put  off  the  Human  taken  from  the  mother,  and  put  on  a 
Human  from  the  Divine  which  was  in  Him,  which  is  the  Divine  Human. 

The  Lord,  therefore,  while  He  was  in  the  world,  had  two  states,  a  state 
of  Exinanition,  and  a  state  of  Glorification;  the  state  of  Exinanition  was  the 
state  of  His  Humiliation  before  the  Father;  the  state  of  Glorification  was 
the  state  of  His  union  with  the  Father. 

When  union  was  effected.  He  retvirned  into  the  Divine  in  which  He  was 
from  eternity,  together  with  and  in  His  Glorified  Human. 

Jehovah  God  thus  has  made  Himself  our  Redeemer  and  Savior,  has 
exercised  Justice,  and  has  exalted  His  Omnipotence;  and  from  His  place  on 
high  above  the  heavens,  He  illumines  the  universe  with  the  light  of  His 
Wisdom,  and  inspires  the  universe  with  the  power  of  His  Love. 
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Jehovah  God,  the  Creator  of  the  universe,  descended  into  the  world  to 
glorify  His  Human,  and  to  redeem  and  save  the  human  race. 

He  descended  as  the  Divine  Truth,  which  is  the  Word,  in  order  that  He 
might  overcome  the  hells,  establish  order  in  the  heavens,  and  institute  a  New 
Church  upon  the  earth. 

He  descended  and  assumed  the  Human  according  to  His  own  Divine 
Order,  which  is,  that  He  should  be  conceived,  carried  in  the  womb,  brought 
forth,  educated,  and  successively  learn  the  sciences,  and  by  them  be  intro- 
duced to  intelligence  and  wisdom,  and  finally  progress  to  complete  union 
with  the  Father. 

This  was  the  Glorification  of  the  Ivord,  or  the  Glorification  of  the  Human 
which  He  assumed  in  the  world;  and  the  glorified  Human  is  God  manifest 
and  present  w4th  the  angels  of  heaven  and  the  men  of  the  Church. 

By  His  Human  macV  Divine  He  holds  hell  in  subjection  to  eternity,  and 
man  in  a  state  that  he  may  be  saved. 


The  Ivord  in  His  glorified  Human  is  He  who  is,  who  was,  and  who  is  to 
come,  the  Almighty;  who  is  the  Alpha  and  Omega,  the  Beginning  and  the 
End,  the  First  and  the  I^ast;  who  lives  and  has  power  from  Himself,  and  who 
rules  all  things;  for  He  alone  is  eternal  and  infinite;  He  alone  is  Creator, 
Redeemer  and  Bavior;  and  from  Him  are  all  things  of  the  Church,  and  all 
things  of  heaven.  Hence  the  Lord  in  His  glorified  Human  is  to  be  loved 
and  worshipped,  because  He  alone  has  power  to  save. 


IX. 

CONJUNCTION  WITH  THE  HUMAN  RACE. 

1. 

Conjunction  of  the  Divine  with  the  human  race  was  effected  by  the 
Human  of  the  Lord  made  Divine,  and  this  conjunction  was  the  cause  of  the 
Lord's  coming  into  the  world. 

After  all  love  to  God  had  perished,  so  that  there  remained  no  longer  any 
will  of  good,  the  human  race  was  separated  from  the  Divine;  for  nothing 
conjoins  but  love,  and  when  there  is  no  love,  disjunction  takes  place,  and 
with  disjunction,  destruction  and  extirpation. 

Hence  the  Lord  came,  and  united  the  Human  to  the  Divine,  that  through 
this  union  He  might  conjoin  the  human  race  to  Himself  by  the  faith  of  love 
and  charit}';   for  there  is  no  conjunction  except  by  love. 
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It  pleased  the  Lord,  therefore,  to  descend  into  the  world,  that  He  might 
be  present  with  men,  and  they  with  Him,  and  that  by  presence  there  might 
be  conjunction,  and  by  conjunction  salvation  and  eternal  life. 

There  can  be  no  conjunction  with  an  invisible  God;  hence  God  became 
Man,  not  only  that  He  might  redeem  the  human  race,  but  that  He  might 
become  visible,  and  thus  make  conjunction  possible. 

All  conjunction  of  God  with  man  must  be  by  a  reciprocal  of  man  with 
God,  and  this  reciprocal  cannot  be  given  except  with  a  visible  God;  nor  can 
it  be  given  unless  man  be  purified  from  the  evil  loves  which  defile  the  image 
of  God  in  him. 

Thus  there  are  three  things  which  follow  in  order,  accommodation, 
application,  and  conjunction.  Accommodation  on  the  part  of  God  was  that 
He  became  Man;  application  on  the  part  of  God  is  perpetual,  so  far  as  man 
applies  himself  in  turn;  and  man  applies  himself  when  he  shuns  evils  as  sins 
against  God;  and  as  this  is  done,  conjunction  is  effected,  and  eternal  life  is 
given. 


By  the  Advent  of  the  Lord,  by  His  combats  with  the  hells,  and  their 
subjugation,  by  the  Redemption  then  effected,  by  the  ordering  of  the 
heavens,  by  His  Human  made  Divine,  and  the  operation  of  His  Holy  Spirit, 
the  Infinite  Divine  of  the  Lord  draws  near  and  conjoins  Himself  with  the 
human  race. 

This  was  the  end  and  this  the  cause  of  His  Advent;  for  this  He  was  made 
Man;  for  this  He  suffered  and  was  tempted;  for  this  He  fought  against  the 
hells,  and  endured  the  Passion  of  the  Cross,  bearing  the  iniquities  of  us  all; 
and  He  endured  this  in  order  that,  in  His  glorified  Human,  the  Divine  Love, 
by  the  Divine  Wisdom,  might  approach  and  be  present  with  men,  to  receive 
and  to  save  all  who  are  willing  to  believe  in  Him  by  keeping  His  command- 
ments. 

Therefore  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  the  church  confesses  from  joy  of 
heart,  that  the  Lord  alone  is  the  God  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  that  all  things 
done  in  heaven  and  all  things  done  in  the  church,  are  done  by  Him,  and  that 
His  Providence  ruleth  over  all. 

X. 

THE  LORD. 

1. 

There  is  one  God,  in  whom  is  a  Divine  Trinity  of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Spirit;  and  this  one  God,  in  His  Divine  Human,  is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Lord  made  His  Human  Divine  from  the  Divine  in  Hims»lf,  and  it 
was  thus  that  He  became  one  with  the  Father, 
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Jehovah  God  descended  as  to  the  Divine  Wisdom,  and  assumed  a  human 
in  the  virgin  Mar}-,  in  order  that  in  the  fuhiess  of  time  He  might  become  the 
Redeemer  and  Savior  of  the  human  race;  this  He  could  not  have  become 
except  by  the  Divine  Truth;  since  by  the  Divine  Truth,  from  the  beginning, 
all  things  were  made  which  were  made. 

The  Ivord  while  in  the  world  successively  exalted  the  Divine  Wisdom  and 
the  Divine  Love  in  Himself,  and  thus  took  upon  Himself  the  Divine  Life, 
which  is  Ivife  in  itself. 

The  Divine  from  eternity  and  the  Human  in  time,  united  as  soul  and 
body,  are  one  Person,  and  this  one  Person  is  Jehovah  the  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 

Thus  the  Lord  is  the  one  only  God,  who  has  all  power  in  heaven  and  on 
earth  from  eternity  to  eternity. 

He  is  Jehovah  our  Justice,  Jehovah  of  Hosts,  the  Father  of  eternity,  the 
Prince  of  Peace. 

They  who  go  to  Him,  and  worship  Him  alone,  become  His  sons,  and  are 
called  the  sons  of  God. 


The  supreme  and  inmost  of  all  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  and  their 
universal,  is  the  knowledge  and  acknowledgment  that  God  is  One. 

The  one  God  is  Esse  itself  and  Existere  itself;  Infinite,  Eternal,  Omnip- 
otent, Omniscient,  and  Omnipresent. 

The  one  God,  Jehovah,  created  the  universe,  from  Divine  Love  by  Divine 
Wisdom,  to  the  end  that  there  might  be  an  angelic  heaven  from  the  human 
race. 

The  one  God,  Jehovah,  the  Lord  from  eternity,  who  was  before  the 
world,  descended  into  the  world  in  the  fulness  of  time,  assumed  a  human  in 
the  virgin  Marj^  and  became  our  Redeemer  and  Savior. 

When  the  Lord  was  in  the  world,  the  infirm  human  which  He  assumed 
He  made  Divine  from  the  Divine  in  Himself,  putting  off  successively  all  that 
was  inherited  from  the  mother,  and  clothing  Himself  with  a  Divine  from  the 
Father. 

He  made  His  Human  Divine  Truth,  and  afterwards  Divine  Good,  thus 
one  with  Jehovah. 

The  Human  was  then  no  longer  a  form  recipient  of  Life,  but  was  Life 
itself. 

The  union  of  the  Divine  and  the  Human  in  the  Lord  is  called  Glorifica- 
tion, which  was  effected  by  acts  of  Redemption,  that  is,  by  continual  combats 
with  the  hells  and  by  continual  victories  over  them. 

Therefore  the  Lord  rose  from  the  sepulchre  with  His  whole  body;  and  as 
He  was  the  First,  so  also  He  became  the  Last,  the  only  Lord  God,  who 
reigneth  Omnipotent  forever. 
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3. 

Jehovah  God,  the  Creator  of  the  universe,  descended  into  the  world  and 
assumed  a  Human  according  to  Divine  Order,  that  He  might  glorify  His 
Human  and  redeem  the  human  race. 

The  Human  which  He  assumed,  and  by  which  He  came  into  the  world, 
is  what  is  called  the  Son  of  God. 

The  I/ord  proceeded  according  to  Divine  Order  in  the  Glorification  of  His 
Human,  even  to  complete  union  with  the  Father;  and  thus  God  became  Man, 
and  Man  God,  in  one  Divine  Person,  in  whom  the  Divine  from  eternity,  and 
the  Human  in  time,  are  united  as  the  soul  and  body  in  man. 

In  the  Human  of  the  Lord  all  the  Divine  things  of  the  Father  are 
together;  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  His  glorified  Human  is  the  one  only 
God,  who  has  all  power  in  heaven  and  on  earth  from  eternity  to  eternity. 

XI. 

THE  WORD. 

1. 

The  Word  which  was  in  the  beginning  with  God,  and  was' God,  is  the 
Divine  Truth,  which  before  creation  was  in  Jehovah,  and  after  creation  from 
Jehovah;  and  finally  the  Word  is  the  Divine  Human,  which  Jehovah  assumed 
in  time;  for  the  W^ord  was  made  flesh  and  dwelt  among  us. 

The  Lord,  when  He  was  in  the  world,  fulfilled  all  things  of  the  Word,  by 
which  He  became  Divine  Truth,  or  the  W^ord,  even  in  ultimates. 

Therefore  the  Lord  is  in  the  Word,  and  the  Lord  is  the  Word;  and  the 
Lord  in  the  W^ord  conjoins  heaven  and  the  church  with  Himself. 

Since  the  Lord  is  the  Word,  heaven  also  is  the  Word;  for  heaven  is 
heaven  from  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  by  the  Word  is  the  all  in  all  of  heaven. 

Hence  the  opening  of  the  Word  is  the  opening  of  heaven,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  manifestation  of  the  Lord,  who  is  in  heaven. 

The  Word  is  the  Divine  Truth  which  proceeds  from  the  Lord  as  a  Sun, 
and  that  which  proceeds  from  Him  is  His,  yea,  is  Himself;  and  therefore  the 
Divine  Truth,  from  which  the  angels  have  all  their  intelligence  and  wisdom, 
is  the  Lord  in  heaven  and  the  church.  .id    itr;fr; 

2. 

The  Word,  or  Sacred  Scripture,  is  the  Divine  Truth  itself,  in  which  is 
the  Divine  Life  and  the  Divine  Light. 

The  Lord  Himself  spoke  the  Word  through  Moses  and  the  Prophets; 
and  in  the  Gospels  He  spake  many  things  from  His  own  mouth,  and  the  rest 
from  the  Spirit  of  His  mouth,  which  is  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Word,  in  descending  from  the  Lord,  is  spiritual  in  heaven  with  the 
angels,  and  natural  in  the  world  with  men;  and  being  inwardly  spiritual, 
the  Word  conceals  within  itself  all  Divine  and  all  angelic  wisdom. 
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The  spiritual  that  is  in  the  Word  with  the  angels  of  heaven  is  called  the 
spiritual  sense,  and  is  in  the  natural  sense  as  the  soul  is  in  the  body. 

Thus  the  spiritual  sense  is  in  all  and  every  part  of  the  Word,  and  it  is 
from  this  sense  that  the  Word  is  Divinely  inspired  and  holy  in  every  syllable. 

It  has  pleased  the  Ivord  now  to  reveal  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word, 
which  hitherto  has  been  unknown;  but  it  will  be  received  only  by  those  who 
acknowledge  the  Ivord  as  the  God  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  live  according  to 
His  precepts. 

Before  a  man  turns  himself  to  the  Lord,  and  acknowledges  Him,  he  can- 
not see  any  Divine  Truth  in  the  Word;  for  the  Ivord  is  the  Word,  and  appears 
in  the  Word  as  the  one  only  God,  Jesus  Christ  our  Ivord. 


The  Word  without  doctrine  is  not  imderstood;  hence,  in  order  that  a 
church  may  exist,  there  must  be  doctrine  from  the  Word;  but  doctrine  alone 
does  not  make  the  church,  but  a  life  according  to  doqtrine. 

Doctrine  is  to  be  drawn  from  the  sense  of  the  letter  of  the  Word,  and 
confirmed  by  it;  but  the  genuine  truth  of  doctrine  does  not  appear  except  to 
those  who  are  in  illustration  from  the  Lord. 

The  all  of  doctrine  in  the  Word,  and  from  the  Word,  is  from  the  Lord, 
and  concerning  the  Lord;  and  the  all  of  doctrine  in  the  Word,  and  from  the 
Word  in  respect  to  man,  is  to  worship  the  Lord  and  to  love  Him. 

Since  the  Lord  is  the  Word,  He  also  is  doctrine  from  the  Word  in  the 
chvu-ch;  hence  all  the  doctrine  of  the  church  must  be  from  the  Word;  and 
doctrine  from  any  other  source  than  from  the  Word  is  not  doctrine  in  which 
there  is  anything  of  the  church,  anything  of  heaven,  or  anything  of  the  Lord. 

Divine  Doctrine  is  Divine  Truth,  and  Divine  Truth  is  all  the  Word  of 
the  Lord,  in  its  supreme  sense,  in  its  internal  sense,  and  in  its  literal  sense. 

True  doctrine  itself  is  from  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word,  and  the  spir- 
itual sense  of  the  Word  is  the  same  as  the  doctrine  which  is  in  heaven. 

The  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word  is  disclosed  at  this  da}^  b}-  the  Lord 
because  the  doctrine  of  genuine  truth  is  now  revealed;  and  this  doctrine,  and 
no  other,  agrees  with  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word. 

They  w^ho  read  the  Word  without  doctrine  are  like  those  who  walk  in  the 
dark  without  a  lantern. 

Hence  the  conclusion  is  manifest,  that  without  doctrine  no  one  can 
understand  the  Word;  without  doctrine  from  the  Word  no  one  can  fight 
against  evils  and  falsities  and  disperse  them;  without  doctrine  from  the 
Word,  in  the  church  where  the  Word  is,  no  one  can  become  spiritual;  and 
doctrine  can  be  procured  from  no  other  source  than  from  the  Word,  and 
only  by  those  who  are  in  illustration  from  the  Lord. 
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4. 

The  church  is  founded  on  doctrine;  for  doctrine  teaches  what  man  is  to 
believe,  and  how  he  is  to  live;  and  doctrine  must  be  drawn  from  no  other 
source  than  from  the  Word . 

Doctrine  teaches  man  how  to  think  concerning  God  and  from  God,  and 
how  to  live  from  God  and  wth  God. 

The  church  without  doctrine  is  no  more  a  church  than  a  man  is  a  man 
without  organs,  members  and  viscera. 

Still,  doctrine  does  not  make  the  church,  but  soundness  and  purity  of 
doctrine,  thus  the  understanding  of  the  Word. 

The  church  is  called  a  church  from  doctrine,  and  religion  is  called 
religion  from  a  life  according  to  doctrine;  but  where  there  is  doctrine  and 
not  life,  there  is  neither  church  nor  religion. 

There  is  one  only  doctrine,  which  is  the  doctrine  of  love  and  charity,  for 
all  things  of  faith  have  relation  to  love  and  charity. 

The  doctrine  of  love  and  charity,  which  is  the  doctrine  of  life,  is  the 
Divine  doctrine  itself;  this  was  the  doctrine  of  the  Ancient  Church;  and  it 
conjoined  all  churches,  and  out  of  many  made  one. 

Every  one  is  allotted  a  place  in  heaven  by  the  I^ord  according  to  the 
good  of  life,  and  not  according  to  the  truth  of  doctrine  separate  from  the  good 
of  life. 

All  the  doctrine  of  faith,  all  the  doctrine  of  love  and  charity,  and  all  the 
doctrine  of  life,  are  from  the  L,ord;  for  the  Lord  is  doctrine  itself,  because 
He  is  the  Word  itself. 

The  doctrine  of  the  New  Church  is  truth  continuous  from  the  Loid,  laid 
open  by  the  Word. 

5. 

The  Books  of  the  Word  are  all  those  which  have  an  internal  sense;  those 
which  have  not  this  are  not  the  Word. 

The  Books  of  the  Word,  in  the  Old  Testament,  are  the  five  Books  OF 
Moses,  the  Book  of  Joshua,  the  Book  of  Judges,  the  two  Books  of 
SamueIv,  the  two  Books  of  the  Kings,  the  Psaems  of  David,  and  the 
Prophets  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  Lamentations,  Ezekiee,  Daniee,  Hosea, 
JoEE,  Amos,  Obadiah,  Jonah,  Micah,  Nahum,  Habakkuk,  Zephaniah, 
HaGGAI,  Zechariah,  Malachi;  and  in  the  New  Testament,  the  four 
Evangelists,  Matthew,  Mark,  Luke  and  John;  and  the  Apocaeypse. 

XII. 

THE  HOLY  SPIRIT. 

1. 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  not  a  God  by  Himself,  but  is  the  Divine  Operation 
proceeding  from  the  one  only  God,  by  His  Human  assumed  in  the  world. 
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The  Divine  Operation  which  is  called  the  Holy  Spirit  is  the  Divine 
Truth  proceeding  from  the  one  God,  in  whom  is  the  Divine  Trinity,  thus 
from  the  Ivord  God  the  Savior  Jesus  Christ, 

The  Divine  which  is  called  the  Hol}^  Spirit  passes  through  the  angelic 
heaven  into  the  world,  thus  by  angels  into  men,  and  hence  by  men  to  men; 
and  in  the  church  by  the  clergy  to  the  laity. 

The  Divine  which  proceeds  from  the  Ivord,  which  is  called  the  Holy 
Spirit,  in  its  proper  sense  is  the  Holy  Word,  and  the  Divine  Truth  therein. 

The  operation  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  or  the  Divine  Truth  proceeding  from 
the  Ivord,  is  instruction,  reformation,  and  regeneration,  and  hence  vivifi cation 
and  salvation. 

So  far  as  any  one  knows  and  acknowledges  the  Divine  Truth  which  pro- 
ceeds from  the  Lord,  and  which  operates  in  heaven  and  the  church,  he  knows 
and  acknowledges  God;  and  so  far  as  he  lives  according  to  this  Divine 
Truth,  he  cooperates  with  God,  and  is  in  the  lyord  and  the  I/ord  in  him. 

XHI. 

THE  SECOND  COMING. 

1. 

The  Second  Coming  of  the  Lord  takes  place,  and  a  New  Church  is 
established,  because  now  is  the  consummation  of  the  age,  or  the  last  time  of 
the  Christian  Church. 

The  Church  is  consummated  when  there  is  no  genuine  truth  left,  because 
no  genuine  good;  wherefore,  unless  the  Lord  had  come  again  and  established 
a  New  Church,  no  flesh  could  have  been  saved. 

The  last  time  of  the  Christian  Church  is  the  very  night  in  which  the 
former  churches  have  come  to  an  end. 

After  the  night  the  morning  follows,  and  the  morning  is  the  Coming  of 
the  Lord. 

This  Coming  of  the  Lord,  which  is  the  Second  Coming,  is  not  to  destroy 
the  visible  heaven  or  the  habitable  earth,  but  to  separate  the  evil  from  the 
good,  to  save  those  who  believe  in  Him,  to  form  a  New  Angelic  Heaven,  and 
a  New  Church  on  the  earth. 

The  Coming  of  the  Lord  in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  with  power  and  great 
glory,  is  not  a  coming  in  person,  but  in  His  Word,  which  is  from  Him  and  is 
Himself. 

In  His  Second  Coming  the  Lord  does  not  reveal  Himself  elsewhere  than 
in  His  Word,  nor  otherwise  than  by  its  internal  sense. 

This  revelation  is  from  the  Lord  alone,  and  will  be  received  by  those 
who  acknowledge  Him,  and  obey  His  precepts. 
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2. 

The  Second  Coming  of  the  Lord  was  effected  by  means  of  a  man,  His 
servant,  Kmanuel  Swedenborg,  before  whom  He  manifested  Himself  in  Person, 
and  whom  He  filled  with  His  Spirit,  to  teach  the  Doctrines  of  the  New  Church, 
through  the  Word,  from  Him. 

Having  opened  the  internal  sight  of  this  man,  the  Lord  introduced  him 
into  the  spiritual  world,  and  granted  him  to  behold  the  heavens  and  the  hells, 
to  converse  ^\^th  angels  and  spirits,  and  to  describe  the  things  heard  and  seen 
in  the  other  life. 

From  the  first  day  of  his  call  to  the  office  of  revelator,  he  did  not  receive 
anything  relating  to  the  Doctrine  of  the  New  Church  from  himself  or  from 
any  angel  or  spirit,  but  from  the  Lord  alone.  Being  filled  with  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord,  Emanuel  Swedenborg  enjoyed  a  perfect  Divine  Inspiration,  sur- 
passing all  the  revelations  that  have  been  given  since  the  creation  of  the 
world.  The  works,  written  by  the  Lord  through  him,  are  truth  in  every 
complex,  and  Divine  throughout.  They  are  the  very  Word  of  the  Lord  in 
its  internal  sense,  accommodated  to  the  rational  understanding  of  men  in  the 
natural  world,  and  are  thus  the  Lord  Himself  revealed  in  Divine  Truth  to 
the  New  Church. 

3.

XIV. 

THE  NEW  CHURCH. 

1. 

The  Ivord  in  His  Second  Coming  reveals  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word, 
and  establishes  a  New  Church;  for  the  former  church  was  Christian  only  in 
name. 

There  is  first  a  subjugation  of  the  hells,  the  establishment  of  order  in  the 
heavens,  and  at  the  same  time  a  Last  Judgment  in  the  spiritual  world;  these 
together  constitute  the  Divine  work  of  Redemption. 

In  order  that  the  New  Church,  which  is  the  New  Jerusalem,  might  be 
instituted,  the  Ivord  began  a  new  Redemption,  and  executed  a  Last  Judgment, 
in  the  year  1757,  which  work  has  been  continued  since  that  time.

To  the  end  that  the  New  Church  might  be  established  in  the  spiritual 
world,  preparatory  to  its  establishment  in  the  natural  world,  the  Ivord,  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  June  in  the  year  1770,  called  together  His  twelve  Apostles, 
who  had  followed  Him  in  the  world,  and  the  next  day  sent  them  forth 
into  the  whole  spiritual  world,  to  preach  the  Gospel  that  the  Lord  God  Jesus 
Christ  reigns,  whose  reign  shall  be  forever  and  ever. 


The  Lord  in  His  Second  Coming  forms  a  New  Heaven  of  those  who  have 
believed  in  Him,  and  institutes  a  New  Church  on  earth  of  those  who  believe 
in  Him;  for  these  two,  the  New  Heaven  and  the  New  Church,  are  the  ends 
of  His  Coming. 

It  is  of  Divine  Order  that  a  New  Heaven  should  be  formed  before  a  New 
Church  on  the  earth,  for  the  internal  is  formed  before  the  external,  and 
afterwards  the  external  by  the  internal. 

As  the  New  Heaven  increases,  so  the  New  Church  comes  down  from  that 
heaven;  but  this  cannot  be  done  in  a  moment,  but  only  as  the  falsities  of  the 
former  church  are  removed;  these  are  removed  gradually,  and  so  far  as  they 
are  removed  the  New  Church  is  instituted  with  men  in  the  world. 

Hence  it  is  of  the  Divine  Providence  of  the  Lord  that  the  New  Church 
at  first  should  be  with  a  few,  while  provision  is  made  for  its  gradual  increase 
among  many. 

This  New  Church  is  the  crown  of  all  the  churches  that  have  hitherto  been 
in  the  world;  it  will  endure  forever,  because  it  will  worship  one  visible  God, 
who  is  the  Lord  God  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 

3. 

The  New  Christian  Church  will  not  be  established  as  the  former  by  mir- 
acles, but  by  the  manifestation  of  the  Lord  Himself,  by  intromission  into  the 
spiritual  world,  and  illustration  there  through  immediate  light  from  the  Lord, 
and  especially  by  the  opening  of  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word,  in  which 
the  Lord  is  in  His  Divine  Light. 

The  Lord  is  present  in  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word  v/ith  all  who 
approach  Him  in  the  light  of  that  sense,  and  with  such  the  New  Church  is 
established. 

In  this  New  Church  truly  Christian,  there  will  be  spiritual  peace,  glory, 
and  internal  blessedness  of  life,  because  there  will  be  true  faith  and  true 
charity. 

These  things  will  be  in  this  New  Church  because  of  conjunction  with  the 
Lord,  and  by  Him  with  God  the  Father. 

The  whole  Christian  world  is  invited  to  this  Church,  and  exhorted 
worthily  to  receive  the  Lord,  who  has  foretold  that  He  will  come  into  the 
world  for  this  Church  and  to  it. 
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There  is  a  chtirch  in  the  heavens  equally  as  on  earth,  and  they  make  one 
like  the  internal  and  the  external  with  man. 

The  church  on  earth  is  like  the  foundation  upon  which  a  house  rests,  or 
like  the  feet  upon  which  a  man  stands,  or  by  which  he  walks. 

The  church  in  heaven  and  on  earth  is  the  body  of  the  I^ord;  and  they 
who  are  in  it  are  in  the  I^ord  and  the  Lord  in  them. 

The  church  is  from  the  Word,  and  it  is  such  with  man  as  is  his  under- 
standing of  the  Word. 

The  Word  does  not  make  the  church,  but  the  understanding  of  it,  and 
the  church  is  such  as  is  the  understanding  of  the  Word  with  those  who  are  in 
the  church. 

The  church  which  is  a  church  from  the  Word  is  in  consociation  with 
heaven,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  lyord. 

A  man  who  is  in  faith  in  the  Lord,  and  in  charity  towards  the  neighbor, 
is  a  church  in  particular;  the  church  in  general  is  composed  of  those  who  are 
similar. 

Conjunction  with  heaven  cannot  be  given  unless  there  be  a  church 
somewhere  on  earth,  where  the  Word  is,  and  by  it  the  Lord  is  known. 

It  is  sufficient  that  there  be  a  church  where  the  Word  is,  even  though 
it  consists  of  a  few;  still,  by  it  the  Lord  is  present  everywhere  in  the  whole 
earth,  and  by  it  heaven  is  conjoined  with  the  human  race. 

The  church  is  not  a  church  without  doctrine,  but  the  church  itself  is 
where  doctrine  is  the  rule  of  life. 

The  church  is  with  those  w^ho  acknowledge  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
God  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  who  live  in  obedience  to  the  commandments 
of  the  Decalogue. 

5. 

There  are  three  essentials  of  the  church,  the  acknowledgment  of  the 
Divinity  of  the  Lord,  the  acknowledgment  of  the  holiness  of  the  W'ord,  and 
the  life  which  is  called  charit}-. 

According  to  the  life  which  is  charity,  every  man  has  faith;  the  knowl- 
edge of  what  life  is,  man  has  from  the  W^ord;  and  reformation  and  salvation 
are  from  the  Lord. 

When  the  Lord,  the  Word,  and  the  life  of  charit}-,  become  the  essentials 
of  the  church,  intellectual  disagreement  does  not  separate,  but  only  gives 
variety,  as  light  varies  the  colors  in  beautiful  objects,  and  as  many  jewels 
make  the  beauty  of  a  king's  crown. 
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XV. 

UNITY  OF  GOD. 

1. 

God  is  one  and  indivisible,  and  the  Divine  and  the  Human  are  one   and 
m  one  Person.  ' 

The  idea  of  one  God  in  His  Human  is  the  first  essential  of  all  religion 
and  sound  reason.  ^ 

The  Sacred  Scripture  teaches  that  there  is  one  God;  and  there  is  a  uni- 
versal influx  into  the  souls  of  men  that  there  is  a  God,  and  that  He  is  one. 

The  created  universe  is  the  work  of  one  God,  and  the  habitation  of  His 
I.ove  and  Wisdom;  and  hence  the  universe  coheres  as  one  from  first  to  last 
depending  on  the  one  God,  as  the  body  upon  the  soul. 

The  unity  of  God  is  inscribed  upon  the  life  of  heaven,  and  the  church 
exists  from  the  worship  of  one  God. 

They  who  do  not  believe  in  one  God  under  a  human  form,  believe  in  no 
God,  and  are  separated  from  heaven. 

Therefore  the  true  Christian  faith  is.  That  God  is  one  in  essence  and  in 
person,  and  the  Ivord  Jesus  Christ  is  that  God. 

2. 

There  is  a  Divine  Trinity  of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  which  are  three 
essentials  of  one  God,  as  the  soul,  body,  and  operation,  are  one  in  man-  and 
because  these  three  are  one  essence,  they  make  one  God  in  one  Divine  Person. 

This  Trinity  did  not  exist  before  the  world  was  created,  but  after  crea- 
tion, when  God  became  incarnate,  and  then  in  the  I^ord  God  our  Savior 
Jesus  Christ. 

A  Trinity  of  Divine  Persons  from  eternity  is  no  other,  in  the  ideas  of 
thought,  than  a  Trinity  of  Gods,  and  cannot  be  abolished  by  the  oral  confession 
of  one  God. 

Such  a  Trinity  was  unknown  in  the  Apostolic  Church,  but  arose  in  the 
Nicene  Council,  and  has  come  forth  thence  and  perverted  the  whole  Christian 
Church. 

The  Trinity  of  one  God  is  in  the  one  Divine  Person  of  our  Ivord  Jesus 
Christ,  because  the  three  essentials  of  one  God  are  in  Plim;  and  thus  in  Him 
is  all  the  fulness  of  the  Godhead  bodily. 

Therefore  the  lyord  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ  is  to  be  worshipped,  because 
He  is  Jehovah  who  came  into  the  world,  and  wrought  Redemption,  without 
which  neither  man  nor  angel  could  have  been  saved. 
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XVI. 

CREATION. 
1. 

There  are  two  worlds,  the  spiritual  world  in  which  angels  and  spirits 
are,  and  the  natural  world  in  which  men  are;  and  there  are  two  suns,  a  spir- 
itual sun  for  the  spiritual  world,  and  a  natural  sun  for  the  natural  world. 

The  sun  of  the  spiritual  world  is  pure  love  from  Jehovah  God,  who  is  in 
the  midst  of  it;  from  that  sun  proceed  heat,  which  in  its  essence  is  love,  and 
light,  which  in  its  essence  is  wisdom. 

The  sun  of  the  natiiral  world  is  pure  fire;  and  therefore  the  heat  thence 
is  dead,  in  like  manner  the  light;  and  nature,  which  derives  its  origin  from 
that  sun,  also  is  dead. 

The  L/Ord  created  the  universe,  and  all  things  of  it,  by  means  of  the  sun  of 
the  spiritual  world,  but  not  b}'  means  of  the  sun  of  the  natural  world,  except 
as  by  subsidiary  aid. 

The  sun  of  the  natural  world  was  created  that  all  things  of  creation 
might  become  fixed,  stated  and  constant  in  ultimates,  and  thus  permanent 
and  enduring. 

The  I/ord  created  the  universe  that  the  human  race  might  exist,  and 
heaven  from  the  human  race;   for  the  human  race  is  the  seminar}^  of  heaven. 

The  end  of  creation  exists  in  ultimates,  which  end  is,  that  all  things  may 
return  to  the  Creator,  and  that  there  may  be  eternal  conjunction  mth  Him. 

There  is  one  God,  who  is  the  Creator  of  the  universe,  and  the  Ivord  Jesus 
Christ  is  that  God. 

2. 

The  I/ord  from  eternity,  who  is  Jehovah,  created  the  universe,  and  all 
things  of  it,  out  of  Himself,  and  not  out  of  nothing;  and  although  He  created 
the  universe,  and  all  things  of  it,  out  of  Himself,  still  there  is  not  anything  in 
the  created  universe  that  is  God. 

The  Divine  L/Ove  is  the  cause  of  the  creation  of  the  universe,  and  the 
cause  of  its  preservation;  for  the  essence  of  love  is  to  love  others  outside  of 
itself,  to  will  to  be  one  with  them,  and  to  make  them  happy  from  itself. 

The  Divine  Truth  proceeding  from  the  Divine  Good  of  the  Divine  Love 
is  that  by  which  the  heavens  are  created  and  preserved,  and  by  which  the 
earths  exist  and  subsist. 

All  things  in  the  created  universe  are  recipients  of  the  Divine  I/Ove  and 
Divine  Wisdom  of  the  Lord,  not  by  continuity  but  by  contiguity. 

All  things  created  by  the  Lord  are  uses,  and  relate  to  man,  and  through 
man  to  the  Lord  from  whom  they  are. 
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The  Ivord  from  eternity,  who  is  Jehovah,  could  not  have  created  the 
universe,  and  all  things  of  it,  unless  He  were  a  Man;  and  this  Divine  Man  is 
the  Ivord  God  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 

3. 

The  universe  was  created,  and  is  perpetually  sustained,  by  the  Divine 
Power  of  the  Lord,  or  by  the  Divine  Truth  proceeding  from  the  Divine  Good. 

The  Omnipotence  of  God  is  by  His  Divine  Human,  and  is  the  Divine 
Power  of  acting  according  to  order. 

The  Ivord  by  His  Divine  Power  created  the  universe,  and  introduced 
order  into  all  and  every  part  of  it. 

The  IvOrd  cannot  act  contrary  to  the  laws  of  His  order,  for  Divine  Order 
is  from  the  L/ord,  and  is  the  Lord  Himself. 

The  Lord  by  His  Omnipresence  perceives  all  things,  by  His  Omniscience 
provides  all  things,  and  by  His  Omnipotence  operates  all  things. 

From  the  Divine  Omnipotence  man  has  power  against  evils  and  falsities, 
so  far  as  he  lives  according  to  the  laws  of  order. 

All  power  is  in  heaven,  and  none  in  hell;  evil  spirits  have  no  power 
whatsoever;  hence  the  whole  of  hell  is  as  nothing  before  the  Lord. 

In  the  spiritual  world  he  who  believes  that  he  has  power  from  himself  is 
deprived  of  it  in  a  moment. 

If  angels  or  devils  had  one  whit  of  power  from  themselves,  the  heavens 
would  fall,  hell  would  become  a  chaos,  and  every  man  would  perish  with 
them. 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  He  that  hath  all  power  in  heaven  and  earth. 

4. 

God  the  Creator,  or  the  Lord  by  His  Human,  is  Omniscient  in  all  things 
of  His  creation,  because  He  is  everywhere  present  in  it  by  the  Divine  Truth 
which  proceeds  from  Him;  for  Omniscience  is  the  Divine  Truth  or  Infinite 
Wisdom  of  the  Lord. 

It  is  the  Lord  God  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ  who  is  Omniscient  in  the 
universe;  for  when  the  Human  in  Him  was  united  to  the  Divine,  He,  from 
His  glorified  Human,  had  all  knowledge  of  all  things  in  heaven,  of  all  things 
in  hell,  and  of  all  things  in  the  world. 

The  Ivord  perceives  and  knows  all  things,  even  to  the  most  minute,  which 
are  done  according  to  order,  and  all  things  which  are  done  contrary  to  order. 

The  Lord  perceives  and  knows  all  things  of  a  man's  life,  what  it  is,  and 
what  it  will  be  to  eternity. 

From  His  Omniscience,  which  is  the  Divine  Truth  of  His  Divine  Wisdom, 
the  Lord  is  able  to  impart  knowledge  and  understanding  to  man;  who  then 
will  be  in  wisdom  so  far  as  he  lives  according  to  Divine  Order;  for  all  that  a 
man  has,  and  all  that  he  is,  is  from  the  Infinite  Wisdom  of  the  Lord.

5. 

God  the  Creator,  or  the  lyord  by  His  Human,  is  Omnipresent  in  ah 
things  of  the  created  universe  from  first  to  last. 

God  so  created  the  universe  that  He  can  be  everywhere  present  in  it, 
and  hold  all  things  of  it  under  His  sway,  and  hold  it  together  perpetually  as 
one,  which  is  to  preserve  it. 

God  is  not  in  space,  although  He  is  present  with  every  man  in  the  world, 
and  with  every  angel  in  heaven,  and  with  every  spirit  under  heaven. 

God  is  in  all  space  without  space,  and  in  all  time  without  time;  hence 
the  universe  is  the  fulness  of  God. 

The  idea  of  space  and  time  must  be  removed  from  the  thought  before 
the  Omnipresence,  Omniscience,  and  Omnipotence  of  God  can  be  understood. 

They  who  make  the  Human  of  the  L/ord  like  the  human  of  another  man 
cannot   comprehend  the  Omnipresence,   Omniscience,  and  Omnipotence   of 

The  L/Oid  is  Omnipresent  from  the  first  to  the  last  of  His  order  by 
means  of  the  heat  and  light  of  the  sun  of  the  spiritual  world,  in  the  midst  of 
which  He  is. 

The  L/ord  is  present  with  all  in  the  universe,  but  more  nearly  or  more 
remotely  according  to  the  reception  of  good  by  the  truth  which  is  from  Him; 
for  good  is  that  by  which  the  Ivord  is  present  with  angels,  spirits,  and 
men. 

XVII. 

DIVINE  PROVIDENCE. 

1. 

The  Divine  Providence  is  the  government  of  the  Divine  L/Ove  and 
Divine  Wisdom  of  the  Lord. 

The  end  of  the  Divine  Providence  is  a  heaven  from  the  human  race,  and 
in  all  that  it  does  it  looks  to  what  is  infinite  and  eternal. 

The  Divine  Providence  is  the  primary  of  all  the  things  which  proceed 
from  the  Lord;  and  since  what  proceeds  from  the  Lord  is  Himself,  the  Lord 
is  His  own  Providence,  and  also  the  law  of  His  own  Providence,  present  and 
ministering  to  the  end  of  His  creation. 

The  operation  of  the  Lord  by  His  Divine  Providence  to  save  man, 
commences  with  his  birth,  and  continues  to  the  end  of  life,  and  afterward 
to  eternity. 

It  is  of  the  Divine  Providence  of  the  Lord  that  every  man  can  be  saved; 
and  they  are  saved  who  acknowledge  God  and  live  well. 

No  man  is  born  for  hell,  but  all  for  heaven;  and  man  himself  is  in  fault 
if  he  is  not  saved. 
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To  suppose  that  any  man  could  be  predestined  to  damnation  would  be 
to  suppose  that  the  Ivord  could  act  against  the  laws  of  His  own  Providence, 
which  would  be  to  act  against  His  own  Divine  Wisdom  and  His  own.  Divine 
L/Ove,  and  thus  against  Himself. 

The  Ivord,  from  His  Divine  I^ove  by  His  Divine  Wisdom,  provides  the 
means  by  which  men  can  be  saved;  and  these  means  are  present  with  every 
man  born  into  the  world, 

2. 

The  Di^ine  Providence  is  the  presence  of  the  I^ord  in  heaven  and  on 
earth,  ruling  and  leading  all  things  to  the  end  for  which  the  universe  was 
created,  which  is  a  heaven  from  the  human  race. 

All  that  is  done  by  the  Ivord  is  done  for  the  sake  of  the  end  for  which 
creation  exists;  and  for  this  end  the  L/ord  is  perpetually  present  with  every 
angel  in  heaven,  and  with  every  man  in  the  world. 

The  Lord  by  His  Providence  acts  invisibly,  in  order  that  He  may  preserve 
the  freedom  of  man;  hence  it  is  a  law  of  the  Divine  Providence  that  man 
should  not  perceive  or  feel  anything  of  its  operation,  but  still  should  know 
and  acknowledge  it. 

The  Lord  does  not  appear  manifestly  in  His  Providence;  for  if  man 
sensibly  perceived  its  operation,  he  would  not  act  from  freedom  according  to 
reason,  nor  would  anything  appear  to  him  as  his;  or  he  would  introduce 
himself  into  the  order  and  tenor  of  its  progression,  and  pervert  and  destroy 
it;  and  he  would  deny  God,  or  make  himself  God. 

It  is  granted  man  to  see  the  Divine  Providence  in  the  back  and  not 
in  the  face;  also  in  a  spiritual,  but  not  in  a  natural  state;  or  from  heaven,  and 
not  from  the  world. 

All  who  by  reformation  become  spiritual,  receive  influx  out  of  heaven, 
see  and  confess  the  Divine  Providence  of  the  Lord,  and  acknowledge  Him 
from  the  heart  as  the  all  in  all  things  of  His  creation. 

3. 

The  following  laws  are  laws  of  the  Divine  Providence: 

That  man  should  be  led  in  freedom  according  to  reason ; 

That  man  should  as  of  himself  remove  evils  as  sins  in  his  external  man, 
and  the  Lord  then  removes  them  in  the  internal  man,  and  at  the  same  time 
in  the  external; 

That  man  should  not  be  compelled  to  believe  and  love  the  things  of 
religion,  but  that  he  should  lead  and  compel  himself; 

That  man  should  be  led  and  taught  by  the  Lord  from  heaven  through 
the  Word,  in  all  appearance  as  of  himself; 

That  man  should  not  sensibly  perceive  the  operation  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence, but  still  he  should  know  and  acknowledge  it; 
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That  one's  own  prudence  is  nothing,  and  only  appears  to  be  something, 
and  ought  so  to  appear;  but  the  Divine  Providence,  from  things  most  singular, 
is  universal; 

That  man  is  not  led  interiorly  into  the  truths  of  faith  and  the  goods  of 
charity,  except  so  far  as  he  can  be  kept  in  them  to  the  end  of  life; 

That  evils  are  permitted  for  the  sake  of  the  end,  which  is  salvation; 

That  the  Divine  Providence  is  not  only  with  the  good,  but  also  with  the 
evil,  but  it  is  not  with  the  evil  in  their  evils; 

That  the  I^ord  cannot  act  against  the  laws  of  His  Providence,  for  this 
would  be  to  act  against  Himself; 

That  every  man  can  be  saved,  and  they  are  saved  who  acknowledge  God 
and  live  well; 

That  the  salvation  of  man  is  the  all  in  all  of  the  Divine  Provitlence  of  the 
Lord. 

XVIII. 
THANKSGIVING. 

In  the  Office  of  Thanksgiving,  passages  from  the  General  Doctrine  under 
Redemption,  or  under  some  other  General  Doctrine,  may  be  read. 

XIX. 

LOVE,   CHARITY,  AND  WORKS. 

1. 

The  one  love,  which  is  the  origin  of  all  good  in  heaven  and  in  the  church, 
is  love  to  the  Lord  from  the  Lord. 

In  heaven,  by  loving  the  Lord  is  not  meant  to  love  Him  as  to  Person,  but 
to  love  the  good  which  is  from  Him;  and  by  loving  the  neighbor  is  not  meant 
to  love  him  as  to  person,  but  to  love  the  truth  which  is  from  the  Word. 

Love  to  the  Lord  and  love  towards  the  neighbor  reign  in  heaven,  and 
make  heaven;  and  since  they  make  heaven,  they  also  make  the  church. 

By  love  is  meant  love  to  the  Lord,  and  by  charity,  love  to  the  neighbor; 
but  there  is  no  love  to  the  Lord  except  in  charity,  and  there  is  no  charity 
except  from  love  to  the  Lord. 

All  things  of  the  Word,  all  things  of  doctrine,  and  all  things  of  life,  have 
relation  to  love  to  the  Lord  and  love  towards  the  neighbor. 

Man  is  born  that  he  may  come  into  love  to  the  Lord  by  means  of  love  to 
the  neighbor,  and  thus  be  conjoined  to  the  Lord,  and  live  forever. 

All  who  are  in  love  truly  conjugial  are  in  love  to  the  l/ord,  and  at  the 
same  time  in  love  towards  the  neighbor,  and  thus  are  in  all  celestial  and 
spiritual  loves. 
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The  Lord  loves  the  whole  human  race;  he,  therefore,  who  has  love  to  the 
"Lord  has  the  Lord's  love,  and  can  do  no  otherwise  than  love  the  neighbor. 

Man  enters  into  love  to  the  Lord  and  love  to  the  neighbor  by  the  re- 
moval of  self  love  and  the  love  of  the  world,  and  then  he  comes  into  all 
intelligence  and  wisdom. 

There  is  no  medium  given  of  loving  the  Lord  but  charit}^  inasmuch  as 
the  Lord  is  in  charity;  but  charity  is  extinguished  by  the  lusts  of  self  love 
and  love  of  the  world,  and  when  charity  is  extinguished,  love  to  the  Lord  also 
is  extinguished. 

All  who  are  in  love  to  the  Lord  from  the  Lord  are  in  the  inmost  or  third 
heaven;  truths  are  written  in  their  life,  and  not  in  their  memory  only;  thus 
they  do  not  talk  about  truths,  but  do  them,  which  is  to  perform  uses. 

So  far  as  man  is  in  the  love  of  use,  so  far  he  is  in  love  to  the  Lord,  and 
in  love  towards  the  neighbor,  and  so  far  he  is  a  man,  because  so  far  he  is  in 
the  Lord  and  the  Lord  in  him. 


2. 

Faith  is  first  in  time,  but  charity  is  first  in  end;  that  which  is  first  in  end 
is  really  first,  but  that  which  is  first  in  time  is  first  only  in  appearance. 

Faith  without  charity  is  not  faith,  and  charity  without  faith  is  not  charity, 
and  neither  lives  except  from  the  Lord. 

Man  can  procure  for  himself  faith,  charity,  and  the  life  of  faith  and 
charity;  but  still  nothing  of  faith,  and  nothing  of  charit}',  and  nothing  of  the 
life  of  either,  is  from  himself,  but  from  the  Lord  alone. 

They  who  are  in  charity  or  love  toward  the  neighbor  are  able  to  receive 
and  appropriate  all  the  truths  of  faith;  for  the  all  of  faith  is  in  that  love, 
because  heaven  and  the  Lord  are  in  it;  therefore,  so  far  as  man  loves  the 
neighbor,  he  has  life  from  the  Lord. 

Every  man  individually  is  the  neighbor  that  is  to  be  loved,  but  according 
to  the  quality  of  his  good;  but  love  towards  the  neighbor  extends  itself  more 
widely;  for  it  ascends  as  men  are  multiplied.  Hence,  society  is  more  the 
neighbor  than  the  individual,  and  one's  country  is  still  more  the  neighbor; 
but  the  church  is  the  neighbor  in  a  still  higher  degree,  and  the  kingdom  of 
the  Lord  in  the  highest;  and  those  who  love  the  kingdom  of  the  Lord,  love 
the  Lord  above  all  things. 

To  love  the  neighbor,  regarded  in  itself,  is  not  to  love  the  person,  but 
the  good  which  is  in  the  person;  for  man  is  not  a  man  from  his  face  and 
from  his  body,  but  from  the  wisdom  of  his  understanding,  and  from  the  good 
of  his  will;  thus  good  itself,  or  use,  is  the  neighbor. 
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Charity  itself  is  to  act  from  justice  and  fidelity  in  the  office,  business, 
and  work  in  which  any  one  is,  and  with  whomsoever  he  has  any  intercourse. 
No  man,  however,  can  do  this  from  himself,  but  only  from  the  Lord;  nor  can 
a  man  do  this  from  the  L/ord  until  evils  are  removed.  Hence,  the  first  thing 
of  charity  is  to  shun  evils  because  they  are  sins,  and  the  second  is  to  do  the 
goods  of  use  to  the  neighbor. 

Man  is  born  that  he  may  become  charity,  and  he  cannot  become  charity 
unless  he  perpetually  does  the  good  of  use  to  the  neighbor  from  affection  and 
delight. 

The  signs  of  charity  are  all  things  which  are  of  worship,  which  are  ex- 
ternals of  the  body  and  externals  of  the  mind. 

The  externals  of  the  body  which  pertain  to  worship  are,  going  to  church; 
listening  to  sermons;  devoutly  singing,  and  praying  on  the  knees;  partaking 
of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Supper;  and  at  home,  prayer  morning  and  evening, 
and  at  meals;  conversing  with  others  about  God,  heaven  and  eternal  life;  and 
wnth  priests,  preaching  and  private  instruction;  and  with  every  one,  the 
instruction  of  children,  and  servants,  in  such  things;  reading  the  Word,  and 
books  of  instruction  and  piety. 

The  externals  of  the  mind  which  pertain  to  worship  are,  thought  and 
meditation  about  God,  heaven,  and  eternal  life;  reflection  upon  one's 
thoughts  and  intentions;  and  the  tm-ning  of  the  mind  away  from  impious, 
obscene  and  filthy  speech.  Besides  thoughts,  there  are  also  affections,  which 
come  to  the  sight  and  sense  of  man. 

In  the  exercises  of  charity  man  does  not  place  merit  in  works  when  he 
believes  that  all  good  is  from  the  I^ord. 


There  are  three  things  which  follow  in  order  and  make  one,  charity, 
faith,  and  works;  and  if  one  be  wanting,  the  other  two  vanish  away;  there- 
fore charity  alone  does  not  produce  good  works,  still  less  faith  alone;  but 
charit}^  and  faith  together. 

Good  works,  or  uses,  are  all  things  which  a  man  does  after  he  has 
turned  away  from  evils  because  they  are  sins  against  God. 

Good  works  are  evil  works  unless  the  things  of  self  and  the  world  are 
removed;  but  when  these  are  removed,  the  celestial  and  spiritual  inflow 
from  the  L/ord,  and  make  the  works  to  be  love  and  charity  in  act. 

Kvery  good  that  a  man  does  for  the  sake  of  the  neighbor,  or  for  the  sake 
of  religion,  and  thus  for  the  sake  of  God,  is  a  good  of  charity,  or  a  good 
work. 

Every  good  work  lives  from  what  is  spiritual  in  the  work,  and  this  lives 
from  the  Lord,  and  makes  the  work  to  be  a  work  of  charity. 
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It  is  hurtful  to  place  merit  in  works,  for  then  evils  lie  hidden  in  them,  ot 
which  the  doer  knows  nothing;  but  when  man  believes  that  all  good  is  from 
the  lyord,  he  then  does  not  think  of  merit,  but  of  duty. 

Works  that  are  done  for  the  sake  of  reward  are  in  themselves  not  good, 
for  they  do  not  spring  from  the  genuine  fountain,  which  is  charity  towards 
the  neighbor. 

It  is  a  law  of  order,  that  man  ought  to  introduce  himself  into  faith  by 
truths  from  the  Word,  and  into  charity  by  good  works,  and  thus  to  reform 
and  regenerate  himself. 

Deeds  and  works  are  altogether  such  as  is  the  thought  and  will  from 
which  they  proceed,  witl.'out  which  they  are  not  deeds  and  works,  but  only 
inanimate  motions. 

In  the  spiritual  world,  love  to  the  Lord,  charity  towards  the  neighbor, 
and  the  works  of  charity,  are  distinct  from  each  other;  still  they  are  one,  and 
exist  together;  for  unless  charity  is  in  works,  the  works  are  not  works  of 
charity,  and  unless  love  to  the  Lord  is  in  charity,  it  is  not  charity. 


The  kingdom  of  the  Lord  is  over  heaven  and  over  hell,  and  His  king- 
dom is  a  kingdom  of  uses. 

Because  the  Lord  is  Love  itself  and  Wisdom  itself.  He  also  is  Use  itself; 
for  Love  has  Use  for  an  end,  which  it  produces  by  Wisdom;  wherefore  the 
Lord,  from  Love  by  Wisdom,  is  everywhere  present  in  Use. 

The  universe  was  created  by  God  that  uses  may  exist,  and  be  clothed 
with  forms,  by  which  they  may  be  set  forth  in  act, — in  heaven  first,  and 
then  in  the  world,  thus  by  degrees  successively  even  to  the  ultimates  of 
nature;  wherefore  the  created  universe,  viewed  as  to  uses,  is  in  the  image  of 
God. 

The  correspondence  of  natural  things  with  spiritual,  or  of  the  world  with 
heaven,  is  effected  by  uses,  and  uses  conjoin;  and  the  forms  wdtli  which  uses 
are  clothed,  so  far  correspond,  and  so  far  conjoin,  as  they  are  forms  of  uses. 

The  love  and  wisdom  of  God  are  in  man  while  he  is  doing  uses;  and 
that  man  may  do  the  uses  of  God,  he  is  created  an  image  and  likeness  of 
God,  that  is,  a  form  of  Divine  order. 

There  are  three  things  which  proceed  as  one  from  the  Lord,  love,  wis- 
dom, and  use;  but  love  and  wisdom  do  not  exist,  except  ideally,  unless  they 
are  in  use;  and  use  is  faithfully,  sincerely,  and  diligently  to  perform  the 
works  of  one's  function. 

The  love  of  use,  and  a  fixed  attention  to  use,  holds  the  mind  together, 
that  it  may  not  wander  forth  and  drink  in  the  lusts  of  the  body  and  the 
world,  by  which  the  truths  of  religion  and  morality  are  scattered  to  the 
winds. 
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Man  when  first  created  was  imbued  with  wisdom  and  its  love,  not  for  the 
sake  of  himself,  but  for  the  sake  of  its  communication  with  others;  hence  no 
one  lives  for  himself  alone,  but  for  others,  and  to  live  for  others  is  to  perform 
uses. 

Uses  are  the  bonds  of  society,  which  are  just  as  many  as  there  are  good 
uses,  and  the  number  of  these  is  infinite. 

To  love  use  is  nothing  else  than  to  love  the  neighbor,  for  use,  in  the 
spiritual  idea,  is  the  neighbor. 

So  far  as  man  is  in  the  love  of  use,  so  far  he  is  in  the  L/ord,  so  far  he 
loves  the  Lord,  and  so  far  he  is  a  man. 

The  Lord  loves  all,  and  wdlls  good  to  all,  and  good  is  use;  and  because 
the  Lord  does  good  or  use  by  means  of  angels  and  men,  He  gives  the  love 
of  use,  and  its  reward,  which  is  eternal  happiness,  to  those  who  faithfully 
perform  uses. 

XX. 

ETERNAL  LIFE. 

1. 

Every  man  is  created  to  live  to  eternity;  for  he  is  so  created  that  he  may 
be  conjoined  with  God,  and  conjunction  with  God  is  eternal  life. 

Hence  it  is  of  the  Divine  Providence  of  the  Lord,  that,  man  by  death 
should  put  oflF  things  natural  and  temporal,  and  put  on  things  spiritual 
and  eternal. 

The  Divine  Providence,  in  all  that  it  does,  has  respect  to  things  eternal, 
and  not  to  things  temporal,  except  so  far  as  the\^  agree  with  things  eternal, 
and  make  one  with  them. 

The  Divine  Providence,  in  all  its  progression  with  man,  has  regard  to  his 
eternal  state,  or  the  state  of  his  eternal  life  in  heaven,  and  leads  to  it. 

Regeneration,  or  the  implantation  of  the  life  of  heaven  \^dth  man,  com- 
mences from  his  infanc}',  and  continues  to  the  end  of  his  life  in  the  world; 
and  after  death  is  perfected  to  eternit\-. 

Such  as  a  man  is  in  the  world,  as  to  his  spirit,  such  he  remains  forever; 
with  the  difference  only,  that  his  state  becomes  more  perfect,  if  he  has  lived 
well,  because  then  he  is  not  clothed  with  a  material  body,  but  lives  as  a 
spiritual  being  in  a  spiritual  body. 

Man  after  death  is  spiritual  and  substantial,  while  his  body  was  natural 
and  material;  when  the  body  is  cast  off,  the  spiritual  or  substantial  man 
comes  forth  purer,  more  interior,  and  more  perfect. 

Man  has  eternal  life  according  to  his  affection  of  use,  since  affection  is 
the  man  himself,  and  use  is  its  effect  and  work. 
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Every  man,  after  his  life  in  the  world,  lives  to  eternity,  because  by  the 
spiritual  in  him  he  is  conjoined  with  the  Ivord,  and  that  which  is  conjoined 
\v4th  the  lyord  can  never  die. 

In  the  life  of  the  body,  the  end  of  all  human  thought  and  all  human 
action  ought  to  be  for  the  sake  of  the  life  after  death. 

Every  man  was  created  to  become  an  angel  of  heaven;  and  the  Lord, 
from  His  Divine  I^ove,  cannot  do  otherwise  than  will  it,  and  from  His  Divine 
Wisdom,  cannot  do  otherwise  than  provide  for  it. 


2. 

Every  one  is  admitted  into  heaven  after  death,  in  whom  there  has  been 
implanted  by  life  in  the  world  the  idea  of  God  in  His  Human,  or  of  the  Lord; 
for  in  heaven  no  other  is  acknowledged  to  be  the  God  of  heaven  than  the 
lyord  alone. 

Heaven  is  not  heaven  from  the  angels,  but  from  the  Lord;  for  the  love  and 
wisdom  in  which  the  angels  are,  and  which  make  heaven,  are  not  from  them, 
but  from  the  Lord,  and  are  the  Lord  in  them;  heaven,  therefore,  is  conjunction 
with  the  Lord. 

The  angels  taken  together  are  called  heaven;  still,  it  is  the  Divine  of  the 
Lord,  which  flows  in  and  is  received  by  the  angels,  which  makes  heaven;  and 
the  Divine  of  the  Lord  in  heaven  is  love  to  Him,  and  charity  towards  the 
neighbor. 

Since  there  are  infinite  varieties  in  heaven,  and  no  angel  is  exactl}^  like 
another,  heaven  is  distinguished  into  two  kingdoms,  into  three  heavens,  and 
into  innumerable  societies. 

Heaven  is  not  outside  of  the  angels,  except  so  far  as  it  is  in  them,  and  it 
is  in  them  according  to  the  love  and  faith  which  they  had  acquired  in  the 
world. 

Since  God  is  a  Man,  the  whole  heaven  is  in  the  human  form,  and  is  called 
the  Grand  Man;  hence  every  society  of  heaven  resembles  a  man,  and  every 
angel  is  in  a  human  form. 

In  heaven  the  sun  of  the  world  does  not  appear,  nor  anything  from  that 
sun;  still  there  is  a  sun  in  heaven,  and  light  and  heat  from  it;  and  under  that 
sun  are  to  be  found  all  things  that  are  in  the  natural  world,  but  they  are  from 
a  spiritual  origin. 

The  Lord  is  the  Sun  of  the  spiritual  world,  and  His  Divine  Love  appears 
as  fire,  and  His  Divine  Wisdom  as  light. 

In  heaven,  as  in  the  world,  all  things  have  succession  and  progression, 
and  all  things  appear  in  place,  but  still  the  angels  do  not  dwell  in  the  idea 
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of  time  and  place,  but  altogether  in  the  things  of  internal  state,  which  arc 
of  love  and  w-isdom. 

The  things  which  appear  in  the  heavens,  though  similar  to  those  on  earth, 
still  are  not  similar  as  to  essence,  for  they  are  from  the  sun  of  the  spiritual 
world,  and  thus  in  themselves  are  spiritual,  as  the  things  which  are  from  the 
sun  of  the  nattu"al  world  in  themselves  are  natural.  The  former,  therefore, 
have  life  in  them  from  the  Lord,  the  latter  have  only  the  fire  of  a  dead  sun 
in  them. 

All  in  heaven  are  consociated  according  to  spiritual  affinity;  hence  it  is 
that  the  angels  who  are  in  similar  good  and  truth  know  each  other,  as  those 
related  by  consanguinity  on  earth,  as  if  they  had  been  acquainted  from 
infancy. 

Since  heaven  is  distinguished  into  societies,  and  the  greater  societies 
consist  of  some  hundreds  of  thousands  of  angels,  and  all  within  a  society  in- 
deed are  in  similar  good,  but  not  in  similar  wisdom,  it  necessarily  follows  that 
there  are  governments  in  heaven;  but  the  governments  differ  according  to 
the  ministries  of  each  society.  However,  there  is  no  other  government  in 
heaven  than  the  government  of  mutual  love. 

Divine  Worship  in  the  heavens  is  not  unlike  Divine  Worship  on  earth 
as  to  externals,  but  it  differs  as  to  internals.  In  the  heavens  as  on  earth 
there  are  temples  in  which  there  is  preaching;  but  Divine  Worship  itself  in 
heaven  does  not  consist  in  frequenting  temples,  and  in  hearing  preaching, 
but  in  a  life  of  love  and  charity,  or  in  the  performance  of  uses. 

Angels  speak  with  one  another  as  men  in  the  world,  and  all  in  the 
universal  heaven  have  one  language,  and  they  all  understand  each  other,  from 
whatever  society  they  may  be;  nor  is  the  language  learned,  but  it  is  im- 
planted in  ever}^  one,  for  it  is  nothing  but  thought  from  affection,  speaking; 
nor  has  the  angelic  language  anything  in  common  with  human  language. 

The  Lord  is  the  God  of  heaven,  and  by  the  Lord  is  meant  no  other  than 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Savior  of  the  world;  nor  can  they  be  admitted 
into  heaven  who  do  not  acknowledge  the  Lord. 


Heaven  and  hell  are  from  the  human  race,  and  there  are  no  angels 
created  from  the  beginning.  Kvery  angel  in  heaven,  and  every  devil  in 
hell,  was  born  a  man  in  the  natural  world,  and  passed  from  thence  into  the 
spiritual  world. 

Every  infant  who  dies  is  received  by  the  Lord,  and  educated  in  heaven, 
and,  according  to  Divine  order,  is  taught  and  imbued  with  the  affections  of 
good,  and  by  these  with  the  knowledges  of  truth;  and  afterwards,  as  he  is 
perfected  in  intelligence  and  wisdom,  he  is  introduced  into  heaven,  and 
becomes  an  angel. 
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Because  heaven  is  from  the  human  race,  and  the  angels  are  of  both 
sexes,  and  because  it  is  from  creation  that  the  woman  should  be  for  the  man, 
and  the  man  for  the  woman,  it  follows  that  there  is  marriage  in  heaven. 

Marriage  in  heaven  is  the  conjunction  of  two  minds  into  one  mind,  and 
hence  consorts  in  heaven  are  not  called  two  but  one  angel. 

How  great  the  happiness  of  heaven  is,  may  appear  from  this,  that  it  is  a 
delight  to  all  in  heaven  to  communicate  their  delights  and  blessings  to  others; 
and  because  all  in  the  heavens  are  such,  it  is  manifest  how  immense  is  the 
delight  and  happiness  of  heaven;  for  in  the  heavens  there  is  a  communication 
of  all  with  each,  and  of  each  wdth  all. 

To  grow  old  in  heaven  is  to  grow  young,  and  all  who  are  there  are  con- 
tinually advancing  to  the  springtime  of  life.  Those  who,  while  in  the  world, 
have  lived  in  love  to  the  Lord,  and  in  charity  towards  the  neighbor,  in  the 
other  life  become  forms  of  inexpressible  beauty. 

Every  man  is  born  for  heaven;  and  he  is  received  into  heaven  who  has 
received  heaven  into  himself  in  the  world;  and  he  is  excluded  who  does  not 
so  receive  it. 

The  world  of  spirits  is  not  heaven,  nor  is  it  hell,  but  a  middle  place  or 
state  between  them;  for  thither  man  first  comes  after  death,  and  then,  after 
some  time,  he  is,  according  to  his  life  in  the  world,  either  elevated  into 
heaven  or  cast  into  hell. 

The  extension  of  heaven,  which  is  for  angels,  is  so  immense  that  it  cannot 
be  filled  to  eternity;  and  they  are  relatively  few  of  whom  heaven  at  present 
is  formed;  and  the  perfection  of  heaven  increases  according  to  plurality,  and 
thus  will  increase  in  perfection  to  eternity. 

The  created  universe  is  a  work  cohering  as  one  from  first  to  last,  because 
in  creating  it  God  had  one  end  in  view,  which  was  an  angelic  heaven  from 
the  human  race;  and  the  means  to  that  end  are  all  the  things  of  which  the 
earth  is  composed. 

There  is  actually  a  sphere  elevating  all  to  heaven,  which  proceeds  con- 
tinually from  the  Lord,  and  fills  all  the  spiritual  world  and  all  the  natural 
world;  and  it  is  like  a  strong  current  in  the  ocean  which  secretly  draws  a 
ship.  All  those  who  believe  in  the  Lord,  and  live  according  to  His  com- 
mandments, enter  the  sphere  of  that  current,  and  are  elevated;  but  those  who 
do  not  believe  are  not  willing  to  enter,  but  remove  themselves  to  the  sides, 
and  are  carried  away  by  a  stream  which  leads  to  hell. 

It  is  not  so  difficult  as  many  believe  to  live  the  life  that  leads  to  heaven; 
the  only  difficulty  is  to  be  able  to  resist  the  loves  of  self  and  the  world,  and 
to  prevent  their  predominance;  for  these  loves  are  the  origin  of  all  evils. 
But  so  far  as  man  resists  them,  he  is  led  by  the  Lord,  and  not  by  himself,  and 
then  the  Lord  resists  the  evils,  and  removes  them. 
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4. 

Kvery  man  is  born  for  heaven,  and  no  one  for  hell;  and  ever}'  one  corner 
into  heaven  from  the  Ivord,  and  into  hell  from  himself. 

Inasmuch  as  there  are  three  heavens,  there  are  also  three  hells  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  three  heavens;  hell  also  is  divided  into  societies,  in  like  manner 
as  heaven,  and  into  as  many  societies  as  heaven;  for  every  society  in  heaven 
has  a  society  opposite  to  it  in  hell,  and  this  for  the  sake  of  equilibrium. 

There  are  also  governments  in  hell,  but  they  are  opposite  to  the  govern- 
ments of  heaven,  all  being  of  self  love.  The  more  malignant  are  set  over 
the  rest  in  the  societies,  who  obey  them  from  fear;  but  there  is  not  any  one 
devil  to  whom  all  the  hells  are  subject. 

The  fire  of  hell  is  not  material  fire,  for  all  fire  in  the  spiritual  world  in 
its  essence  is  love;  love  to  the  Lord  and  love  towards  the  n6ighbor  are 
heavenly  fire;  and  the  loves  of  self  and  the  world  are  infernal  fire,  together 
with  every  lust  and  delight  springing  from  those  two  loves. 

Evil  spirits  are  severely  punished  when  they  do  evil,  that  the}'  may  be 
deterred  from  it;  yet  nothing  of  the  punishment  is  from  the  Lord,  but  from 
the  evil  itself;  for  evil  is  so  conjoined  with  its  own  punishment,  that  the 
two  cannot  be  separated. 

The  fear  of  punishment  is  the  only  means  of  restraining  the  evil,  and 
this  is  the  cause  of  their  torment  in  hell. 

The  torment  of  hell  is  not  the  torment  of  conscience,  but  arises  from  the 
restraint  of  lusts,  on  account  of  fear  of  punishment.  There  is  no  conscience 
in  hell. 

The  Lord  casts  no  one  into  hell,  but  the  spirit  casts  himself  into  it;  for 
the  Lord  never  turns  Himself  away  from  man,  but  man  turns  himself  away 
from  the  Lord. 

The  evil  of  man  is  hell  with  him;  and  since  man  brings  himself  into  evil, 
and  not  the  Lord,  so  he  brings  himself  into  hell. 

There  is  all  power  in  heaven,  and  none  in  hell;  for  all  power  in  the 
spiritual  world  belongs  to  truth  from  good,  and  none  whatever  to  falsity 
from  evil. 

They  who  are  in  hell  have  power  among  themselves,  indeed,  for  an  evil 
spirit  can  do  evil,  and  also  does  evil  in  a  thousand  ways.  He  can  do  evil  to 
the  evil,  but  not  to  the  good,  except  by  conjunction  with  their  evils;  whence 
come  temptations,  by  which  the  good  are  delivered  from  their  evils. 

The  life  of  man  cannot  be  changed  after  death,  for  his  life  remains  such 
as  it  had  been  in  the  world;  nor  can  the  life  of  hell  be  transcribed  into  the 
life  of  heaven,  since  they  are  opposite;  hence  it  is  that  they  who  come  into 
hell,  or  into  heaven,  remain  there  to  eternity. 
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The  Lord,  by  His  Advent  into  the  world,  reduced  the  hells  to  order,  and 
brought  them  under  obedience  to  Himself;  and  by  His  Human  then  glorified 
He  holds  them  in  subjection  to  eternity;  hence  the  Lord  has  all  power  over 
heaven  and  over  hell,  and  He  who  rules  the  one,  also  rules  the  other. 

XXI. 

BAPTISM. 

1. 

That  Baptism  was  commanded,  is  manifest  from  the  Baptism  of  John  in 
the  Jordan,  to  which  all  Judea  and  Jerusalem  came;  and  also  from  this,  that 
the  Lord  Himself  was  baptized  by  John;  and,  moreover,  that  He  commanded 
His  disciples  to  baptize  all  nations.  Hence  it  is  evident,  that  in  the  institu- 
tion of  Baptism  there  is  something  Divine  which  hitherto  has  been  concealed, 
because  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word  had  not  been  revealed.  But  this  is 
now  revealed,  because  the  Christian  Church,  such  as  it  is  in  itself,  is  now 
first  commencing;  the  former  church  was  Christian  only  in  name,  but  not  in 
essence  and  reality. 

When  the  Lord  came  into  the  world,  He  abrogated  the  representatives, 
which  were  all  external,  and  instituted  a  church,  all  things  of  which  should 
be  internal.  Of  all  those  things  the  Lord  retained  only  two,  which  in  one 
complex  should  contain  all  things  of  the  internal  church;  which  two  things 
are  Baptism  instead  of  washings,  and  the  Holy  Supper  instead  of  the  lamb  of 
the  daily  sacrifice. 

The  washings  and  baptisms  effect  nothing  more  than  the  platters  and 
plates  cleansed  by  the  Jews,  unless  the  internal  man  be  cleansed  from  evils 
and  falses;  for  hell  is  full  of  satans,  as  well  from  the  baptized  as  from  the 
unbaptized.  Wherefore  if  j-ou  are' washed  with  the  water  of  rain,  with  the 
water  of  dew,  with  the  water  of  most  excellent  fountains;  if  you  are  cleansed 
with  nitre,  hyssop,  or  soap  every  day,  still  you  are  not  purified  from  iniquities, 
except  by  means  of  regeneration. 

The  primary  thing  which  distinguished  the  Israelitish  Church  from  the 
rest  in  the  Asiatic  world,  and  afterwards  from  the  Christian,  was  circum- 
cision; and  because  all  things  of  the  Israelitish  Church,  which  were  external, 
figured  forth  all  things  of  the  Christian  Church,  which  are  internal,  therefore 
the  primary  sign  of  that  Church  was  interiorly  similar  to  the  sign  of  the 
Christian  Church;  for  circumcision  signified  the  rejection  of  the  lusts  of  the 
flesh,  and  thus  purification  from  evils;  Baptism  signifies  the  like.  Whence 
it  is  manifest,  that  Baptism  was  commanded  in  the  place  of  circumcision,  in 
order  that  the  Christian  Church  might  be  distinguished  from  the  Jewish,  and 
thus  that  the  internal  church  might  be  better  known;  and  it  is  known  from 
the  uses  of  Baptism. 
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The  first  use  of  Baptism  is  introduction  into  the  Christian  Church,  and  at 
the  same  time  insertion  among  Christians  in  the  spiritual  world.  The  second 
use  of  Baptism  is  that  the  Christian  maj  know  and  acknowledge  the  L/Ord 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Redeemer  and  Savior,  and  follow  Him.  The  third  use  of 
Baptism,  which  is  the  final  use,  is  that  man  may  be  regenerated. 

The  three  uses  of  Baptism  cohere  as  one,  as  the  first  cause,  the  mediate 
cause,  and  the  ultimate  cause;  which  latter  is  the  end  itself  for  the  sake  of 
which  the  former  were.  Wherefore,  when  Baptism  is  performed,  or  read  in  the 
Word,  or  named,  the  angels  who  are  present  do  not  understand  Baptism,  but 
regeneration.  L/et  the  Christian  know,  therefore,  that  whosoever  does  not 
believe  in  the  Lord  cannot  be  regenerated,  even  though  he  has  been  baptized; 
and  that  Baptism,  without  faith  in  the  Lord,  effects  nothing  whatever  in  puri- 
fying man  from  evils,  or  in  his  regeneration. 

That  Baptism  is  only  a  sign  of  introduction  into  the  church,  is  evident 
from  the  baptism  of  infants,  who  have  no  reason,  and  are  not  as  yet  any 
more  fit  to  receive  faith  than  the  young  shoots  of  a  tree.  But  not  onl)^ 
infants,  but  all  are  inserted  by  Baptism  among  Christians  in  the  spiritual 
world,  since  peoples  and  nations  in  that  w^orld  are  distinguished  according 
to  their  religions;  on  a  distinct  arrangement  there,  the  preservation  of  the 
universe  depends,  and  this  distinction  cannot  be  effected  unless  everyone, 
after  he  is  born,  be  known  by  some  sign,  indicating  to  what  religious  assem- 
bly he  belongs. 

By  means  of  the  Baptism  of  John,  a  way  w^as  prepared  for  Jehovah  the 
Lord  to  come  down  into  the  w^orld  and  perform  redemption;  for  those  w^ho 
were  baptized  were  introduced  thereby  into  the  future  church  of  the  Lord, 
and  were  inserted  among  those  in  heaven  who  expected  and  desired  the 
Messiah,  and  thus  were  guarded,  that  devils  from  hell  might  not  break  forth 
and  destroy  them. 

That  Naaman  was  healed  of  his  leprosy  by  washing  himself  seven  times 
in  Jordan,  by  command  of  Elisha,  represented  Baptism;  for  Baptism  signi- 
fies initiation  into  the  Church,  and  into  those  things  which  are  of  the  church; 
thus  it  signifies  regeneration,  and  the  things  which  are  of  regeneration;  not 
that  anyone  is  regenerated  by  Baptism,  but  that  Baptism  is  a  sign  of  it, 
which  he  should  remember. 

Baptism  was  instituted  for  a  sign  that  a  man  is  of  the  church,  and  for  a 
memorial  that  he  can  be  regenerated;  for  the  washing  of  Baptism  is  a  spiritual 
washing,  which  is  regeneration.  Since  every  one  who  is  regenerated  also  un- 
dergoes temptations,  which  are  spiritual  combats  against  evils  and  falsities, 
these  also  are  signified  by  the  waters  of  Baptism.  Inasmuch  as  Baptism  is  for 
a  sign  and  memorial  of  these  things,  man  may  be  baptized  as  an  infant,  and 
if  not  in  his  infancy,  he  may  be  baptized  as  an  adult.  Let  those,  therefore, 
who  are  baptized,  know  that  Baptism  confers  neither  faith  nor  salvation;  but 
that  it  testifies  that  they  may  receive  faith  and  be  saved  if  they  are  regenerated. 
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Washings  were  instituted  in  the  Ancient  Churches,  and  afterwards 
Baptism  in  their  place,  which  nevertheless  were  only  representative  and  sig- 
nificative rites,  in  order  that  heaven  might  be  conjoined  with  the  human  race, 
and  in  particular  with  the  man  of  the  church;  for  heaven  is  conjoined  to 
man  when  he  is  in  ultimates,  that  is,  when  he  is  in  such  things  as  are  in  the 
world  as  to  his  natural  man,  and  in  such  things  as  are  in  heaven  as  to  his 
spiritual  man;  otherwise  no  conjunction  could  be  given.  This  is  the  reason 
wh}'  Baptism  was  instituted,  and  also  the  Holy  Supper;  and  it  is  likewise  the 
reason  why  the  Word  was  written  by  means  of  such  things  as  are  in  the  world, 
while  yet  there  is  in  it  a  spiritual  sense,  in  which  are  such  things  as  are  in 
heaven.  But  he  is  much  deceived  who  believes  that  Baptism  contributes  any- 
thing to  the  salvation  of  man,  unless  he  is  at  the  same  time  in  the  truths  of 
the  church,  and  in  a  life  according  to  them. 

Baptism  is  holy,  and  a  Sacrament,  because  it  is  a  sign  and  a  memorial 
that  man  can  be  regenerated  by  the  Ivord  by  means  of  truths  from  the  Word. 
It  is  a  sign  for  heaven,  and  a  memorial  for  man;  and  by  it  a  man  is  intro- 
duced into  the  church,  even  as  the  sons  of  Israel,  by  the  passage  of  the 
Jordan,  were  introduced  into  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  as  the  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem  were  prepared  for  the  reception  of  the  Ivord  by  the  baptism  of 
John;  for  without  that  sign  in  heaven  before  the  angels,  the  Jews  could  not 
have  subsisted  and  lived  at  the  coming  of  the  Ivord  in  the  flesh. 

Infants  are  introduced  by  Baptism  into  the  Christian  heaven,  and  angels 
are  there  assigned  to  them,  to  take  care  of  them,  by  w^hom  they  are  kept  in 
a  state  of  receiving  faith  in  the  Ivord;  and  as  they  grow  up,  and  come  into 
their  own  right  and  their  own  reason,  the  guardian  angels  leave  them,  and 
they  associate  to  themselves  such  spirits  as  make  one  with  their  life  and  faith. 

All  who  are  baptized  are  to  be  initiated  into  the  knowledge  and  belief 
that  the  Ivord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  God  of  heaven  and  earth,  in  whom  is  the 
Divine  Trinit}^  of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit;  and  that  we  are  to  be  con- 
joined with  this  one  God,  our  Savior  and  Redeemer,  by  a  life  according  to 
the  commandments  of  the  Decalogue. 

XXII. 

THE  HOLY  SUPPER. 

1. 

Because  Christianity  itself  is  now  first  beginning  to  dawn,  and  a  New 
Church,  which  is  meant  by  the  New  Jerusalem  in  the  Apocalypse,  is  now 
being  established  by  the  lyord,  in  which  God  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Spirit,  are  acknowledged  as  one,  because  in  one  Person,  it  has  pleased  the 
Ivord  to  reveal  the  spiritual  sense  of  the  Word,  that  this  church  may  come 
into  the  use  itself  of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the  Holy  Supper;  which 
is  done  when  men,  with  the  eyes  of  their  spirit,  that  is,  with  the  understand- 
ing, see  the  holiness  that  is  concealed  therein,  and  apply  this  to  themselves 
by  the  means  which  the  L/ord  has  taught  in  His  Word. 
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There  is  natural  nourishment  for  the  body,  and  spiritual  nourishment 
for  the  soul;  spiritual  nourishment,  therefore,  is  for  eternal  salvation. 
These  twb  kinds  of  nourishment  must  not  be  confounded;  if  they  are  con- 
founded, man  forms  no  other  ideas  concerning  this  most  holy  Sacrament 
than  those  which  are  material,  corporeal,  and  carnal.  But  if  there  is  any 
one  who  is  not  able  to  think  anything  else  from  the  understanding  than  what 
he  sees  with  the  eye,  let  him  at  least  think  that  the  Holy  Supper  is  the  most 
holy  thing  of  worship,  and  let  him  remember  the  passion  of  Christ,  and  His 
love  for  the  salvation  of  man. 

The  whole  of  the  Lord,  and  the  whole  of  His  Redemption,  is  present  in 
the  Holy  Supper.  He  is  present  both  as  to  the  glorified  Human,  and  as  to 
the  Divine  from  which  the  Human  is;  and  where  the  whole  of  the  Ivord  is, 
there  also  is  the  whole  of  His  Redemption;  for  He  is  the  Redeemer,  even  as 
to  the  Human,  and  not  anything  of  Redemption  can  be  absent  where  He  is 
wholly  present.  Whence  it  is  evident,  that  the  fruits  of  the  Lord's  Redemp- 
tion return  to  those  who  worthily  draw  near  to  the  holy  communion. 

The  Lord  is  present  and  opens  heaven  to  those  who  come  worthily  to 
the  Holy  Supper,  and  He  is  also  present  to  those  who  come  unworthily,  but 
He  does  not  open  heaven  to  them;  consequently,  as  Baptism  is  introduction 
into  the  church,  so  the  Holy  Supper  is  introduction  into  heaven.  These  two 
Sacraments,  Baptism  and  the  Holy  Supper,  are  as  two  gates  to  eternal  life. 
By  Baptism,  which  is  the  first  gate,  every  Christian  man  is  admitted  and 
introduced  into  those  things  which  the  church  teaches  from  the  Word  con- 
cerning the  other  life;  all  of  which  are  means  whereby  he  may  be  prepared 
and  led  to  heaven.  The  other  gate  is  the  Holy  Supper,  through  which  every 
man  who  has  suffered  himself  to  be  prepared  and  led  by  the  Lord,  is  admitted 
and  introduced  into  heaven.     There  are  no  more  universal  gates. 

Those  come  to  the  Holy  Supper  worthily  who  have  faith  in  the  Lord  and 
charity  towards  the  neighbor;  they  are  in  the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  in  them; 
hence,  conjunction  with  the  Lord  is  effected  by  the  Holy  Supper.  Therefore 
the  Holy  Supper,  to  those  who  approach  worthily,  is  a  sign  and  a  seal  that 
they  are  the  sons  of  God;  moreover,  it  is  as  a  key  to  the  house  in  heaven, 
where  they  will  dwell  to  eternity. 

The  Holy  Supper  was  instituted  by  the  Lord,  that  bj^  means  of  it  the 
church  may  be  conjoined  with  heaven,  and  thus  with  the  Lord;  it  is,  there- 
fore, the  most  holy  thing  of  worship.  But  conjunction  with  the  Lord,  by  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Supper,  is  effected  solely  wath  those  who  are  in  the 
good  of  faith  and  love  to  the  Lord  from  the  Lord;  with  others,  indeed,  there 
is  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  but  no  conjunction  \s'ith  Him.  Besides,  th-e  Holy 
Supper  includes  and  comprehends  all  the  Divine  worship  instituted  in  the 
Israelitish  church;  for  the  offerings  and  sacrifices,  in  which  the  worship  of 
that  church  principally  consisted,  were  called,  in  one  word,  bread;  hence  also 
the  Holy  Supper  is  the  completion  or  fulness  of  that  worship. 
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Bread  sit^nifles  the  Lord,  and  everything-  holy  which  is  from  Him,  that  is, 
all  good  and  truth;  and  because  there  is  no  other  good,  which  is  good,  than 
that  which  is  of  love  and  charity,  therefore  bread  signifies  love  and  charity. 
Sacrifices  formerly  had  no  other  signification;  wherefore  they  were  called  by 
one  expression,  bread;  and  also,  the  flesh  of  the  sacrifices  was  eaten,  to  rep- 
resent a  heavenly  feast,  that  is,  conjunction  by  the  good  of  love  and  charity. 
This  also  is  what  is  signified  by  the  Holy  Supper,  which  succeeded  in  place 
of  sacrifices  and  the  feasts  upon  what  was  sanctified.  Thus  the  Holy  Supper 
is  an  external  of  the  church,  in  which  there  is  an  internal,  and  by  the  inter- 
nal it  conjoins  the  man  who  is  in  love  and  charity  with  heaven,  and  by 
heaven  with  the  Ivord. 

The  man  who  is  in  what  is  hoi}',  when  he  receives  the  bread  of  the  Holy 
Supper,  does  not  then  think  of  bread,  but  of  the  L/ord  and  His  mercy,  and  of 
those  things  which  are  of  love  to  Him,  and  of  charity  towards  the  neighbor, 
because  he  thinks  of  repentance  and  amendment  of  life;  but  this  with  a 
variety,  according  to  the  holiness  in  wdiich  he  is.  not  only  as  to  thought,  but 
also  as  to  affection. 

The  Ivord,  when  Pie  was  in  the  world,  opened  the  internal  things  of  His 
kingdom  and  church;  but  still  these  internal  things  were  known  to  those  who 
were  of  the  Ancient  Church,  but  they  were  led  to  them  by  external  things 
which  w-ere  representative;  but  whereas  such  things  were  altogether  lost  with 
the  Jewish  nation,  therefore  the  Ivord  taught  them;  yet  He  abolished  the  rep- 
resentatives themselves,  because  the  greatest  part  of  them  had  respect  to 
Himself,  for  the  image  must  vanish  when  the  effigy  itself  appears.  There- 
fore He  established  a  New  Church,  which  should  not,  as  the  former,  be  led 
to  things  internal  b}'  representatives,  but  which  should  know  them  without 
representatives;  and  in  the  place  thereof,  He  enjoined  Baptism  and  the  Holy 
Supper; — Baptism,  that  thereby  they  might  remember  regeneration;  and  the 
Holy  Supper,  that  thereby  they  might  remember  the  Lord  and  His  love 
towards  the  whole  human  race,  and  the  reciprocal  love  of  man  to  Him. 

The  man  who  looks  to  the  Lord,  and  performs  repentance,  is  conjoined 
to  the  Lord,  and  introduced  into  heaven,  by  the  most  holy  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper.  The  bread  and  wine  do  not  effect  this;  there  is  not  anything 
holy  in  them;  but  material  bread  and  heavenly  bread  correspond  to  each 
other,  and  so  do  material  wine  and  heavenly  wine;  and  heavenly  bread  is 
the  holy  of  love,  and  heavenly  wine  is  the  holy  of  faith,  both  from  the  Lord, 
and  both  the  Lord.  Thence  there  is  the  conjunction  of  the  Lord  with  man, 
and  of  man  wnth  the  Lord;  not  with  the  bread  and  wine,  but  with  the  love  and 
faith  of  the  man  who  has  repented;  and  conjunction  with  the  Lord  is  also 
introduction  into  heaven. 

Baptism  is  a  Sacrament  of  repentance,  and  thence  introduction  into  the 
church;  the  Holy  Supper  is  a  sacrament  of  repentance,  and  thence  intro- 
duction into  heaven.     In  the  work  of  repentance  man  ought  to  look  to  the 
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lyord  alone,  and  the  Holy  Supper  especially  was  instituted  for  this  end. 
The  Ivord  then  confirms  the  remission  of  sins  to  those  who  repent,  because 
in  that  Supper  every  one  is  kept  looking  to  the  L/ord  alone. 

Actual  repentance  is  to  examine  one's  self,  to  know  and  acknowledge 
one's  sins,  to  make  supplication  to  the  Lord,  and  to  begin  a  new  life.  If 
this  be  done  at  stated  times;  for  instance,  as  often  as  a  man  prepares  himself 
for  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Supper;  and  if  he  afterwards  abstain  from 
one  or  more  sins,  which  he  then  has  discovered  in  himself,  it  is  sufficient  to 
initiate  him  into  actual  repentance;  and  when  he  is  in  that,  he  is  on  the  way 
to  heaven;  for  then  from  natural  he  begins  to  become  spiritual,  and  to  be 
born  anew  of  the  L,ord.

Inspire  our  hearts,  O  Lord,  with  the  love  of  Thy  truth;  purify  our  affec- 
tions from  the  dross  of  this  world;  turn  our  thought  from  every  evil  way, 
that  we  may  keep  Thy  law,  and  worship  Thee  in  spirit  and  in  truth  forever. 
Amen, 


We  beseech  Thee,  O  Lord,  to  grant  the  light  of  Thy  Word  to  shine  upon 
us,  that  we  may  know  the  things  we  ought  to  do,  and  by  Thy  power  fulfill 
the  same  in  our  daily  life,  tp  the  glory  of  Thy  holy  name,  now  and  evermore. 
Amen. 


O  Lord,  Thou  art  He  that  cometh  down  from  heaven  and  giveth  life  unto 
the  world;  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  Thee,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live.

Grant  in  Thy  Divine  Mercy,  O  Lord,  that  we  may  abide  in  the  spirit  of 
Thy  Word,  that  we  may  be  faithful  to  Thy  commandments,  turning  not  aside 
to  the  ways  of  man,  but  bearing  fruit  to  Thee,  and  to  the  glory  of  Thy  holy 
name  forever.

BAPTISM. 


A  Hymv  or  Psalm  of  Praise  may  be  sung. 

The  Candidates  for  Baptism  having  come  forward,  or  the  Parents  having  presented  their 
children,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Inasmuch  as  man  is  born  of  his  parents  into  natural  life,  and  not 
into  vSpiritual  life,  and  by  inheritance  inclines  to  evils  of  every  kind, 
he  must  be  born  again  that  he  may  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God; 
and  inasmuch  as  this  new  birth  or  regeneration  is  represented  in  the 
waters  of  Baptism,  you  have  come  forward  that  you  {this  child)  may  be 
baptized,  and  thus  enter  according  to  order  into  the  Church  of  the  Lord 
on  earth.  Hear  now,  therefore,  the  teaching  of  the  Sacred  Scripture, 
and  of  the  Heavenly  Doctrine  of  the  New  Jerusalem. 

The  Minister  shall  then  read  one  or  more  of  the  following  passages  from  the  Sacred  Scripture: 

And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto  them,  saying,  All  power  is  given 
unto  me  in  heaven  and  on  earth.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit;  teaching  them  to  keep  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you;  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  all  the  days,  even  until  the 
consummation  of  the  age.     Amen.     Matthew  28:  iS-20. 

John  did  baptize  in  the  wilderness,  and  preach  the  baptism  of 
repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins.  And  there  went  out  to  him  all 
the  land  of  Judea,  and  they  of  Jerusalem,  and  were  all  baptized  of  him 
in  the  river  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins.     Mark  i:  4,  5. 

John  answered,  saying  unto  them  all,  I  indeed  baptize  you  with 
water;  but  one  mightier  than  I  cometh,  the  latchet  of  whose  shoes  I  am 
not  worthy  to  unloose;  He  shall  baptize  you  wnth  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
with  fire.     L^tke  3:  16.

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And  in  those  daj'S  Jesus  came  from  Nazareth  of  Galilee,  and  was 
baptized  of  John  in  the  Jordan.  And  straightway  coming  up  out  of 
the  water,  He  saw  the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Spirit  like  a  dove  de- 
scending upon  Him;  and  there  came  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying.  Thou 
art  m}'  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased.     Mark  i:  ()-ii. 

And  He  said  unto  them.  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  ever}^  creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be 
saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  condemned.     Mark  i6:  75,  16. 

Verily,  verily,  I  sa^'  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water, 
and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  the  kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is 
born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 
Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee.  Ye  must  be  born  again.  The  wind 
bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst 
not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth;  so  is  every  one  that  is 
born  of  the  Spirit.     John  j:  5-8. 

If  any  man  will  come  after  me,  let  him  den}'  himself,  and  take  up 
his  cross,  and  follow  me.     Matthew  16:  24. 

Lo,  children  are  a  heritage  of  the  Lord,  and  the  fruit  of  the  womb 
is  His  reward.     Psal?n  i2j:j. 

And  they  brought  young  children  unto  Him,  that  He  should  touch 
them;  and  the  disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought  them.  But  when 
Jesus  saw  it.  He  was  much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them.  Suffer  little 
children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not;  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  not  receive 
the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 
Mark  JO:  13-15. 

Take  heed  that  3'e  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones;  for  I  vSay 
unto  3'ou,  That  in  heaven  their  angels  do  alwa3's  behold  the  face 
of  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  Even  so  it  is  not  the  will  of  your 
Father  in  heaven,  that  one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish.  Matthew 
18:  10,  14. 

And  He  took  them  up  in  His  arms,  put  His  hands  upon  them,  and 
blessed  them.     Mark  10:  16. 

The  Minister  shall  then  read  a  portion  of  the  following,  or  other  passages  from  the  General 
Doctrine: 

Baptism  was  instituted  for  a  sign  that  a  man  is  of  the  Church,  and 
for  a  memorial  that  he  can  be  regenerated;  for  the  washing  of  Baptism 
is  a  spiritual  washing,  which  is  regeneration.  Since  every  one  who  is 
regenerated  also  undergoes  temptations,  which  are  vSpiritual  combats 
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against  evils  and  falsities,  these  also  are  signified  by  the  waters  of 
Baptism.  Inasmuch  as  Baptism  is  for  a  sign  and  memorial  of  these 
things,  man  may  be  baptized  as  an  infant,  and  if  not  in  his  infancy,  he 
may  be  baptized  as  an  adult.  Let  those,  therefore,  who  are  baptized 
know  that  Baptism  confers  neither  faith  nor  salvation;  but  that  it  testi- 
fies that  they  may  receive  faith  and  be  saved  if  they  are  regenerated. 

The  first  use  of  Baptism  is  introduction  into  the  Christian  Church, 
and  at  the  same  time  insertion  among  Christians  in  the  spiritual 
world.  The  second  use  of  Baptism  is  that  the  Christian  may  know 
and  acknowledge  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  our  Redeemer  and  Savior,  and 
follow  Him.  The  third  use  of  Baptism,  which  is  the  final  use,  is  that 
man  may  be  regenerated. 

Infants  are  introduced  by  Baptism  into  the  Christian  heaven,  and 
angels  are  there  assigned  to  them,  to  take  care  of  them,  by  whom  they 
are  kept  in  a  state  of  receiving  faith  in  the  Lord;  and  as  they  grow  up, 
and  come  into  their  own  right,  and  their  own  reason,  the  guardian 
angels  leave  them,  and  they  associate  to  themselves  such  spirits  as 
make  one  with  their  life  and  faith. 

All  who  are  baptized  are  to  be  initiated  into  the  knowledge  and  be- 
lief that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  God  of  heaven  and  earth,  in 
whom  is  the  Divine  Trinity  of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit;  and  that 
we  are  to  be  conjoined  with  Him  by  a  life  according  to  the  command- 
ments of  the  Decalogue.

In  the  Divine  Providence  of  the  Lord,  this  child  now  baptized  was 
born  into  the  world,  and  is  oommitted  to  your  care,  that  by  life  in  the 
world  he  may  be  prepared  for  life  in  heaven;  and  it  is  given  you  to  co- 
operate with  the  Lord  to  this  end.  Seek,  therefore,  for  the  light  and 
knowledge  to  guide  you  in  the  performance  of  your  part  in  this  work. 
Lead  this  child  to  acknowledge  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  his  God  and 
Father;  teach  him  the  Ten  Commandments,  that  he  may  learn  to  shun 
evils  as  sins;  let  him  learn  the  Lord's  Prayer,  that  he  may  be  introduced 
into  the  worship  of  the  Lord;  and  cause  him  to  be  instructed  in  the 
Word  of  the  Lord,  and  in  the  Heavenly  Doctrines  of  the  New  Jerusalem, 
that  he  may  be  prepared  for  regeneration.  In  this  way  you  will  pro- 
mote his  happiness  in  this  life,  and  his  eternal  welfare  in  the  world  to 
come.

The  Minister  shall  then  read  one  of  the  following: 

And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed  and  brake 
it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said.  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body. 
And  He  took  the  cup,  and  giving  thanks,  gave  it  to  them,  saying, 
Drink  ye  all  of  it;  for  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new  covenant,  which  is 
shed  for  many,  for  the  remission  of  sins. 

And  as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and  brake  it, 
and  gave  to  them,  and  said.  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body.  And  He  took 
the  cup,  and  when  He  had  given  thanks,  He  gave  it  to  them;  and  they 
all  drank  of  it. 

And  He  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  unto 
them,  saying.  This  is  my  body  which  is  given  for  you;  this  do  in  re- 
membrance of  me.  Likewise  also  the  cup  after  supper,  saying.  This 
cup  is  the  new  covenant  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you. 

Taking  the  bread,  the  Mintster  shall  say: 

Thus  will  I  bless  Thee  while  I  live;  I  will  lift  up  my  hands  in  Thy 
name.  My  soul  shall  be  satisfied  as  with  marrow  and  fatness;  and  my 
mouth  shall  praise  Thee  with  lips  of  singing. 

Taking  the  wine,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Unto  Him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  His  own 
blood;  to  Him  be  glory  and  dominion  for  ever  and  ever.     Amen. 

Having  prepared  the  elements,  the  Minister  shall  repeat  one  of  the  following,  or  some  other 
Invitation: 

Come  ye,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  partake  of  this 
most  holy  Sacrament,  devoutly  kneeling,  and  making  humble  con- 
fession to  the  Lord  your  God, 

Come  ye  now  and  partake  of  this  most  holy  Sacrament,  that  ye 
may  eat  the  food  prepared  of  God  for  the  salvation  of  your  souls. 

In  giving  the  bread,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

This  is  my  body,  which  is  given  for  you;  this  do  in  remembrance 
of  me. 

In  giving  the  U'ine,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

This  cup  is  the  new  covenant  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you. 
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The  following  may  be  said  by  the  Minister  as  he  gives  the  bread  to  each  comtnunicani : 

The  body  of  our  Lord,  which  is  given  for  thee,  preserve  thy  sotu' 
unto  everlasting  life. 

The  following  may  be  said  by  the  Minister  as  he  gives  the  wine  to  each  communicant: 

The  blood  of  our  Lord,  which  is  shed  for  thee,  preserve  thy  soul 
unto  everlasting  life. 

The  Minister  shall  then  repeat  one  of  the  following  Blessings:

The  Candidate  havhig-  cotne  forward,  the  Minister  shall  say:

But  as  many  as  received  Him,  to  them  gave 
He  power  to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  His 
name;  which  were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor 
of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God.     Johfi  i :  6-ij. 

In  those  days  came  John  the  Baptist,  preaching  in  the  wilderness 
of  Judea,  and  saying,  Repent  ye;  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 
For  this  is  he  that  was  spoken  of  by  the  prophet  Esaias,  saying.  The 
voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord, 
make  His  paths  straight.  And  the  same  John  had  his  raiment  of 
camel's  hair,  and  a  leathern  girdle  about  his  loins;  and  his  meat  was 
locusts  and  wild  honey.  Then  went  out  to  him  Jerusalem,  and  all 
Judea,  and  all  the  region  round  about  Jordan,  and  were  baptized  of 
him  in  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins.     Matthew  j:  i-6.

The  wind 
bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst 
not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goetli;  so  is  every  one  that  is 
born  of  the  Spirit.     /o/i?i  j:  §-8. 
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If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what 
ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you.  Herein  is  my  Father  glorified, 
that  ye  bear  much  fruit;  so  shall  ye  be  ray  disciples.  As  the  Father 
hath  loved  me,  so  have  I  loved  3'ou;  continue  ye  in  my  love.  If  3'e 
keep,  my  commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  my  love;  even  as  I  have 
kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and  abide  in  His  love.    /o/i?t  is:  7-10. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  me  before  men,  him  will  I  con- 
fess also  before  mj-  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  But  whosoever  shall 
deny  me  before  men,  him  wnll  I  also  deny  before  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.  He  that  loveth  father  or  mother  more  than  me  is  not  worthy 
of  me;  and  he  that  loveth  son  or  daughter  more  than  me  is  not  worthy 
of  me.  And  he  that  taketh  not  his  cross,  and  followeth  after  me,  is  not 
worthy  of  me.     Matthew  10: 32-38. 

Wherewith  shall  a  3'oung  man  cleanse  his  way?  By  taking  heed 
thereto  according  to  Thy  Word.  With  my  whole  heart  have  I  sought 
Thee;  O  let  me  not  wander  from  Thy  commandments.  Th}^  Word  have 
I  hid  in  my  heart,  that  I  might  not  sin  against  Thee.  Blessed  art  Thou, 
O  Lord;  teach  me  Thy  statutes.     Psalm  iig:  g-12. 

The  Minister  shall  theti  read  one  or  more  uf  the  folloiving,  or  other  passages  from  the  General 
Doctrine: 

The  tree  of  life  in  the  midst  of  the  Garden  of  Eden,  and  the  tree  of 
the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  signify  that  free  will  in  spiritual  things 
is  given  to  man. 

• 

While  he  lives  in  the  world,  man  is  kept  in  the  middle  between 
heaven  and  hell,  and  thereby  in  spiritual  equilibrium,  whence  he  has 
free  will  in  spiritual  things.  That  man  has  such  free  will  is  manifest 
from  the  permission  of  evil,  in  which  the  internal  of  every  one  is;  for 
he  can  think  in  favor  of  God,  or  against  God,  and  he  can  think  in  favor 
of  the  Divine  things  of  the  church,  or  against  them,  as  he  wills.  And 
because  man  has  free  will  in  spiritual  things,  he  also  has  free  will  in 
civil,  moral,  and  natural  things. 

Without  free  will  in  spiritual  things,  the  Word  would  not  be  of  any 
use,  nor  would  the  church  be  anything;  for  the  Word  is  a  book  of  laws 
according  to  which  man  is  to  live,  that  he  may  obtain  eternal  life;  for 
what  purpose  are  these  laws  if  man  has  no  free  will  in  spiritual  things, 
that  is,  in  such  things  as  concern  salvation  and  eternal  life  ? 
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Without  free  will  in  spiritual  things,  there  could  be  no  charity  or 
faith  with  any  man,  nor  any  conjunction  of  charity  and  faith;  hence 
there  could  not  be  anything  by  which  the  Lord  could  conjoin  Himself 
to  man,  and  without  reciprocal  conjunction  there  can  be  no  reformation, 
no  regeneration,  and  hence  no  salvation. 

Every  spiritual  thing  of  the  church,  which  enters  in  freedom,  and 
is  received  in  freedom,  remains;  but  if  anything  is  introduced  when 
there  is  not  a  state  of  freedom,  this  is  not  received,  nor  does  it  enter  in 
and  add  itself  to  the  life  of  man.  The  will  and  the  understanding  of 
man  are  in  this  free  will;  but  the  doing  of  evil  in  both  worlds  is  re- 
strained by  laws,  since  otherwise  society  would  perish,  and  the  whole 
human  race  would  be  destroyed. 

Kvery  man,  as  long  as  he  lives  in  the  world,  walks  in  the  midst 
between  heaven  and  hell,  and  thence  is  in  equilibrium,  so  that  he  has 
freedom  of  will  to  look  upward  to  God,  or  downward  to  hell;  if  he  looks 
upward  to  God,  he  is  as  to  his  spirit  actually  with  the  angels  of  heaven, 
but  if  he  looks  downwards,  as  every  one  does  who  is  in  the  falsity  of  evil, 
he  is  as  to  his  spirit  actually  with  the  devils  of  hell. 

Man  has  free  will  in  this,  that  he  feels  life  in  himself  to  be  as  his 
own,  and  God  leaves  him  so  to  feel,  that  conjunction  jna}^  be  effected, 
which  is  not  possible  unless  it  be  reciprocal;  and  it  becomes  reciprocal 
when  man  acts  as  from  himself.  Hence  it  follows,  that  every  man  can 
be  saved;  and  the  Lord  is  not  in  fault,  but  man,  if  he  is  not  saved;  and 
man  is  in  fault  because  he  does  not  cooperate,  or  act  as  of  himself  from 
God. 

The  reason  why  man  has  the  freedom  of  thinking  evil  and  falsity, 
and  also  of  doing  them,  so  far  as  the  laws  do  not  restrain,  is  that  he  may 
be  reformed;  for  goods  and  truths  must  be  implanted  in  his  love  and 
will,  that  they  may  become  of  his  life;  and  this  cannot  be  effected 
unless  he  have  the  liberty  of  thinking  evil  and  falsity,  as  well  as  good 
and  truth.  This  freedom  is  given  to  every  man  by  the  Lord,  For  that 
which  is  inseminated  in  freedom  remains;  but  what  is  inseminated  by 
compulsion  does  not  remain,  because  it  is  not  from  the  will  of  the  man 
himself,  but  from  the  will  of  him  who  compels. 

From  these  things  it  may  appear  that  free  will  consists  in  doing 
good  from  choice,  or  from  the  will  itself.  They  are  in  this  freedom 
who  are  led  by  the  Lord,  and  they  are  led  by  the  Lord  who  love  good 
and  truth  for  the  sake  of  good  and  truth. 
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Addressing  the  Candidate,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

You  have  been  baptized  into  the  New  Church,  and  you  now  pievSent 
yourself,  in  acknowledgment  of  your  Baptism,  to  take  upon  yourself, 
and  make  your  own,  the  confession  and  promise  made  for  you  by  ^-our 
parents  {guardia?is).

And  God  blessed 
them,  and  God  said  unto  them,  Be  fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  fill  the 
earth,  and  subdue  it;  and  have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and 
over  the  fowl  of  the  heaven,  and  over  every  living  thing  that  creepeth 
upon  the  earth.     Genesis  i:  27,  28. 

In  the  day  that  God  created  man,  in  the  likeness  of  God  made  He 
him;  male  and  female  created  He  them;  and  He  blessed  them,  and 
called  their  name  man.  in  the  day  when  they  were  created.  Genesis 
S-  r,  2. 

He  who  made  them  at  the  beginning  made  them  male  and  female, 
and  said.  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  father  and  mother,  and  shall 
cleave  unto  his  wife;  and  they  two  shall  be  one  flesh.  Wherefore  they 
are  no  more  two,  but  one  flesh.  What  therefore  God  hath  joined  to- 
gether, let  not  man  put  asunder.     Matthew  ig:  46. 

The  Minister  shall  then  read  one  or  ynore  of  the  following  passages,  or  other  instruction  from 
the  Heavenly  Doctrine: 

Marriage  on  earth  descends  from  the  marriage  of  good  and  truth 
in  heaven,  which  in  its  inmost  and  supreme  is  the  union  of  the  Divine 
and  the  Human  in  the  Lord.  The  marriage  of  conjugial  love,  which  is 
between  one  man  and  one  woman,  is  thus  from  the  Lord  Himself,  and 
is  with  angels  and  men,  according  to  their  acknowledgment  of  the 
Lord  in  heart  and  life. 

Conjugial  love  from  its  Divine  origin  is  celestial,  spiritual,  holy, 
pure,  and  clean,  above  every  love  which  is  from  the  Lord,  with  the 
angels  of  heaven  and  the  men  of  the  church;  and  it  is  also  the  funda- 
mental love  of  all  celestial,  spiritual,  and  thence  of  natural  loves;  and 
into  it  are  gathered  all  joys  and  all  delights  from  first  to  last;  but  no 
one  can  come  into  this  love  who  does  not  approach  the  Lord,  love  the 
truths  of  the  church,  and  do  its  goods.  .' 
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Marriage  is  most  holy,  not  only  from  its  origin  in  heaven  from  the 
Lord,  but  also  from  this,  that  it  is  the  seminary  of  the  human  race,  and 
that  which  is  the  seminary  of  the  human  race  is  also  the  seminary  of 
the  angelic  heaven.  Since  marriage  is  so  holy,  it  is  not  to  be  violated 
in  any  manner,  for  thereby  heaven  is  closed  to  man. 

The  marriage  of  love  truly  conjugial  is  the  union  of  two  in  thought 
and  will,  in  truth  and  good;  and  they  who  are  in  it  love  to  think  and 
will  each  as  the  other,  and  thus  to  become  as  one  man.  The  image 
and  likeness  of  one  is  in  the  mind  of  the  other,  and  they  dwell  together 
in  all  things  of  life  even  to  the  inmost.  They  who  so  dwell  together  on 
earth  dwell  together  as  angels  after  death. 

To  fulfill  the  Divine  end  of  marriage,  and  to  enjoy  its  blessedness 
of  life,  the  husband  and  wife  must  be  delivered  from  the  love  of  self 
and  the  w^orld,  and  become  established  in  vsupreme  love  to  the  Lord, 
and  in  mutual  love  to  each  other;  because  love  to  the  Lord  and  to  one 
another  conjoins  theitx  more  and  more,  in  affection  and  thought,  and  in 
every  word  and  work. 

Addressing  the  Bridegroom  and  Bride  by  their  Christian  names^  the  Minister  shall  say:'  ' 

You  have  come  before  the  Lord  that  your  mutual  consent  to 
become  husband  and  wife  may  be  fixed  and  established  in  a  solemn 
marriage  covenant,  the  same  to  be  duly  witnessed  and  confirmed. 

Will  you  now,  therefore,  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  pledge  your 
love  and  plight  your  faith,  each  to  the  other,  that  from  being  two  you 
may  become  one,  in  affection  and  in  thought,  in  mind  and  in  life  ? 

Each  shall  answer: 

I  will. 

Minister: 

And  will  you  now  be  united  together  in  marriage  as  husband  and 
wife,  according  to  the  laws  of  Divine  Order? 

Each  shall  atiswer; 

I  will. 

Addressing  the  man,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Wilt  thou  have  this  w^oman  for  thy  married  wife;  wilt  thou  love, 
honor,  and  comfort  her,  and  cleave  unto  her  alone,  that  ye  may  live 
together  in  the  holy  state  of  marriage,  according  to  the  ordinance  of 
God? 
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The  man  shall  ansicer: 
I  will. 

Addressing  the  woman,  the  Ministci  shall  say: 

Wilt  thou  have  this  man  for  thy  wedded  husband;  wilt  thou  love, 
honor,  and  comfort  him,  and  cleave  unto  him  alone,  that  ye  may  live 
together  in  the  holy  state  of  marriage,  according  to  the  ordinance  of 
God? 

The  woman  shall  answer: 

I  will. 

When  a  ring  is  used,  the  man  shall  give  the  ring  to  the  ivoman,  and  the  Mifiister  receiving  it 
from  the  rvoman  shall  return  it  to  the  wa«,  who  shall  place  it  on  the  fourth  finger  of  the 
woman's  left  hand,  and  holding  it  there  shall  say  after  the  Minister,  or  shall  himself  say: 

In  giving  this  ring  I  wed  thee:  and  take  thee  to  be  my  wife:  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  the  Bridegroom  and  Husband  of  the 
Church. 

The  7V0man  shall  then  say  after  the  Minister,  or  shall  herself  say: 

■  '■  In  receiving  this  ring  I  wed  thee:  and  take  thee  to  be  my  husband: 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  the  Bridegroom  and  Husband  of 
the  Church. 

The  man  ajid  woman  shall  nozv  Join  their  right  hands,  and  the  Minister  placing  his  hand  on 
j,,j        theirs  shall  say: 

In  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  pronounce  you  husband 
and  wife.     What  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put  asunder. 

The  wife  no7V  taking  her  place  at  the  left  hand  of  the  husband,  and  all  kneeling,  the  Minister 
shall  repeat  one  of  the  following,  or  other  suitable  Prayer: 

O  Lord,  the  Fountain  of  life,  and  the  Source  of  love  in  heaven  and 
on  earth;  crown,  we  beseech  Thee,  with  Thy  blessing  Th}-  servants 
now  joined  in  the  marriage  covenant;  unite  their  hearts  in  love  to 
Thee  and  to  one  another;  open  their  eyes  upon  their  relations  and 
duties;  sustain  them  in  the  trials  of  life,  and  confirm  them  more  and 
more  in  every  good  word  and  work.  Inspire  them  continually  with 
conjugial  love;  give  them  one  heart,  one  mind,  and  one  waj-;  lead  them 
in  the  paths  of  righteousness  and  peace,  to  the  fulness  of  joy  in  the  life 
everlasting.     Amen. 


4.l8  SACRAMENTS    AND    RITES. 

O  Lord  Jesus  ChrivSt,  who  art  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the 
human  race,  the  Author  of  life,  and  the  Source  of  love  to  angels  and  to 
men;  send  now,  we  beseech  Thee,. Thy  Divine  blessing  upon  these  Thy 
servants,  upon  this  man  and  this  woman,  now  united  in  the  bond  of 
marriage;  grant  them  the  knowledge  to  see  Thy  way,  and  the  power  to 
do  Thy  will,  that  the\^  may  ever  grow  and  increase  in  all  spiritual  in- 
telligence and  wisdom;  that  they  may  be  conjoined  more  closely  with 
Thee;  that  they  may  be  inspired  by  Thee  with  the  conjugial  which  is 
in  heaven;  that  they  may  be  prepared  by  a  life  together  on  earth  for  an 
eternal  oneness  in  Thine  everlasting  kingdom.     Amen. 

The  Minister  and  People  shall  say  together: 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  the  heavens,  hallowed  be  Thy  name.  Thy 
kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done,  as  in  heaven  so  upon  the  earth. 
Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as  we  also 
forgive  our  debtors.  And  lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us 
from  evil.  For  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory, 
forever.     Amen. 

The  husband  and  wife  still  kneeling,  the  Minister  rising  shall  lay  on  his  hands,  and  shall  say: 

The  Lord  bless  3'ou  and  keep  you;  the  Lord  make  His  face  to 
shine  upon  you,  and  be  gracious  unto  you;  the  Lord  lift  up  His 
countenance  upon  you,  and  give  you  peace.     Amen. 

Or  instead  the  Minister  may  say: 

The  Lord  in  His  mercy  bless  you,  preserve  you,  and  keep  you;  the 
Lord  look  upon  you,  and  guide  you,  and  lead  you;  the  Lord  grant  you 
a  blessed  life  on  earth,  and  eternal  life  together  in  heaven.     Amen. 

All  standing,  a  Hymn  or  Psahn  of  Praise  mav  he  sung. 
The  Minister  shall  then  pronounce  the  Benediction. 
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A  Hymn  or  Psalm  of  Piaisc  may  be  sung. 

The  Candidate  for  ordinatioti  having  come  forxvard,  the  Bishop  shall  sav: 

Inasmuch  as  in  the  Word  of  God,  and  in  the  Heavenly  Doctrine  of 
the  New  Jerusalem,  it  is  enjoined  and  provided  that  there  be  in  the 
Church  of  the  Lord  an  established  Priesthood,  to  be  instrumental  in  the 
Divine  work  of  saving  souls;  and  as  Priests  are  to  be  duly  inaugurated 
and  set  apart  for  the  duties  of  their  sacred  office,  by  praj-er  and  the 
laying  on  of  hands,  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  now,  therefore,  to  proceed 
according  to  the  institution  and  order  of  the  Church,  to  inaugurate 
this  our  brother,  who  has  presented  himself  before  the  Lord  this  day, 

into  the  ( degree  of  the)  office  of  the  Priesthood  of  the  Lord's  New 

Church. 

The  Bishop  shall  then  read  one  or  more  of  the  followi7ig  passages  of  Scripture: 

Concerning  the  institution  of  the  Priesthood  by  the  Lord  we  read 
in  the  Sacred  Scripture,  that 

When  Jesus  saw  the  multitudes,  He  was  moved  with  compassion  on 
them,  because  they  fainted,  and  were  scattered  abroad,  as  sheep  having 
no  shepherd.  Then  saith  He  unto  His  disciples.  The  harvest  truly  is 
plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few.  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest,  that  He  send  laborers  into  His  harvest.     Matthew  g:  36-38. 

When  JCvSUS  had  called  together  His  twelve  disciples,  He  gave  them 
power  over  unclean  spirits  to  cast  them  out,  and  to  heal  all  manner  of 
sickness,  and  all  manner  of  disease.  These  twelve  Jesus  sent  forth, 
and  commanded  them,  saying,  Go  not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and 
into  any  city  of  the  Samaritans  enter  ye  not;  but  go  rather  to  the  lost 
sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel;  and  as  ye  go,  preach,  saying,  The  kingdom 
of  heaven  is  at  hand.     Matthew  jo:  7-7. 

Jesus  came  and  spake  unto  them,  saying.  All  power  is  given  unto 
me  in  heaven  and  on  earth.  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you;  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  all  the  days,  even  until  the 
consummation  of  the  age.     Matthew  28:  18-20. 
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Jesus  said  unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you;  as  the  Father  hath  sent 
me,  even  so  send  I  you.  And  when  He  had  said  this,  He  breathed  on 
them,  and  saith  unto  them,  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Spirit.  Whose  soever 
sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them;  and  whose  soever  sins  ye 
retain,  they  are  retained.    John  20:  19-23. 

To  Simon  Peter  Jesus  said,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me 
more  than  these?  He  saith  unto  Him,  Yea,  Lord;  Thou  knowest  that 
I  love  Thee.  He  saith  unto  him.  Feed  my  lambs.  He  saith  to  him 
again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  ?  He  saith 
unto  Him,  Yea,  Lord;  Thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee.  He  saith  unto 
him,  Feed  my  sheep.  He  saith  unto  him  the  third  time,  Simon,  son  of 
Jonas,  lovest  thou  me  ?  Peter  was  grieved  because  He  said  unto  him 
the  third  time,  Lovest  thou  me?  And  he  said  unto  Him,  Lord,  Thou 
knowest  all  things;  Thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee.  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Feed  my  sheep.    Johii  21:  15-17- 

Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen  you,  and  ordained  you, 
that  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should 
remain;  that  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  my  name,  He 
may  give  it  unto  you.     Johri  15:  16. 

The  Bishop  shall  then  read  one  or  more  of  the  following  passages  of  Doctrine: 

We  read  also  in  the  Heavenly  Doctrine,  that 

The  priesthood  in  the  supreme  sense  is  every  office  w^hich  the  Lord 
performs  as  Savior;  and  whatsoever  He  performs  as  Savior  is  from  His 
Divine  Love;  hence  the  priesthood  was  representative  of  the  Lord  as  to 
all  the  work  of  salvation  from  Divine  Love.  Therefore  all  Divine 
w^orship  was  of  the  office  of  priest,  which  at  that  time  consisted  chiefly 
in  sacrifices  and  offerings,  in  arranging  the  bread  upon  the  table  of 
faces,  in  kindling  the  lamps  every  day,  in  burning  incense,  in  expiating 
the  people,  and  in  remitting  sins;  moreover  in  explaining  the  Divine 
law,  and  in  teaching,  w^hen  they  were  at  the  same  time  prophets. 

All  kings,  by  the  royalty  itself  wath  them,  represent  the  Lord;  in 
like  manner  all  priests  by  the  priesthood  itself  with  them.  The  royalty 
and  the  priesthood  are  hoi 3%  whatsoever  be  the  quality  of  him  who 
ministers;  hence  it  is  that  the  Word  taught  by  an  evil  person  is  equally 
holy,  and  also  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments  of  Baptism  and  the 
Holy  Supper,  and  the  like.  But  so  far  as  he  does  evil,  a  king  puts  off 
the  representative  of  holy  royalty,  and  the  priest  the  representative  of 
holy  priesthood,  and  represents  the  opposite. 
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Good  may  be  insinuated  into  another  by  any  one  in  the  country, 
but  not  truth,  except  by  those  who  are  teaching  ministers;  if  others 
insinuate  truth,  heresies  exist,  and  the  church  is  disturbed  and  rent 
asunder.  Charity  is  exercised  if  by  the  truth  of  the  church  the 
neighbor  is  led  to  good;  if  in  the  church  anything  be  called  truth 
which  leads  away  from  good,  it  is  not  to  be  remembered,  for  it  is  not 
truth. 

A  clergyman,  because  he  is  to  teach  doctrine  from  the  Word  con- 
cerning the  lyord,  and  concerning  redemption  and  salvation  by  Him,  is 
to  be  inaugurated  by  the  promise  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  by  the  repre- 
sentation of  its  transfer;  but  it  is  received  by  the  clergyman  according 
to  the  faith  of  his  life.  The  Divine  which  is  understood  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  proceeds  from  the  I,ord  through  the  clergy  to  the  laity  by 
preachings,  according  to  the  reception  of  the  doctrine  of  truth  thence; 
and  by  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Supper,  according  to  repentance 
before  it. 

Touch  is  communication,  translation,  and  reception,  because  the 
interiors  of  man  put  themselves  forth  by  externals,  especially  by  the 
touch,  and  thus  communicate  themselves  with  another,  and  transfer 
themselves  into  another;  and  so  far  as  the  will  of  another  is  in  accord 
and  makes  one,  they  are  received. 

The  Divine  virtue  and  operation  that  is  meant  by  the  sending 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  with  the  clergy  in  particular,  is  illustration  and 
instruction.  These  are  for  the  clergy  in  particular,  because  inaugura- 
tion into  the  ministry  brings  them  with  it.  In  addition  to  these  two, 
there  are  two  intermediate  ones,  which  are  perception  and  disposition; 
wherefore  there  are  these  four  which  follow  in  order  with  the  clergy, — 
illustration,  perception,  disposition,  and  instruction.  Illustration  is 
from  the  I^ord.  Perception  is  with  man  according  to  the  state  of  his 
mind,  formed  by  doctrine.  Disposition  is  from  the  affection  of  the  love 
of  the  will:  the  delight  of  this  love  disposes.  Instruction  follows  as  an 
effect  from  the  preceding  causes. 

Priests  are  to  teach  men  the  way  to  heaven,  and  also  lead  them; 
they  are  to  teach  them  according  to  the  doctrine  of  their  church  from 
the  Word,  and  lead  them  to  live  according  to  it.  Priests  who  teach 
truths,  and  thereby  lead  to  the  good  of  life,  and  thus  to  the  Lord,  are 
the  good  shepherds  of  the  sheep;  but  they  who  teach,  and  do  not  lead 
to  the  good  of  life,  and  thus  to  the  Lord,  are  evil  shepherds. 
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Priests  must  not  claim  to  themselves  any  power  over  the  souls  ot 
men,  for  they  do  not  know  in  what  state  the  interiors  of  men  are; 
still  less  must  they  claim  for  themselves  the  power  of  opening  and 
shutting  heaven,  since  that  power  belongs  to  the  Lord  alone. 

Priests  are  to  have  dignity  and  honor  on  account  of  the  holy  things 
which  they  perform;  but  they  who  are  wise  give  ht)nor  to  the  Lord, 
from  whom  the  holy  things  are,  and  not  to  themselves;  but  they  who 
are  not  wise  attribute  the  honor  to  themselves,  and  take  it  away  from 
the  Lord.  They  who  attribute  honor  to  themselves  on  account  of  the 
holy  things  which  they  perform,  prefer  honor  and  gain  to  the  salvation 
of  souls,  for  which  they  should  consult;  but  they  who  give  honor  to  the 
Lord,  and  not  to  themselves,  prefer  the  salvation  of  souls  to  honor  and 
gain.  No  honor  of  any  function  is  in  the  person,  but  it  is  adjoined  to 
the  person  according  to  the  dignity  of  the  thing  which  he  administers; 
and  what  is  adjoined  is  not  of  the  person  himself,  and  also  it  is  sepa- 
rated with  the  function;  honor  in  the  person  is  the  honor  of  wisdom 
and  of  the  fear  of  the  Lord.

Will  you  therefore  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  before  this 
assembly,  declare  your  faith  and  make  manifest  your  purpose  in 
entering  the  priestly  office  ? 
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Tlie  Candidate  shall  read  his  declaration  of  faith. 
The  Bishop  shall  then  say: 

Will  you  now  be  ordained  into  the  Priesthood  of  the  New  Church, 
that  you  may  enter  upon  the  duties  of  this  sacred  office  ? 

A  tiswer: 

I  will 

THE  SECOND  DEGREE. 

Addressing  the  Minister,  the  Bishop  shall  say: 

You  have  been  ordained  into  the  finst  degree  of  the  Priesthood,  and 
have  vServed  as  a  MinivSter  of  the  Church;  and  now  you  are  called  and 
selected  for  the  second  or  pastoral  degree  of  the  Priesthood  of  the  New 
Church,  and  have  presented  v^/zr^^//' for  ordination  into  that  degree;  let 
me  ask,  therefore: 

Do  you  believe  that  this  call  and  selection  is  of  the  Divine  Provi- 
dence of  the  Eord  ? 

A  nswer: 

I  do. 

The  Bishop  shall  say: 

Are  you  ready  and  willing  to  take  upon  yourself  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  office  of  Pastor  in  the  Priesthood  of  the  New 
Church  ? 

A  nsiver: 

I  am. 

The  Bishop  shall  say: 

Will  you  therefore  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  before  this 
assembly,  declare  your  faith  and  make  manifest  your  purpose  in 
entering  the  pastoral  degree  of  the  priestly  office  ? 

The  Minister  shall  read  his  declaration  of  faith. 
The  Bishop  shall  then  say: 

Will  you  now  be  ordained  into  the  vSecond  or  pastoral  degree  of  the 
Priesthood  of  the  New  Church,  that  you  may  enter  more  fully  into  the 
duties  of  this  sacred  office  ? 

A  nswer: 

I  will. 
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THE  THIRD  DEGREE. 

Addressing  the  Pastor,  the  Bishop  shall  say: 

You  have  been  ordained  into  the  first  and  second  degrees  of  the 
Priesthood,  and  have  served  as  a  Minister,  and  as  a  Pastor,  of  the 
Church;  and  now  you  are  called  and  selected  for  the  third  or  episcopal 
degree  of  the  Priesthood  of  the  New  Church,  and  have  -preisented yourself 
for  ordination  into  that  degree;  let  me  ask,  therefore: 

Do  you  believe  that  this  call  and  selection  is  of  the  Divine  Provi- 
dence of  the  Lord  ? 

A  nswer: 

I  do. 

The  Bishop  shall  say: 

Are  3'ou  ready  and  willing  to  take  upon  yourself  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  office  of  Bishop  in  the  Priesthood  of  the  New 
Church  ? 

A  nswer: 

I  am. 

The  Bishop  shall  say: 

Will  you  therefore  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  before  this 
assembl3%  declare  your  faith  and  make  manifCvSt  your  purpose  in 
entering  the  episcopal  degree  of  the  priestly  office  ? 

The  Pastor  shall  read  his  declatation  of  faith. 
The  Bishop  shall  then  say: 

Will  you  now  be  ordained  into  the  third  or  episcopal  degree  of  the 
Priesthood  of  the  New  Church,  that  you  may  enter  still  more  fully 
into  the  duties  of  this  sacred  office  ? 

A  nswer: 

I  will. 

All  kneeling,  the  Bishop  shall  repeat  otie  of  the  following,  or  other  suitable  Prayer: 

O  Lord,  our  Redeemer  and  Savior;  we  beseech  Thee  to  bless  Thy 
servant  now  about  to  enter  {more  fidly)  among  those  who  teach  Thy 
Word  and  lead  in  the  way  of  heaven;  enlighten  him  by  Thy  Holy 
Spirit;  warm  his  heart;  strengthen  his  hands;  give  him  knowledge  and 
understanding,  that  he  may  see  Thy  truth  and  follow  Thee,  seeking  to 
know  only  Thy  Divine  will  and  Thy  Divine  law,  in  Thy  presence 
evermore.     Amen. 
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O  Ivord  Jesus  Christ,  who  art  our  King  and  High  Priest  forever;  we 
pray  Thee  for  the  fulness  of  Thy  presence  in  this  act  and  ordinance  of 
Thy  Church;  come  Thou,  O  Lord,  with  light  and  power,  to  give  enlight- 
enment and  strength  to  this  Thy  serva?it  now  entering  {more  fully)  upon 
the  duties  of  the  priestly  office;  be  Thou  with  him  in  the  work  that  is 
before  him;  bless  his  ministrations  for  the  good  of  Thy  Church;  lead 
him  in  the  way  of  truth  and  order  in  the  promotion  of  Thy  Divine 
work  of  leading  souls  to  Thy  kingdom;  as  he  works  so  may  he  grow  in 
knowledge  and  intelligence,  and  in  all  good,  that  he  may  fulfill  the 
measure  of  his  use,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  Thy  holy  name.     Atnefi. 

The  Mi>iistey  and  People  shall  say  together:

In  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  do  hereby  ordain  thee  a 
Priest  of  the  New  Church,  in  the  second  degree  of  the  office  of  the 
Priesthood. 

The  Bishop  shall  then  administer  the  Blessing  as  above. 
The  Minister  ti'sing.  the  Bishop  shall  say  to  him:

THE  THIRD  DEGREE. 

The  Minister  still  kneeling,  the  Bishop  standing  shall  lay  on  his  hands,  and  shall  say: 

In  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  do  hereby  ordain  thee  a 
Priest  of  the  New  Church,  in  the  third  degree  of  the  office  of  the 
Priesthood. 

The  Bishop  shall  then  administer  the  Blessing  as  above. 
The  Alinister  rising,  the  Bishop  shall  say  to  him: 

In  addition  to  the  duties  already  conferred,  thou  art  b}'  this  act  of 
ordination  authorized  to  ordain  ministers,  and  to  preside  over  a  general 
body  of  the  Church;  and  so  to  enter  still  more  fully  into  the  use  of 
teaching  men  the  wav  to  heaven,  and  of  leading  them  therein. 
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The  Bishop  placing  the  stole  sJiall  say: 

By  this  sign  it  shall  be  known  that  you  are  furnished  and  prepared 
perform  the  duties  pertaining-  to  the  third  degree  of  the  priestly 
fice. 

Tfie  Bishop  tnay  then  say: 

You  have  been  introduced  into  the  third  degree  of  the  priesthood 
the  New  Church,  and  I  now  recognize  you  as  a  Bishop  in  the  General 
tiurch  of  the  New  Jerusalem. 

The  Bishop  may  then  say  to  the  Minister,  Pastor^  or  Bishop,  newly  ordained: 

By  this  act  of  inauguration  you  are  introduced  {jnore  fully)  into 
)ur  use  of  charity  among  men ;  and  as  a  man  is  regenerated  by  his  use 
charity,  when  he  shuns  evils  as  sins,  so  the  pricvSt  by  the  faithful 
;rformance  of  the  duties  of  his  function,  and  by  a  loyal  obedience  to 
e  laws  of  order  as  applied  to  his  use,  is  led  in  the  path  of  heaven  and 
ernal  life;  even  as  we  read  in  the  Heavenly  Doctrine  concerning 
larity  in  the  priest: — If  he  looks  to  the  Lord  and  shuns  evils  as  sins, 
id  performs  sincerely,  justly,  and  faithfull}',  the  w^ork  of  the  Ministry, 
i  does  the  good  of  use  continually,  and  becomes  charity  in  form, 
nd  he  does  the  good  of  use,  or  the  work  of  the  Ministr}^  sincerely, 
stly,  and  faithfully,  when  the  salvation  of  souls  affects  him;  and  as 
is  affects  him,  so  truths  affect  him,  because  by  them  he  leads  souls  to 
?aven ;  and  he  leads  souls  by  truths  to  heaven  when  he  leads  them  to 
e  Lord.  His  love  then  is  to  teach  truths  diligently  from  the  Word, 
;cause  when  he  teaches  them  from  the  Word,  he  teaches  them  from 
e  Lord.  For  the  Lord  is  not  onl}'  the  Word,  but  He  is  the  Way,  the 
ruth,  and  the  Life,  and  also  the  Door;  wherefore  he  who  enters  by  the 
3rd  as  the  Door  into  the  sheepfold  is  a  good  shepherd;  but  he  who 
)es  not  enter  by  the  Lord  as  the  Door  into  the  sheepfold  is  an  evil 
lepherd,  who  is  called  a  thief  and  a  robber. 

In  this  teaching  of  the  Heavenly  Doctrine  concerning  charity  in 
le  priest,  we  learn  that  he  is  to  look  to  the  Lord,  and  he  is  to  shun 
dls  as  sins.  This  is  the  sum  of  the  law  and  the  prophets,  the  sum  of 
1  Divine  Truth,  the  two  universals  of  salvation  and  eternal  life, 
''hen  this  is  done  by  a  priest  in  his  use,  he  then  performs  his  use 
ncerely,  justly,  and  faithfully,  and  is  a  good  shepherd  providing  for 
le  welfare  of  the  sheep;  and  he  is  affected  by  the  love  of  the  salvation 
souls,  which  is  from  the  Divine  Love,  and  the  Divine  End,  of 
le   salvation    of   the   human   race,   and  the  formation   of  an  angelic 
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heaven;  and  he  is  affected  by  the  love  of  the  salvation  of  souls  when 
he  is  affected  by  truths,  for  truths  are  what  save  souls.  He  therefore 
looks  to  the  Lord  when  he  looks  to  the  truths  of  His  Word,  and  follows 
those  truths,  without  regard  to  the  allurements  of  the  world,  and  with- 
out fear  of  any  consequences  to  himself;  for  he  knows  that  the  Lord 
will  protect  and  provide  for  every  one  who  faithfully  performs  the  work 
of  his  use,  and  the  duty  of  his  calling. 

The  duty  of  the  priest  then,  as  the  dut}^  of  all  men,  is  given  in  sum 
in  the  Divine  injunction  to  look  to  the  Lord,  and  to  shun  evils  as  sins; 
the  application  of  which  is  left  to  every  one,  according  to  the  illus- 
tration that  is  given  him,  and  the  spiritual  discernment  in  the  duties  of 
his  use. 

And  now  may  the  Lord  go  with  you  in  all  your  ways,  and  by  the 
Spirit  of  truth  lead  you  into  all  truth.     Amen. 

A  Hymn  or  Pialm  of  Praise  may  be  sung,  and  Uie  Benediction  may  follow. 
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The  Service  may  be  opetied  by  the  singing  of  a  Hymn  or  Selection  from  the  IVord. 

The  Minister  shall  read  the  tuhole  or  portions  of  the  following  from  the  Sacred  Scripture:

The  days  of  our  years 
are  threescore  years  and  ten;  and  if  by  reavSon  of  strength  they  are 
fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength,  labor  and  sorrow;  for  it  is  soon 
cut  off,  and  we  fly  away.  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we 
may  appl}^  our  hearts  unto  wisdom.     Psalm  go:  i-6,  lo,  12. 

The  Lord  is  gracious,  and  full  of  compassion;  slow  to  anger,  and  of 
great  mercy.  The  Lord  is  good  to  all;  and  His  tender  mercies  are  over 
all  His  works.  The  Lord  is  righteous  in  all  His  ways,  and  holy  in  all 
His  works.  The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  all  them  that  call  upon  Him,  to  all 
that  call  upon  Him  in  truth.  He  will  fulfill  the  desire  of  them  that 
fear  Him;  He  also  will  hear  their  cr}^  and  will  save  them.  The  Lord 
preserveth  all  them  that  love  Him;  but  all  the  wicked  will  He  destroy. 
My  mouth  shall  speak  the  praise  of  the  Lord;  and  let  all  flesh  bless

Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so  the  Lord  pitieth  them  that 
fear  Him.  For  He  knoweth  our  frame;  He  remembereth  that  we  are 
dust.  As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass;  as  a  flower  of  the  field,  so 
he  flourisheth.  For  the  wind  passeth  over  it,  and  it  is  gone;  and  the 
place  thereof  shall  know  it  no  more.  But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is 
from  everlasting  to  everlasting  upon  them  that  fear  Him,  and  His 
righteousness  unto  children's  children;  to  such  as  keep  His  covenant, 
and  to  those  that  remember  His  commandments  to  do  them.

\,?iy  not  up  for  3'ourselves  treasures  upon  earth,  where  moth  and 
rust  doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  break  through  and  steal;  but  lay 
up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust 
doth  corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  break  through  nor  steal;  for 
where  your  treasure  is,  there  will  3^our  heart  be  also.

I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life;  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though 
he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live;  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in 
me  shall  never  die.

Now  that  the  dead  are  raised,  even  Moses  showed  at  the  bush, 
when  he  called  the  Lord  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac, 
and  the  God  of  Jacob.  For  He  is  not  a  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the 
living;  for  all  live  unto  Him.     Luke  20: 37,  38. 

And,  behold,  I  come  quickly;  and  my  reward  is  with  me,  to  give 
every  man  according  as  his  work  shall  be.  I  am  Alpha  and  Omega,  the 
Beginning  and  the  End,  the  First  and  the  Last.     Blessed  are  they  who  do 
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His  commandments,  that  they  may  have  power  in  the  tree  of  life  and 
may  enter  m  through  the  gates  into  the  city.     Revelation  22:  12-14. 

And  I  looked,  and,  lo,  a  Lamb  stood  on  mount  Sion,  and  with  Him 
a  hundred  forty  and  four  thousand,  having  His  Father's  name  written 
m  their  foreheads.  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  as  the  voice  of 
many  waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  a  great  thunder;  and  I  heard  the  voice 
of  harpers  harping  with  their  harps;  and  they  sang  as  it  were  a  new 
song  before  the  throne,  and  before  the  four  beasts,  and  the  elders;  and 
no  man  could  learn  that  song  but  the  hundred  and  forty  and  four 
thousand,  which  were  redeemed  from  the  earth.

Therefore  are  they 
before  the  throne  of  God,  and  serve  Him  day  and  night  in  His  temple; 
and  He  that  sitteth  on  the  throne  shall  dwell  among  them.  They  shall 
hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more;  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on 
them,  nor  any  heat.  For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne 
shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them  unto  living  fountains  of  waters;

Here  is  the  patience  of  the  saints;  here  are  they  that  keep  the 
commandments  of  God,  and  the  faith  of  Jesus.

Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in 
the  Lord  from  henceforth.  Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from 
their  labors;  and  their  works  do  follow  them.     Revelation  14:  12-13 

At  the  funeral  of  a  child,  portions  of  the  foregoing  may  be  read  with  the  following: 

O  Lord  our  Lord,  how  excellent  is  Thy  name  in  all  the  earth!  who 
hast  set  Thy  glory  above  the  heavens.  Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and 
sucklings  hast  Thou  ordained  strength  because  of  Thine  enemies;  that 
Thou  mightest  still  the  enemy  and  the  avenger.  When  I  consider  Thy 
heavens,  the  work  of  Thy  fingers,  the  moon  and  the  stars,  which  Thou 
hast  ordained;  what  is  man,  that  Thou  art  mindful  of  him  ?  and  the  son 
of  man,  that  Thou  visitest  him  ?  For  Thou  hast  made  him  a  little  lower 
than  the  angels,  and  hast  crowned  him  with  glory  and  honor.  O  Lord 
our  Lord,  how  excellent  is  Thy  name  in  all  the  earth  !     Psalm.  8:  1-5,  9. 
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And  they  brought  unto  Him  also  infants,  that  He  would  touch 
them;  but  when  His  disciples  saw  it,  they  rebuked  them.  But  Jesus 
called  them  unto  Him,  and  said,  Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me, 
and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little 
child  shall  in  no  wise  enter  therein.     Luke  i8:  15-17- 

Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones,  for  I  say 
unto  you,  That  in  heaven  their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face  of  my 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  Even  so  it  is  not  the  will  of  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven,  that  one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish.  Matthew 
18:  10,  14. 

And  David  said.  While  the  child  was  yet  alive,  I  fasted  and  wept; 
for  I  said.  Who  can  tell  whether  God  will  be  gracious  unto  me,  that 
the  child  may  live  ?  But  now  he  is  dead,  wherefore  should  I  fast  ?  can  I 
bring  him  back  again  ?  I  shall  go  to  him,  but  he  shall  not  return  to

The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away;  blessed  be  the  name 
of  the  Lord.     Job  i:  21. 

The  Minister  may  then   read  the  7vhnle  or  portions  of  the  following  from  the  Heavenly 
Doctrine^  or  give  other  instruction : 

Man  is  so  created  that  as  to  his  internal  he  cannot  die;  for  he  can 
believe  in  God,  and  can  also  love  God,  and  can  thus  be  conjoined  with 
God  by  faith  and  love;  and  to  be  conjoined  with  God  is  to  live  to 
eternity. 

Man  lives  as  a  man  after  death,  and  those  who  are  conjoined  with 
God  by  a  life  according  to  His  commandments,  are  more  blessed  and 
happy  than  before  in  the  world,  exceeding  it  a  thousand  times. 

After  the  death  of  the  body,  the  spirit  of  man  appears  in  the 
spiritual  world  in  a  human  form,  altogether  as  it  appeared  in  the  natural 
world.  He  also  enjoys  the  faculty  of  sight,  of  hearing,  of  speaking, 
and  of  feeling,  as  before  in  the  world;  and  he  is  endowed  with  every 
faculty  of  thought,  of  will,  and  of  action,  as  before  in  the  world;  in  a 
word,  he  is  a  man  in  all  things  and  in  every  particular,  as  he  was 
before  in  the  world,  except  that  he  is  not  encompassed  with  that  gross 
body  which  he  had  before;  he  leaves  this  when  he  dies,  nor  does  he 
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ever  resume  it.      This  continuation  of  life  is  what  is  meant  by  the 
resurrection. 

That  after  death  every  man  lives  to  eternity,  is  manifest  from  the 
Word,  where  life  in  heaven  is  called  life  everlasting;  and  the  Lord  said 
also  to  His  disciples,  Because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also;  and  concerning 
the  resurrection  He  said,  that  God  is  God  of  the  living,  and  not  of  the 
dead,  for  all  live  unto  Him,  and  that  they  cannot  die  any  more. 

Because  after  death  every  man  lives  to  eternit}',  no  angel  or  spirit 
ever  thinks  of  death,  yea,  they  are  altogether  ignorant  of  what  death  is. 
Wherefore  when  mention  is  made  in  the  Word  of  death,  they  under- 
stand resurrection  and  the  continuation  of  life;  and  when  mention  is 
made  of  burial,  they  do  not  think  of  the  body  which  is  rejected,  but  of 
the  soul  which  rises  again;  for  they  are  in  spiritual  ideas,  thus  in  those 
things  which  are  of  life. 

Man  is  said  to  die,  but  still  he  does  not  die;  he  is  only  separated 
from  the  material  body,  which  had  served  him  for  use  in  the  world,  but 
which  can  no  longer  be  of  any  use  to  him;  for  man  himself  lives.  He 
is  said  to  live,  because  man  is  not  a  man  from  the  body  but  from  the 
spirit;  for  it  is  the  spirit  that  thinks  in  man;  and  the  tliought  with 
affection,  which  makes  the  spirit,  also  makes  the  man.  Hence  it  is 
that  when  a  man  dies,  he  only  passes  from  one  world  to  another. 

In  order  that  every  man  may  live  to  eternit}',  it  is  necessary  that 
what  is  mortal,  or  the  material  body,  should  be  taken  away  from  him 
by  death;  when  this  is  done,  that  which  is  immortal  is  as  it  were 
stripped  naked,  and  man  becomes  a  spirit,  an  inhabitant  of  the  spiritual 
world,  still  in  the  human  form. 

When  a  man  thus  passes  from  the  natural  into  the  spiritual  world, 
he  takes  with  him  all  things  belonging  to  him  as  a  man,  except  his 
earthly  body.  For  he  is  still  in  a  bod}',  as  he  was  in  the  world,  and 
to  all  appearance  in  the  same  body;  but  his  body  is  vSpiritual,  and 
wholly  distinct  from  what  is  natural.  Man,  now  a  spirit  in  a  spiritual 
bod}^  enjoys  every  external  and  internal  sense  which  he  had  when  he 
was  in  the  world.  In  a  word,  when  a  man  passes  from  one  life  into  the 
other,  or  from  one  world  into  the  other,  it  is  the  same  as  if  he  passed 
from  one  place  to  another;  and  he  carries  with  him  all  things  which  he 
had  in  himself  as  a  man.  Therefore,  after  death,  which  is  only  the 
death  of  the  earthly  body,  it  cannot  be  said  that  man  has  lost  anything 
that  belonged  to  him  as  a  man. 
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With  every  man  there  is  an  inmost  or  supreme  degree  of  life,  into 
which  the  Divine  of  the  Lord  first  inflows.  This  inmost  or  supreme  is 
the  entrance  of  the  Lord  into  man,  and  is  His  very  abode  itself  with 
him;  by  it  man  is  man  and  is  distinguished  from  the  brute  animals, 
which  have  it  not.  It  is  from  thence  that  man  can  be  elevated  by  the 
Lord  to  Himself,  can  believe  in  Him,  can  be  affected  by  love  to  Him, 
can  receive  intelligence  and  wisdom,  and  speak  from  reason.  It  is  by 
virtue  of  this  faculty  that  every  man,  even  the  evil,  lives  to  eternity. 

That  the  mind  of  man  cannot  die,  the  ancient  sages  saw;  for  they 
said,  How  can  the  soul  or  mind  of  man  die,  when  it  has  the  faculty  of 
growing  wise?  Their  interior  idea  on  this  subject  is  known  to  few  at 
this  day,  but  it  descended  into  their  common  perception  from  heaven, 
and  was  this,  that  God  is  wisdom  itself,  of  which  man  is  a  partaker, 
and  God  is  immortal  or  eternal,  and  man  is  because  God  is. 

Every  man  is  created  to  live  to  eternity  in  a  happy  state;  for  He 
that  wills  that  every  man  should  live  to  eternity,  wills  also  that  he 
should  live  in  a  happy  state.  What  would  eternal  life  be  without  it  ? 
This  state  of  man,  indeed,  is  the  end  of  creation.  From  these  things  it 
is  manifest,  that  eternal  life  is  also  eternal  happiness.  But  that  only 
those  who  go  to  heaven  are  in  this  state,  is  not  the  fault  of  the  Lord, 
but  of  man. 

The  reason  why  all  do  not  go  to  heaven  is  because  they  imbibe  the 
delights  of  hell,  which  are  opposite  to  the  happiness  of  heaven,  and 
they  who  are  not  in  the  happiness  of  heaven  cannot  enter  into  heaven, 
because  they  cannot  endure  it.  No  one  who  enters  the  spiritual  world 
is  refused  the  liberty  of  ascending  into  heaven;  but  he  who  is  in  the 
delight  of  hell  cannot  remain  there,  since  opposites  act  against  each 
other.  But  because  they  were  born  men,  and  cannot  die,  it  is  provided 
that  every  man  vShall  dwell  with  his  like,  or  with  those  who  are  in  a 
similar  delight  of  life,  the  evil  with  the  evil,  and  the  good  with  the 
good;  and  it  is  allowed  every  one,  even  the  evil,  to  be  in  his  own 
delight,  provided  he  does  not  infest  the  good. 

Those  who  are  in  heaven  are  continually  advancing  to  the  spring  of 
life;  and  to  a  spring  so  much  the  more  delightful  and  happy,  the  more 
thousands  of  years  they  live,  and  this  to  eternity,  with  increase  according 
to  the  progressions  and  degrees  of  their  love,  charity,  and  faith. 
Women  who  have  died  old  and  worn  out  with  age,  and  have  lived  in 
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faith  in  the  Lord  in  charity  towards  the  neighbor,  and  in  happy 
conjugal  love  w.th  a  husband,  after  a  succession  of  years  come  more 
and  more  mto  the  flower  of  youth  and  early  womanhood,  and  into  a 
beauty  wh.ch  exceeds  all  idea  of  beauty  ever  perceivable  by  our  sight 
Goodness  and  chanty  is  what  forms  and  makes  a  resemblance  of 
tself,  and  causes  the  delight  and  beauty  of  charity  to  shine  forth  from

chanty.    They  have  been  seen  by  some,  and  have  excited  astonishment 
The  form  of  chanty,  which  is  seen  to  the  life  in  heaven,  is  such  that 
chanty  itse  f  is  what  portrays  and  is  portrayed;    and  this  in  such  a 

"'rf  I    .  "^^""^^  ''"^^^'  ^«Pe^ia"y  the  face,  is  as  it  were  charity 

which  both  appears  and  is  plainly  perceived;  which  form,  when  it  is 
beheld,  IS  ineffable  beauty,  affecting  with  charity  the  inmost  life  of  the 
mind  In  a  word,  to  grow  old  in  heaven  is  to  grow  young;  those  who 
have  lived  in  love  to  the  Lord  and  in  charity  towards  the  neighbor 
become  such  forms,  or  such  beauties,  in  the  other  life.  All  the  angels 
are  such  forms,  with  innumerable  variety;  and  of  these  heaven  consists. 

All  kneeling^  the  Minister  shall  repeat  one  of  the  following^  or  other  suitable  Prayer: 

O  Lord,  our  Redeemer  and  Savior,  who  art  the  Resurrection  and  the 
Life,  and  our  dwelling  place  in  all  generations;  unfold  unto  us  the 
ways  of  Thy  merciful  Providence,  that  we  may  stay  our  souls  on  Thee 
who  art  our  everlasting  strength,  and  that  with  the  passing  away  of 
these  earthly  things  we  may  come  unto  Thee,  and  receive  the  life  of 
Thy  heavenly  kingdom. 

In  Thy  Divine  Compassion  comfort  the  family  and  friends  of  the 
departed;  be  Thou  their  consolation,  their  strength,  and  their  shield- 
enlighten  them  by  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  they  may  confide  in  the 
appointments  of  Thine  all-ruling  Providence,  and  say  with  the  thought 
of  their  heart,  O  Lord,  Thy  will  be  done;  lead  them  in  Thy  mercy  to 
the  living  Fountain  of  waters,  and  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 

By  this  visitation  of  Thy  Providence,  promote,  we  beseech  Thee 
the  spiritual  w^elfare  of  each  one  of  us,  and  further  our  preparation  for 
the  life  which  is  everlasting;  that  when  we  are  gathered  to  our  fathers 
we  may  be  received   into   heaven,  and  dwell  in  Thy  house  forever' 
Amen. 
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O  Lord  God  of  our  fathers,  most  merciful  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in 
whose  presence  all  men  are  living,  and  with  whom  there  is  no  death; 
we  beseech  Thee  to  grant  unto  us  that  we  may  see  in  the  passing  aw^ay 
from  this  life  of  those  whom  we  love,  as  in  all  the  dispensations  of  Thy 
Providence,  naught  but  the  operation  of  Thy  love  and  mercy;  and  that 
we  may  acknowledge,  even  though  we  mourn  our  natural  loss,  that  all 
which  Thou  doest  is  well,  that  every  calamity  of  this  world  doth  but 
minister  to  the  universal  end  of  Thy  creation,  and  that  even  through 
the  death  of  this  life  Thou  dost  bestow  the  life  of  Thine  eternal  kingdom 
upon  all  who  love  Thee  and  keep  Th}'  commandments.  Teach  us  all, 
O  Lord,  to  feel  and  know  in  our  hearts  that  Thy  way  is  truth,  that  Thy 
mercy  is  everlasting,  and  that  in  Thy  presence  alone  is  life  and  peace, 
and  joy  forever.     Amen. 

O  Lord,  our  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  Thou  everliving  God,  who  hast 
in  Thine  infinite  mercy  been  pleased  to  call  the  departed  {little  one) 
from  this  temporal  to  Thine  eternal  world;  grant  unto  us  to  see  in  this 
dispensation  of  Thy  wisdom  the  footsteps  of  an  all-merciful  Providence, 
which  in  ever\'  act  of  apparent  destruction  doth  but  further  the  progress 
of  an  eternal  creation,  and  through  the  death  of  this  life  doth  bestow 
the  life  of  a  heavenly  kingdom.

Forasmuch  as  it  hath  pleased  the  Lord  in  His  good  Providence  to 
remove  our  brother  (ox  sister,  ox  this  child,)  to  the  spiritual  world,  we 
do  therefore  commit  his  bod}^  to  the  grave,  earth  to  earth,  ashes  to 
ashes,  dust  to  dust.  As  the  natural  body  is  dissolved,  the  spiritual 
body  is  released  and  lifted  up.  Death  is  the  gate  of  life.  He  is  not 
here,  he  is  risen.  The  Lord  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead  to  live  in 
the  spiritual  world  forever. 

Jesus  said,  I  am  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life.  He  that  believeth 
in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live;  and  whosoever  liveth 
and  believeth  in  me,  shall  never  die. 

And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me,  Write,  Blessed 
are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth.  Yea,  saith  the 
Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors;  and  their  works  do  follow 
them. 

The  Minister  shall  then  protiounce  the  Benediction, 
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Prayer  of  the  Lord  for  protection  against  those  who  devise  evil.

CHANTING. 

In  adapting  the  music  of  the  Chants  in  this  Liturgy,  as  well  as  in 
the  placing  of  the  accents  and  the  dividing  of  the  lines,  the  endeavor 
has  been  to  preserve  the  sense  and  rhythm  of  the  words  as  far  as  possible, 
this  being  of  paramount  importance.  In  nearly  all  cases  it  will  be 
found  that  the  marking  indicates  the  most  natural  rendering  of  the 
lines. 

The  following  Instructions  are  given  as  an  aid  to  correct  and 
uniform  Chanting.  Once  familiar  with  the  system  of  marking,  a 
congregation  should  be  able  to  sing  an}'  Chant  at  sight. 


The  words,  from  the  beginning  of  each  line  up  to  the  accented 
syllable,  are  called  the  Recitation.  The  note  on  which  the  Recitation  is 
made  is  called  the  Reciting  Note.  There  is  no  pause  in  the  Recitation 
except  where  punctuation  occurs. 

The  words,  from  the  accented  syllable  to  the  end  of  each  line,  are 
called  the  Cadence.  On  reaching  the  accent,  and  beginning  with  it,  the 
music  of  the  Chant  properly  commences,  in  strict  time  {a  tempo),  the 
upright  lines  corresponding  to  the  bars  of  the  music.  From  the  accent 
to  the  first  upright  line,  the  words  correspond  to  the  first  measure  of 
the  music.  The  Recitation,  therefore,  may  be  considered  as  outside 
the  Chant,  and  may  be  of  any  length.  When  the  line  begins  with  the 
accent,  there  is  no  Recitation. 

The  Cadence  is  sung  without  pause  of  any  kind.  Where  more  than 
two  syllables  occur  in  a  single  measure  of  the  Cadence,  a  dot  is  placed  to 
indicate  the  proper  division  of  the  syllables.  Punctuation  within  the 
upright  lines  has  the  force  of  the  dot.  When  there  are  two  or  more 
syllables  in  the  last  measure  of  the  Cadence,  they  are  to  be  vSung  as  they 
would  be  pronounced  in  speaking. 

The  Accent  mark,  a,  is  adopted  as  the  simplest  and  least  conspicu- 
ous in  common  use.  It  indicates  the  beginning  of  the  Cadence.  The 
accented  syllable  is  Jiot  to  be  sujig  louder  than  the  rest.  It  is  important 
that  there  should  be  no  break  or  pause  between  the  Recitation  and  the 
Accent. 
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CHANTING. 


Good  Chanting  is  neither  too  rapid  nor  too  slow.  The  happy 
medium  is  attained  by  unhesitating  and  deliberate  utterance  as  in 
speaking. 

The  final  ed  is  to  be  pronounced  wherever  it  occurs.  It  is  so 
marked  onh'  in  special  instances. 

The  article  '7//^"  is  long  before  a  vowel,  short  before  a  consonant. 

Take  breath  only  at  the  end  of  lines,  or  at  punctuation  in  the 
Recitation. 


The  following  Examples  will  show  the  correct  rendering  of  the 
various  lines.  As  a  rule  the  accented  S3llable  is  held  longer  than  the 
others  in  the  first  measure,  but  occasional  exceptions  are  made  neces- 
sary^ by  the  sense  and  rhythm  of  the  words.  Example  No.  i  in  each 
case  indicates  the  most  frequent  rendering.

RUBRIC  NOTES. 

In  order  to  make  it  easy  and  convenient  for  the  Minister  to  adapt 
the  Service  to  the  needs  and  conditions  of  his  congregation,  the  first 
seven  Offices  are  divided  into  Parts,  which  are  indicated  by  numbers. 
One  or  more  of  these  Parts,  or  portions  thereof,  may  be  omitted  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Minister. 

On  Festival  or  other  occasions,  the  Minister  may  omit  the  whole 
of  Part  4;  or  he  may  omit  the  reading  of  the  Ten  Commandments,  and 
read  only  the  Two  Great  Commandments,  the  rest  of  Part  4  following 
as  usual. 

The  Minister  may  remain  standing  when  the  General  Prayer, 
"Hear,   O  Lord, "  etc.,  is  repeated. 

When  the  Minister  desires  to  introduce  both  the  Law  and  the 
Gospel  into  a  given  Service,  the  Gospel  may  be  read  at  the  close  of 
Part  5,  the  People  standing. 

In  Part  6  the  Minister  should  repeat  the  words,  THE  HEAVENLY 
DOCTRINE,  in  a  clear  voice,  which  will  close  the  Period  of  Silence, 
and  be  a  signal  for  the  People  to  rise. 

In  announcing  the  First  and  Second  Lessons  the  Minister  may  say. 
The  Word  of  the  Lord  as  it  is  written  in  such  a  chapter  of  such  a  book. 
In  announcing  the  Third  Lesson  the  Minister  may  say.  The  Word  of 
the  Lord  in  the  Heavenly  Doctrine  as  it  is  written  in  such  a  book,  such 
a  number.  After  every  Lesson  the  Minister  may  say,  Here  endeth  the 
First,  Second  or  Third  Lesson.  After  announcing  the  close  of  the 
Third  Lesson  the  Minister  may  say,  The  Lord  add  His  blessing  to  the 
reading  of  His  Word. 

When  the  Amen  after  the  Prayers  is  to  be  said  by  the  People  alone, 
it  is  placed  in  Italics;  but  when  it  is  to  be  said  by  the  Minister  and  the 
People  together,  it  is  placed  in  Roman  type.  In  a  few  instances,  as  in 
the  Blessings,  the  Amen  is  to  be  said  by  the  Minister  alone. 

When  there  is  occasion  for  a  short  service,  the  Eighth  General 
Office,  or  Part  i  and  a  portion  of  Part  2  of  any  other  General  Office, 
may  be  used. 

When  a  ring  is  used  in  the  Marriage  Service,  the  portion  to  be 
recited  by  the  Bridegroom  and  Bride  may  be  spoken  by  the  Minister  in 
the  form  of  a  question. 
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
